DAME   ANN  PACKINGTON'S  CHARITY. 


WILL  OF  THE  TESTATRIX, 

As  stated  in  the  RejJort  of  the  Master  in  Chancery  of  the  21th  of 
Noremher,  1827. 

Dame  Ann  Packington,  Widow,  by  lier  last  Will  and  Testa- 
ment, dated  24tli  of  November,  1559,  concerning  the  disposition  of 
all  those  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  being  customary  and 
copyhold  land,  lying  at  Iselden,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  and 
holden  by  copy  of  court  roll,  of  one  of  the  prebendaries  within  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Paul's,  in  London,  as  of  his  manor  and 
prebend  of  Iselden,  that  is  to  say,  one  messuage  or  tenement  called 
the  Crown,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Iselden  aforesaid ;  and  one 
other  messuage,  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  said  messuage,  called 
the  Crown,  adjoining,  and  23  acres  and  1  rood  of  land,  in  Iselden 
aforesaid,  that  is  to  say,  4  acres  adjoining  to  the  said  messuage,  and 
15  acres  and  1  rood,  lying  in  the  field  called  the  Great  Prebend 
Field,  and  3  roods  lying  in  the  field  purchased  of  one  Robert 
Walker,  one  close  called  Little  Colemans,  containing  by  estimation 
2  \  acres  of  laud  and  3  roods  lying  in  a  close  called  Great  Colemans. 

After  reciting  that  she  had  surrendered  the  said  messuages,  lands, 
and  premises,  unto  20  persons  therein  named,  to  the  use  of  her  will, 
she  willed  and  devised  that  the  said  trustees  should,  after  her  death, 
permit  the  master,  wardens,  and  commonalty,  of  the  freemen  of  the 
mystery  of  Clothworkers  of  the  City  of  London,  and  their  successors, 
to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuages,  lands,  and  pre- 
mises, which  at  the  then  present  time  the  said  testatrix,  by  her  will, 
stated  to  amount  unto  the  yearly  value  of  £16  16s.  9d.  above  all 
charges  and  expenses  :  and  that  the  said  master,  wardens,  and  com- 
monalty, after  her  decease  should  employ  and  bestow  the  said  rents 
and  profits  yearly,  for  ever,  in  manner  ensuing  (that  is  to  say) — 
that  they  shall  distribute  yearly  among  the  poor  people,  being  inha- 
bitants within  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan's  in  the  West  of  London, 
between  the  1st  day  of  November  and  the  1st  day  of  February,  the 
sum  of  £3  13s.  4d.  in  such  form  and  proportions  as  the  said  master, 


wardens,  and  commonalty,  should  think  necessary  and  convenient : 
and  that  they  should  distribute  yearly  among  the  poor  people,  inha- 
bitants within  the  parish  where  she  should  be  buried,  £8  in  form 
following,  that  is  to  say,  towards  finding  of  poor  men's  children  of 
the  same  parish  to  school  and  learning  the  sum  of  £3,  and  other  £3 
thereof  to  be  yearly  distributed  among  the  poor  people  of  the  same 
parish,  between  the  1st  day  of  November  and  the  1st  day  of  Fe- 
bruary'-, for  ever.  And  that  the  said  master,  warden  <=,  and  common- 
alty, should  yearly,  on  the  15th  day  of  February,  cause  a  learned 
man  in  the  Scriptures  of  God  to  preach  a  sermon  in  the  parish 
church  of  St.  Dunstan's,  and  a  like  learned  man  to  preach  a  sermon 
yearly  within  the  parish  church  where  she  should  be  buried,  on  the 
day  of  the  month  that  she  should  be  buried ;  and  that  the  said 
master,  wardens,  and  commonalty,  should  on  the  same  day  distribute 
unto  poor  people  in  alms  the  sum  of  40s.  residue  of  the  said  sum  of 
£8  and  that  they  should  give  in  reward  under  every  such  preacher 
the  sum  of  6s.  8d.  over  and  above  the  said  40s,  to  be  distributed  to 
the  poor,  as  aforesaid.  And  furthermore,  that  the  said  master, 
wardens,  and  commonalty,  in  consideration  for  their  pains  and 
trouble  to  be  taken  in  and  about  the  execution  of  the  premises,  and 
for  and  towards  the  payment  of  the  fines,  and  for  such  surrenders  as 
thereinafter  mentioned,  should  have  and  retain  yearly,  so  long  as 
they  should  perform  the  contents  of  that  her  will,  of  the  issues  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands  and  premises  the  sum  of  £4  10s.  Id.  And 
the  said  testatrix  directed,  that  when  the  number  of  trustees 
seized  of  the  said  premises  should  be  reduced  to  six,  and  no  oftener, 
the  premises  should  be  surrendered  to  the  use  of  twenty  other 
persons,  as  trustees.  And  that  if  the  said  master,  wardens,  and 
commonalty,  should  not  do  in  all  things  as  she  by  her  said  will 
declared,  after  admonition  in  writing  from  the  parson  or  vicar,  and 
churchwardens,  of  the  parish  church  where  she  should  be  buried, 
they  should  no  further  intermeddle  with  the  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, but  that  her  right  heirs  should  receive  and  employ  the  same 
to  the  uses  above  declared  ;  and  if  her  right  heirs  should  fail  in  their 
duty  after  a  like  admonition,  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  frater- 
nity of  Merchant  Tailors  should  have  power  to  sell  the  said  premises, 
for  the  best  price,  and  distribute  the  same  unto  poor  people  in  alms. 

The   said   testatrix   was   buried    in    the   parish  of  St.    Botolph 
Aldersgate. 


DAME  ANN  PACKINGTON'S  CHARITY. 


Scheme  fo)'  the  Application  of  the  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  Chanty 
Estate,  as  contained  in  the  Master's  Report  of  the  27th  of  November, 
1827. 


That  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates  and  funds 
shall  in  fature  be  divided  into  sixteen  parts,  and  be  applied  by  the 
Clothworkers'  Company  in  manner  following :  — 

Four  sixteenth  parts  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  among  the 
poor  people  being  inhabitants  within  the  Parish  of  St.  Dunstan's,  in 
the  West  of  London,  between  the  1st  day  of  November  and  the  1st 
day  of  February,  in  such  form  and  proportions  as  the  masters, 
wardens,  and  commonalty,  of  the  said  Company  shall  think  neces- 
sary and  convenient. 

Eighth  sixteenth  parts  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  among  the 
poor  people,  inhabitants  within  the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph  Aldersgate, 
being  the  parish  in  which  the  said  testatrix  (Dame  Ann  Packington) 
was  buried,  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say — three  sixteenth 
parts  towards  the  finding  of  poor  men's  children  of  the  same  p)arish  to 
school  and  learning.  Other  three  sixteenth  parts  to  be  yearly  dis- 
tributed among  the  poor  people  of  the  same  parish,  between  the  1st 
day  of  November  and  the  1st  day  of  February  ;  and  two  sixteenth 
parts  shall  be  distributed  unto  poor  people  in  alms,  by  the  said 
master,  wardens,  and  commonalty,  on  such  days  as  the  sermons 
hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  preached. 

That  the  said  Clothworkers'  Company  shall  procure  two  sermons 
to  be  yearly  preached  on  such  days,  and  at  such  respective  places, 
and  by  such  preachers  as  the  said  testatrix  hath  by  her  will  pointed 
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uutj  uud  that  the  said  Company  shall  pay  to  each  of  such  preachers 
the  sum  of  21s.  for  each  sermon. 

And  the  other  four  sixteenth  parts  of  such  rents  and  profits,  after 
payment  for  the  sermons  last  mentioned,  shall  be  retained  by  the 
master,  wardens,  and  commonalty  of  the  Cloth  workers,  for  the  use 
of  the  Company,  in  consideration  of  their  fpains  aud_  trouble  to  be 
taken  in  and  about  the  execution  of  the  premises,  and  for  and 
towards  the  payment  of  the  fines  and  surrenders,  and  the  expenses 
incidentally  attending  the  management  of  the  estate,  andi  the  due 
distribution  of  the  charity. 

That  in  the  distribution  of  the  charity  hereby  directed  preference 
shall  in  all  cases  be  given  to  such  persons  as  have  never  received 
parochial  relief,  or  have  been  the  longest  vsdthout  having  received 
such  relief. 

That  distinct  accounts  shall  be  kept  of  the  receipt  and  expenditure 
on  account  of  the  charity ;  and  such  accounts  be  audited  once  a 
year,  and  when  so  audited,  signed  by  the  master  and  wardens  of  the 
Company. 

That  the  estate  belonging  to  the  charity  shall  be  distinguished  and 
set  out  from  the  land  belonging  to  the  Clothworkers'  Company  by 
bound  stones,  12-inches  square,  the  same  to  be  set  down  where  the 
oak  posts  are  now  placed,  such  stones  having  proper  marks  thereon, 
and  to  be  well  sunk  into  the  ground,  leaving  full  twelve  inches 
above  ground,  and  to  be  afterwards  kept  in  proper  state  and  con- 
dition. 

That  the  said  charity  estate  shall  be  duly  and  properly  managed, 
and  let  to  the  best  advantage,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  said 
Clothworkers'  Company,  or  their  officers. 

That  a  board  or  slab  shall  be  put  up  in  a  public  part  of  each  of 
the  churches  of  St.  Danstan's  in  the  West,  and  St.  Botolph  Alden- 
gnte,  containing  a  short  account  of  the  said  charity,  so  far  as  concerns 
such  parishes  respectively,  with  an  explanation  of  its  objects,  and 
that  tho  board  or  slab  containing  such  inscribed  account  shall 
always  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair.

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STEPHEN    SKYDMORE'S  CHARITY. 

Stephen  Skydmore,  by  his  will  dated  the  20th  of  March  1584, 
gave  all  his  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  situate  within 
the  precinct  of  the  late  dissolved  priory  called  the  Blackfriars, 
near  Ludgate,  in  London,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the 
Yintners'  Company  of  London,  and  their  successors,  to  the  intent 
that  they  should  of  and  with  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands 
and  premises,  pay  and  perform  the  annuities  and  other  things 
therein  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  that  the  renter  warden  and  one 
other  officer  of  the  said  company,  together  with  the  Churchwardens 
or  collectors  for  the  poor  of  the  following  parishes,  viz.  1.  St, 
Anne's,  Blackfriars,  2.  St.  Bride's,  3.  St.  Andrew's  Holborn,  4.  St. 
Sepulchre's,  5.  St.  Botolph's  without  Aldgate,  6.  St.  Botolph's 
without  Aldersgate,  7.  St.  Griles's  without  Cripplegate,  8.  St. 
Botolph's  without  Bishopsgate,  9.  St.  Leonard's  Shoreditch, 
10.  St.  Mary  Matfellon  in  "Whitechapel,  11.  St.  Griles's  Southwark, 
12.  St.  Katherine's  Hospital  by  the  Tower  of  London,  13.  St. 
Saviour  in  Bermondsey-street,  commonly  called  St.  Mary  Mag- 
dalen, 14.  St.  George's  Southwark,  15.  St-  Mary  Avery's  beyond 
the  Water,  16.  St.  Giles's  in  the  Fields,  and  17,  St.  James's 
Clerkenwell,  should  distribute,  and  pay  among  the  poor  people 
of  each  of  the  said  parishes  yearly,  the  sum  of  20s.  in  wood,  coal, 
or  other  fuel,  in  the  month  of  October ;  and  he  also  willed  that 
the  said  company  should,  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  pay  yearly 
to  the  Churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen  Coleman-street, 
the  sum  of  52s.  to  the  intent  they  should  every  Sunday  in  the 
year,  bestow  one  dozen  of  bread  among  twelve  of  the  poorest 
people  of  the  said  parish,  after  morning  prayers  in  the  parish 
church. 

He  also  directed  the  said  company  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands,  20s.  a  year  in  money,  wood  or  coal, 
among  the  poorest  persons  of  the  said  company,  and  further 
charged  the  said  lands  with  a  payment  of  £24  per  annum  to  the 
city  of  Cork.  The  premises  charged  with  these  payments,  consist 
now  of  17  freehold  houses,  situate  in  and  near  the  Broadway  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Anne  Blackfriars,  and  produce  rents  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  £315  per  annum. 

The  several  annual  sums  given  by  the  will,  are  paid  by  the 
company,  to  the  parish  officers  of  the  respective  parishes,  the 
officers  of  the  company  not  interfering  in  the  distribution. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  yearly  sum  of  £1  is  regularly  received  from  the  Renter 
Warden  of  the  Vintners''  Company,  and  distributed  in  bread  to  the 
poor. 
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TAMWORTH  GIFT. 


Christopher  Tamworth,  Esquire,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  28th 
April  1624,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury, 
directed  that  his  executors  thereinafter  named  should  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  the  Dean  and  Prebend  of  the  College  of  St.  Peter,  of  the 
City  of  Westminster,  400  marks  to  the  intent  that  they  might  there- 
with cause  20  marks  of  land  of  inheritance  of  yearly  rent  to  be 
purchased  "with  the  consent  of  his  executors  and  the  parishioners  of 
the  Parish  of  St.  Botolphus  without  Aldersgate,  whereby  there  might 
be  one  in  Holy  Orders  maintained  to  say  such  divine  service  as  the 
Church  of  England  should  allow  of  every  working  day  in  the  year 
twice,  viz.  at  or  about  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  or  about 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  parish  church  of  St.  Botolphus 
aforesaid ;  and  he  declared  that  if  the  curate  of  the  said  church 
would  undertake  it,  he  would  be  a  fit  man ;  but  if  he  it  did  not  daily, 
duly,  orderlj^,  and  reverently,  and  at  or  about  the  times  prefixed, 
and  of  right,  and  in  regard  of  this  pension  only  of  all  others,  he 
would  not  have  him  nor  any  of  his  successors  to  have  it,  for  that  his 
meaning  was  not  to  augment  the  curate's  wages,  but  to  have  divine 
service  said  there  to  the  honour  and  glory  of  God ;  and  he  further 
declared  that  his  meaning  was,  that  the  Dean  and  Prebend  afore- 
said, with  the  consent  of  the  said  parishioners,  should  for  ever 
appoint  a  fit  person  to  say  divine  service  as  aforesaid  ;  and  that  the 
parishioners  of  right  should  claim  and  challenge,  in  regard  of  that 
annual  pension  and  stipend,  to  have  divine  service  said  accordingly, 
and  that  if  there  should  be  default  upon  complaint  by  the  said 
parishioners  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  or  the  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great  Seal  of  England  for  the  time  being,  that  the  Lord 
Chancellor  or  Lord  Keeper  should  take  order  that  the  land  intended 
to  be  purchased  should  be  employed  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  not 
to  any  other  use  whatsoever. 

The  testator  also  directed  his  executors  to  deliver  £400  more  into  the 
hands  of  the  said  Dean  and  Prebend  to  the  end  that  they  should  see 
£20  of  land  of  annual  revenue  of  inheritance  bought  with  it  to  allow 
perpetually  to  six  poor  men  past  labour,  dwelling  and  inhabiting 
within  the  jiarish  of  St.  Botolph  aforesaid,   40s.   every  year  a-piece 
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during  their  lives,  and  to  four  poor  widows  likewise  past  labour,  so 
long  as  they  should  continue  widows,  dwelling  in  the  said  parish, 
40s.  a-piece  every  year  during  their  lives,  with  this  limitation,  that 
both  the  six  poor  men  and  the  four  poor  widows  should  be  bound  to 
repair  every  working  day  in  the  year,  twice,  to  hear  divine  service  in 
the  said  parish  church  at  the  hours  and  times  before  prefixed ;  and 
he  directed  that  if  any  of  the  said  poor  men  or  widows  should  refuse, 
or  voluntarily  neglect,  without  just  cause,  to  come  to  the  said  church 
to  hear  divine  service  aU  the  time  of  divine  service,  others  should  be 
chosen  in  their  place  by  the  discretion  of  the  curate  of  the  said 
parish,  the  churchwardens,  and  the  constables  for  the  time  being, 
and  six  of  the  principal  parishioners  named  for  that  purpose  by  the 
residue  of  the  parishioners  ;  and  that  the  said  poor  men  and  widows 
should  have  their  pensions  paid  them  quarterly,  and  he  further 
directed  that  all  the  lands  so  to  be  purchased  should  be  continually 
in  the  hands  of  ten  feoffees  at  the  least,  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  being 
all  freeholders  in  the  said  parish,  or  persons  of  good  account  and 
dwelling  in  the  said  parish  ;  and  that  uj)on  every  new  feoffment  tho 
number  of  twenty-four  or  thirty  persons  should  be  feoffees. 

The  several  sums  bequeathed  by  Christopher  Tamworth  for  the 
benefit  of  a  minister  who  should  read  divine  service  in  the  parish 
church  twice  every  day,  and  of  poor  persons  who  should  attend 
thereat,  appear  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  in 
Vang  and  other  places  in  the  county  of  Essex.  This  estate  was  how- 
ever sold  ;  and  by  indenture  bearing  date  17th  August  1658  between 
James  Flesher  and  twenty-four  others,  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  Eev.  George  Maule  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
James  Flesher  and  others,  by  the  order  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  assembled  in  vestry  to  treat  of  the  affairs 
of  that  parish  in  consideration  of  £470  conveyed  to  the  said  George 
Maule  and  his  heirs,  the  said  estate,  by  the  description  of  a  messuago 
or  farm,  commonly  called  Lunses,  alias  Moyses  or  Colehams,  with  all 
the  lands  &c.  thereto  belonging,  containing  by  estimation  152  acres, 
and  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Fang,  alias  Vang,  Pitsey,  Bartlesd&n, 
and  Novingdon,  or  some  or  one  of  them  in  the  county  of  Essex,  and 
the  said  James  Flesher  and  others  covenanted  that  the  said  premises 
should  be  for  ever  freed  and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  the 
several  yearly  sums  of  20  marks  and  £20,  and  all  other  charitable 
uses  limited  or  appointed  by  Christopher  Tamworth,  Esq.,  deceased, 
by  his  "Will  of  the  date  above  mentioned. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  30th  April  1658  between  Edward  Fust 
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and  others,  executors  of  Edmund  Denton  deceased  of  the  one  part, 
and  Janios  Tlesher  and  twenty-four  others,  parishioners  of  St. 
Botolpli  without  Aldersgate,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  St.  Peter  Westminster,  late  parson  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph  aforesaid,  and  Thomas  Smith  and  another,  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  had,  by  indenture  bearing  date  18th 
December,  Charles  II.,  demised  to  Sir  Henry  Martin,  for  the  term 
of  GO  years  from  Lady  Day  then  next,  under  the  yearly  rent  of 
£l  13s.  8d.,  a  tenement  with  the  cellars  and  a  court  yard  some  time 
a  garden  thereto  adjoining,  witli  the  appiirtenances  called  the  church 
house,  situate  in  Aldersgate  Street,  adjoining  to  the  sign  of  the 
Peacock,  there  and  further  reciting  that  the  warden  and  scholars  of 
New  College,  Oxford,  by  indenture  bearing  date  19th  July,  14th 
Charles,  demised  to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Martin,  for  the  term  of  40  years 
from  Lady  Day  then  last  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £8,  nine  messuages, 
cottages,  or  tenements,  with  the  garden,  yards,  and  buildings  then 
newly  erected  by  the  said  Sir  Henry  IMartin^  lying  in  Petty  AVales  or 
elsewhere  in  the  parish  of  Great  St.  Bartholomew,  near  AVest  Smith- 
field,  and  further  reciting  that  the  interest  in  the  said  several  inden- 
tures had  become  vested  in  the  said  Edmund  Denton ;  and  further 
reciting  that  by  indenture  bearing  date  11th  July  1655,  reciting  that 
part  of  the  staircase  and  larder  of  the  great  messuage  in  Aldersgate 
Street,  whereof  the  said  Edmund  Denton  was  then  possessed,  with 
the  cellar  under  and  terrett  over  the  said  larder,  was  erected  on  part 
of  the  lands  belonging  to  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  being  formerlj' 
part  of  their  Inn  called  the  Peacock,  and  that  the  mayor,  common- 
alty, and  citizens  of  London,  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  had 
demised  the  said  Inn  to  William  Millett  for  a  certain  term  ;  the  said 
William  Millett  demised  to  the  said  Edmund  Denton  the  parcel  of 
of  land  whereon  tlie  said  staircase,  &c.  had  been  built,  for  the  term 
of  20  years  from  Lady  Day  then  last  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20s. ;  the 
said  Edward  Fust  and  others,  execiitors  of  the  said  Edmund  Denton, 
in  consideration  of  £760  paid  by  the  churchwardens  and  parishioners 
of  St.  Botolph  aforesaid  (as  well  for  the  purchase  of  the  premises 
before  mentioned  as  for  a  stable  and  coach-house  with  the  waste 
grounds  whereon  the  same  stood  which  had  been  sold  by  the  said 
executors  to  the  said  parishioners)  and  by  the  direction  of  the 
parishioners  assembled  in  vestry  conveyed  to  the  said  James  Flesher 
and  others,  their  executors,  &c.,  the  said  promises  for  the  residue  of 
the  said  terms  of  3-oars  upon  trust,  that  they  should,  with  so  much  of 
llio   surplusage   of   the    rents    and  jirofits  thereof  (above  the  rents 
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reserved  by  the  said  leases)  as  should  be  necessary  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  said  leases,  support,  maintain,  and  perform  the 
charitable  uses  trusts  and  purposes  relating  to  the  said  church  and 
parish  of  St.  Botolph,  and  the  minister  and  poor  there  limited  and 
appointed  by  the  last  "Will  of  Christopher  Tamworth,  Esquire  bearing 
date  28th  April  1624  ;  part  of  the  purchase  money  before  mentioned, 
viz.  £460  being  raised  by  the  sale  of  a  farm  in  or  about  Yang  in 
Essex,  formerly  bought  with  the  money  given  by  the  said  Christopher 
Tamworth  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  charitable  use,  which  farm 
the  said  j)arishioners  were  forced  to  sell  in  regard  the  same  was  so 
decayed  that  it  would  not  yield  above  £20  per  annum ;  and  upon 
further  trust  to  suffer  the  churchw  ardens  for  the  time  being  to  receive 
and  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  to  such  uses  as  the  said 
parishioners  should  appoint. 

The  premises  described  in  the  preceding  indenture  as  the  Church 
house,  with  the  appurtenances,  appear  to  have  been  vested  in  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  the  rectors  of  this  parish,  and  the 
churchwardens,  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  statute  for  the  dissolution 
of  chantries,  and  they  were  afterwards  granted  out  by  the  Crown  to 
Edmund  Duffield  and  John  Babington,  who  conveyed  the  same  to 
"William  Wilford  and  Nicholas  "Wilson,  and  by  indenture  bearing 
date  1st  November  1658,  John  AViKord,  son  and  heir  of  "William 
AYilford  who  was  the  survivor,  conveyed  the  same  to  James  Elesher 
and  others  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph,  upon  trust  to  demise  the  pre- 
mises in  such  manner  as  the  parishioners  in  vestry  should  appoint, 
and  to  permit  the  churchwardens  to  receive  the  rents  for  such  chari- 
table uses  and  purposes  as  the  same  had  been  usually  disposed  of 
and  employed  by  the  said  parishioners  in  and  about  the  repair's  of 
the  said  church,  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  other  the  public  affairs  of 
the  said  parish. 

These  and  all  other  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of 
30th  April  1658,  except  the  leasehold  premises  held  under  the  warden 
and  scholars  of  New  College,  have  been  conveyed  to  new  feoffees  from 
time  to  time  iipon  the  like  trusts  as  declared  in  the  indenture  of  1st 
November  1658. 

The  premises  held  under  lease  from  the  warden  and  scholars  of 
New  College  have  been  demised  from  time  to  time  at  the  expiration 
of  every  14  years  for  similar  terms  of  40  years.  The  present  lease  was 
granted  in  the  year  1828  to  the  same  persons  as  are  feoffees  for  the 
other  property. 
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From  these  documents  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  £470,  the  con- 
sidoratiou  for  the  sale  of  the  estate  in  Essex,  which  was  pui-chased 
with  the  bequest  of  Christopher  Tamworth,  was  laid  out  by  the 
parishioiioi'9,  with  other  money,  in  obtaining  the  immediate  possession 
of  certain  premises  to  the  reversion  of  which  they  were  'previously 
entitled,  and  the  jjajonent  of  the  two  yearly  sums  of  £20  and 
£13  6s.  8d.,  in  respect  of  Tamworth's  charity,  has  been  considered  as 
charged  upon  these  premises,  (part  of  which  formed  the  site  of  the 
old  parish  workhouse)  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  being  appli- 
cable according  to  the  trusts  declared  in  1658  for  the  general  use  of 
the  parish. 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

Tills  Chariiy  is  distributed  as  follows,  viz. : — There  is  paid  to  the 
minister  the  sum  of  £13  6s.  8d.  for  J)ivine  Service,  and  lOs.  a 
quarter  to  each  of  10  poor  and  aged  persons  called  prai/er  people, 
namely,  six  men  and  four  women  for  attending  prayers  at  the  parish 
Church.  These  pensioners  are  appointed  from  time  to  time,  as  vacancies 
occur,  in  manner  following  : — 

Notice  is  given  on  the  church  of  the  vacancy,  and  a  meeting  is 
appointed  to  be  held  on  the  following  Sunday,  after  morning  service,  of 
the  electors  under  the  Will  of  Christopher  Tamworth,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  man  or  woman,  as  the  case  may  require,  to  Jill  the  vacancy, 
such  j)erson  not  receiving  regularly  wechly  allowance  from  the  poor^s 
rate. 
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MORLEY'S  CHARITY. 

In  a  book  called  "  The  Record  Book,"  containing  copies  of  the 
documents  relating  to  the  greater  number  of  charities  for  this 
parish,  there  are  entered  copies  of  the  following  documents  relating 
to  the  charity  of  John  Morley,  viz.  :  a  Deed  bearing  date  the  20th 
January  1588,  whereby  the  Company  of  Groldsmiths  granted  a 
rent  charge  of  £5  out  of  a  messuage  in  Foster  Lane  to  John 
Sotherton  and  his  heirs ;  also  a  testamentary  paper  bearing  date 
24th  January  1588,  whereby  the  said  John  Sotherton  devised  the 
said  rent  charge  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Botolph 
and  their  successors;  and  also  a  deed  of  covenant  bearing  date 
29th  January  1588,  whereby  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Botolph  covenanted  with  Edward  Caryll  and  Eliza- 
beth his  wife,  late  wife  of  John  Morley,  that  they  would  yearly 
pay  weekly,  upon  every  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  in  the 
parish  church,  five  groats  to  five  poor  men,  inhabitants  of  St. 
Botolph,  of  the  most  aged  and  impotent,  one  groat  to  each,  which 
would  amount  to  £4  6s.  8d.,  and  also  that  the  said  churchwardens 
would  cause  a  sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  Feast  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist,  in  remembrance  of  the  donor,  and  that  they  would  pay  to 
the  preacher  6s.  8d.  for  the  sermon,  and  that  of  the  other  6s.  8d. 
one  moiety  should  be  given  to  the  churchwardens,  and  the  other 
to  the  parish  clerk.  And  it  was  agreed  that  the  five  poor  men 
should  be  inhabitants  v>dthin  the  parish,  and  be  nominated  by  the 
churchwardens,  and  more  part  of  the  discreet,  substantialest,  and 
honest  parishioners  at  a  vestry  or  otherwise  at  their  discretion. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  yearly  sum  of  £5  is  paid  to  the  churchicardens  by  the  cleric  of 
the  GoMsmiths^  Company,  out  of  which  6s.  8d.  is  paid  to  the  minister, 
and  3s.  4d.  to  the  parish  clerk ;  the  churchicardens,  though  in  fact 
they  have  never  taken  it,  are  entitled  to  the  further  sum  of  3s.  4(i., 
leaving  £4  6s.  8d.,  applicable  to  the  poor,  which  is  distributed  in 
Bread. 
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GADBURY'S  CHARITY. 


EiciiARD  Gadbtjry,  by  his  "Will  bearing  date  the  10th  August 
1G24  as  entered  in  the  record  book  above  mentioned,  gave  his 
liouse  and  land  at  Eyworth,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  to  Edmund 
Anderson  and  his  heirs  upon  condition  that  he  should  pay  amongst 
other  things  the  yearly  sum  of  £4  6s.  8d.  in  the  parish  church  of 
St.  Botolph  to  the  deputy  of  the  ward  and  the  two  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish,  by  two  payments,  one  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Thomas 
the  Apostle,  and  the  other  1st  May,  and  directed  that  the  same 
deputy  and  churchwardens,  with  the  minister  of  the  said  parish, 
should  see  the  same  bestowed  as  follows,  viz. :  that  he  should  have 
two  sermons  preached  yearly  in  the  parish  church,  one  on  the 
2Gth  May,  and  the  other  on  the  1st  January,  and  that  the  preacher 
receive  10s,  each  time,  and  that  he  should  give  to  thirty  poor 
people  of  the  said  parish,  fifteen  men  and  fifteen  women,  Is.  each 
half  3'early  on  the  daj's  aforesaid,  immediately  after  the  sermon, 
to  the  clerk  of  the  parish  2s.,  and  to  the  sexton  for  tolling  the  bell 
Is.  4d.  each  time. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  yearly  sum  of  £4  6s.  lOd.  is  received  from  the  Charity 
Commissioners  for  Enghind,  being  the  dividends  on  £144  14s.  6d. 
consols,  and  is  applied  as  follows,  viz.  : — the  sum  of  £1  to  the  minister, 
though  in  fact  no  sermon  is  preached  on  cither  of  the  days  appointed, 
and  4s.  and  2s.8d.  to  the  clerk  and  sexton,  and  the  residue  £S:0s.2d. 
is  distributed  in  Bread  to  the  poor. 
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TAYLOR'S  CHARITY. 

In  tlie  record  book  before  mentioned,  there  is  entered  a  copy  of 
an  Indenture  bearing  date  lotli  June  1616,  between  Eoger  Taylor 
of  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Topsell  then  the  minister  of  the 
parish  church  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate,  and  Matthias 
Kempster  and  Christopher  Walton,  churchwardens,  of  the  other 
part ;  whereby  the  said  Eoger  Taylor  granted  to  the  said  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  an  annuity  of  £5,  pay- 
able out  of  the  mansion  house  of  the  granter  in  Aldersgate  Street, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  yearly,  upon  Ash  Wednesday  for 
ever  ;  and  he  gave  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  power  to 
distrain  if  the  same  should  be  in  arrear  for  fourteen  days,  with 
power  of  re-entry  in  case  of  non-payment  for  twenty-eight  days, 
and  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  covenanted  with  the  said 
Roger  Taylor  that  every  year,  on  Maunday  Thursday,  there 
should  be  a  sermon  preached  in  the  parish  church  in  the  forenoon, 
and  that  they  and  their  successors  would  then  and  there  distribute 
the  said  £5  in  manner  following,  viz.  :

And  it  was  provided  that  in  case  the  said  minister  and  church- 
wardens, or  their  successors,  should  neglect  the  observance  of  the 
said  sermon,  and  the  distribution  of  the  £5  on  Maunday  Thursday 
as  above,  (if  they  could  have  the  said  £5  to  discharge  the  same 
withal,)  then  the  grant  of  the  said  annuity  should  be  void. 


OESERVATIONS. 

The  yearhj  sum  of  £5  is  received  from  the  Goldsmiths'  Company 
who  are  j^ossessed  of  several  houses  in  Aldersgate  Street,  of  ichich  pro- 
bably the  premises  charged  icith  this  payment  form  part. 

This  sum  is  distributed  as  follows  :  Minister  for  sermon  7s., 
parish  clerk  Is.  6d.,  sexton  Is.  6d.,  and  the  balance  £4  lOs.  Od. 

is  distributed  in  bread  to  tlie  poor. 
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NORMANSED    CHARITY. 


In  a  list  of  the  benefactions  to  the  poor  entered  in  the 
record  book  before  mentioned,  it  is  stated  that  Kichard 
Normansed,  in  1 694,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  the 
yearly  sum  of  £5,  and  in  a  small  book  containing  an 
accomit  of  the  benefactions  which  has  been  copied  from 
older  books  of  the  same  description,  it  is  added  that  this 
annuity  is  to  be  applied  towards  the  relief  of  poor  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  this  parish  at  Michaelmas  and 
Lady-day  yearly,  and  that  the  donor  charged  his  estate 
in  Cross  Key  Court,  Little  Britain,  with  the  payment 
thereof. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  yearly  sum  of  ^5  ?5  noto  paid  to  the  churchtvardens 
as  folloivs'.  ScH  lOs.  p(^^'i  thereof  hj  Mr.  Doudney^  and 
£2  lOs.,  less  income  tax,  by  3fr.  Fhtllips,  being  the  rent 
charge  on  the  several  houses  in  Cross  Key  Court,  Little 
Britain,  mentioned  in  the  Will  of  the  donor. 

This  amount  is  also  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor. 
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SNOW'S   CHARITY. 


Thomas  Snow,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  2nd  May 
1651,  as  entered  in  the  record  book  before  mentioned, 
directed  that  his  brother  Samuel  and  his  heirs  should 
pay  yearly  out  of  his  messuages  in  Fann's  Alley  to  the 
chui'chwardens  or  other  officers  of  St.  Botolph  without 
Aldersgate,  £4  by  quarterly  payments,  to  be  distributed 
by  the  said  churchwardens  or  other  officers  in  bread 
among  poor  people  inhabiting  the  said  parish,  weekly, 
viz.  every  Sunday  one  dozen  and  a  half  of  bread,  and  if 
any  part  of  the  said  £4  should  remain  at  the  year's  end, 
he  directed  the  same  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  Easter 
day  amongst  the  poor. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


This  yearly  sum  of  ^4,  l^ss  income  iax^  is  received  from 
the  assignees  of  3Irs.  Charlotte  Dimsdale,  in  respect  of  the 
premises  in  Fannys  Alley  charged  therewith,  and  the  balance 
is   distributed  i?i  bread  to  the  j^oor. 
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WARD'S  CHARITY. 


In  the  record  book  before  mentioned  it  is  stated  that 
Mrs.  AVard,  in  1660,  gave  £60  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  to  settle  £3  yearly  for  ever,  to  be  paid 
on  Good  Friday,  namely,  to  the  poor  £2,  to  the  minister 
£1,  and  it  is  added  that  the  parishioners  agreed  to  secure 
tlie  payment  thereof  out  of  the  rents  of  their  houses  in 
Black  Horse  Alley. 

The  feoffees  of  the  parish  have  some  houses  in  Black 

Horse  Alley,  out  of  the  rents  of  which  £1  per  annum 
is  jDaid  to  the  minister,  and  the  residue  is  to  be 
considered  as  charged  with  the  yearly  sum  of  £2  for 
the  poor. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  above  sum  of  ^3  cijipcars  to  he  regularly  received,  and 
out  of  zvhich  j^\  is  imid  to  the  minisier,  and  the  remaining 
^2  is  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor  at  the  parish  church  on

PEASE'S  CHARITY. 


In  a  small  book  containing  an  account  of  the  bene- 
factions to  the  parish,  it  is  stated  that  William  Pease,  by 
Will  bearing  elate  23rd  of  December  1682,  charged  his 
lands  at  Harrow,  or  Pinner,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex, 

during  the  residue  of  a  term  of  1500  years,  granted  in 
the   reign   of  Edward    VI.,    with   the   payment   of   an 

annuity  of  £2  12s.  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish, 

to  be  by  them  and  their  successors  laid  out  yearly  in 

good  and   sound  bread  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the 

said  parish  at  the  rate  of  12d,  a  week  weekly. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

The  clmrclmardens  receive  the  ahove  mentioned  sum  of 
.£2  12s.  cmnuallij  from  the  Sadlers^  Company^  on  the  Wed- 
nesday after  Lady  Day^  and  the  same  distributed  in  hread  to 
the  ]poor. 
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GRIPPES'  CHARITY. 


Egbert  Grippes,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  1st  Fe- 
bruary 1576,  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph  Aldcrsgate  20s.,  to  be  distributed  amongst 
them  at  the  discretion  of  his  executors  and  the  overseers, 
else  at  the  discretion  of  the  master  and  wardens  of  the 
Brewers'  Company,  to  be  payable  out  of  his  messuages 
on  the  west  side  of  Aldersgate,  in  the  parish  of  St, 
Botolph. 

By  a  Decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  uses, 
bearing  date  20th  July,  32  Charles  I.,  it  was  ordered 
that  certain  premises  theretofore  called  or  known  by  the 
sign  of  the  Seven  Stars  in  Aldersgate  Street,  then  divided 
into  several  tenements,  should  stand  charged  with  the 
payment  of  the  said  annuity  at  the  Feast  of  the  Annun- 
ciation yearly  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph  for  the  time  being. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  sum  of  ^1  is  2^ciid  yearly  hy  the  Trustees  of  the  late 
Thomas  Loveland^  the  owner  of  several  houses  on  the  west  side 
of  Aldersgate  Streety  and  the  amount  is  distributed  in  bread 
to  the  poor. 
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ADAMS'S   CHARITY. 


By  Indenture  dated  20tli  July  1582,  and  made  be- 
tween Hichard  Adams  and  Margaret  his  wife  of  the  one 
part,  and  Richard  Brown  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  of  the 
other  part,  it  was  covenanted  between  the  parties  that 
the  possessors  of  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  after 
the  decease  of  Uichard  and  Margaret  Adams,  should  pay 
yearly  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Anne  and  Agnes 
near  Aldersgate,  St.  Botolph  without  Alder sgate,  and 
St.  Michael  Bassishaw,  in  London,  30s.,  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  the  said  parishes,  that  is  to  say,  10s.  to  each 
parish. 

The  premises  mentioned  in  the  deed  are  a  messuage 

at  Boyden's  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Aldenham  in  Hertford- 
shire, and  a  messuage  with  a  garden  or  orchard  at 
Crancott  Hill  in  the  same  parish ;  they  are  now  the 
property  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Noyes. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  above  mentioned  charity  does  not  ai^pear  to  have  been 
received  since  the  year  1853. 
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CONYER'S   CHARITY. 


Tlie  following  abstracts  are  taken  from  the  Record  Book  wliicli 
contains  copies  of  the  docTiments  relating  to  the  greater  number  of 
charities  of  this  parish.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  April 
1592,  the  master,  wardens,  and  assistants  of  the  Company  of  Mer- 
chant Tailors,  in  consideration  of  £100  of  the  money  of  John 
Conyers,  granted  to  John  Sotherton,  one  of  the  barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  a  yearly  rent  charge  of  £5, 
issuing  out  of  their  great  messuage  and  tenement  thereto  adjoining 
with  the  appurtenances  in  Aldermanbury,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
same,  in  the  parish  of  our  Lady  Aldermanbury,  payable  at  the 
four  usual  feasts,  with  a  power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of  non- 
payment. The  said  John  Sotherton,  by  a  testamentary  writing 
bearing  date  10th  of  May  1592,  gave  the  said  yearly  rent  charge 
of  £5  to  the  pal-son  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  church  of 
St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate ;  and  by  Indenture  bearing  date 
11th  May  1592,  the  parson  and  churchw^ardens  of  St.  Botolph 
without  Aldersgate  covenanted  with  the  said  John  Conyers  that 
the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  and  their  successors  would 
yearly  distribute  the  amount  of  the  said  rent  charge  in  manner 
following,  viz.  weekly,  on  every  Sunday  throughout  the  whole 
year,  in  the  parish  church  of  St.  Botolph,  as  of  the  free  gift  and 
alms  of  the  said  John  Conyers  in  the  sum  of  five  groats  amongst 
five  of  the  poorest  and  neediest  men  and  women  being  inliabitants 
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within  the  parish,  and  the  most  aged  and  impotent  men  of  the 
said  parish,  to  every  of  them  one  groat  immediately  after  morning 
or  evening  prayer,  which  would  amount  yearly  to  the  sum  of 
£4  6s.  8d.  And  also  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  suc- 
cessors would  yearly  cause  a  sermon  to  be  preached  by  some  godly 
learned  and  discreet  preacher,  in  remembrance  of  the  donor,  on 
Eogation  Sunday,  in  the  said  parish  church,  and  would  pay  to  him 
upon  the  finishing  of  every  such  sermon  the  sum  of  6s.  8d.,  and 
that  they  would  distribute  the  remaining  6s.  8d.,  one  moiety 
thereof  to  the  churchwardens,  and  the  other  to  the  parish  clerk,  for 
their  pains  in  the  receipt  and  distributing  the  said  money,  and 
warning  the  poor  men  from  time  to  time  that  should  receive  the 
same  ;  the  said  poor  men  and  women  to  be  nominated,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  the  more  part  of  the 
discreet,  substantialest,  and  honest  parishioners  at  a  vestry  or 
otherwise  at  their  discretion. 


OBSERYATIONS. 

The  Merchant  Tailors'  Company  are  in  j^ossession  of  an  inn  in 
Aldermanh'unj,  called  the  George,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  p)roperty 
charged  icith  the  annuity  of  £5- 

The  yearly  sum  of  £,4t  (£1.  being  deducted  for  land  tax)  is  received 
from  the  Company  by  the  churchwardens,  out  of  which  is  paid  to  the 
minister  for  preaching  a  sermon  on  Rogation  Sunday  6s.  8d.,  and 
3s.  4d.  to  the  parish  clerk. 

The  churchwardens  are  also  entitled  to  the  sum  of  3s.  4d.,  but  they 
do  not  receive  it ;  the  balance  £3  lOs.  is  distributed  in  bread  to  the 

2)oor. 
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DAWTREY'S   CHARITY. 


By  Indenture  bearing  date  6tli  January  1631,  as  appears  from 
the  Record  Book  before  mentioned,  between  Tbomas  Smith  of  the 
one  part,  and  Sir  Henry  Martin,  Sir  Richard  Sutton,  and  twenty- 
two  other  parishioners  or  inhabitants  within  the  parish  of  St. 
Botolph,   of  the   other  part,  reciting  that  Dawtrey  of  her 

charitable  disposition  towards  the  poor  of  St.  Botolph,  wherein 
she  had  spent  some  part  of  her  time,  did,  in  her  lifetime,  declare 
her  desii-e  that  her  son  Henry  Dawtrey  should  distribute 
some  part  of  her  estate  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the 
same  and  other  parishes,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Dawtrey  had 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  £20  in  performance  of  his  mother's 
desire,  and  £5  more  as  his  own  gift,  to  the  intent  that  a  rent 
charge  might  be  purchased  therewith ;  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  in 
consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  £25,  granted  to  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  a  rent  charge  of  26s.,  payable  yearly  at  Lady-day  out 
of  a  messuage  then  called  the  Q-olden  Ball,  in  Aldersgate  Street, 
within  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  with  a  power  of  distress  and 
entry  in  case  of  non-payment. 


OBSERVATIONS. 
The  rent  charge  of  £1  6s.  Jess  income  tax,   is  paid  regularly  at 
the  office  of  the   Chamberlain  of  the  City  of  London,  who  prohahly 
became  liable  to  this  jMyment  by  purchasing  the  house  charged  there- 
with for  the  enlargement  of  Aldersgate  Street. 

This  smn  is  also  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor. 
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MARGARET    DANE'S   CHARITY. 


Mrs.  Margaret  Dane,  by  will  dated  16th  May  1579,  gave  to  the 
Master,  "Wardens  and  Company  of  Ironmongers  of  London,  £2,000 
on  condition  that  the  said  Master  and  "Wardens,  with  six  other  of 
the  substantiallest  of  the  said  Company,  should  pay  to  twenty 
young  men,  free  of  the  Company  of  Ironmongers  of  honest  name 
and  fame,  and  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  London,  or  its  suburbs, 
(always  retailers  of  linen  cloth  to  be  preferred  before  others,)  to  be 
appointed  by  the  said  Master,  Wardens  and  six  others  of  the  said 
Company,  the  said  sum  of  £2,000,  that  is  to  say,  £100  to  each  of 
the  said  poor  young  men,  to  have  the  same  for  three  years,  upon 
finding  sureties  to  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  other  six  before 
mentioned,  for  the  repayment  thereof,  at  the  end  of  the  said  three 
years,  to  the  intent,  that  the  said  sum  of  £2,000  should  then  be 
delivered  to  twenty  other  poor  young  men  of  the  same  Company 
on  like  conditions,  and  so  on  for  three  years  to  three  years.  And 
she  directed  that  the  said  Company  should,  in  consideration  of  the 
benefit  of  the  said  £2,000,  pay  in  legacies  the  sum  of  £100  yearly 
for  ever,  that  is  to  say,  to  Christ's  Hospital,  Saint  Bartholomew's 
Hospital,  and  Saint  Thomas's  Hospital  in  Southwark,  to  each  of 
them  ten  pounds  the  piece,  amounteth  to  thirty  pounds;  to  be 
paid  unto  each  of  them  five  pounds  every  half-year  for  ever.  Also 
I  will  that  the  said  Company  shall  pay  ten  pounds  yearly  for  ever, 
to  be  distributed  at  their  discretion  to  twenty  poor  maids  within 
every  year  of  the  days  of  their  marriage.  Also  I  will  that  they 
pay  ten  pounds  yearly  for  ever  to  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge,  to  pay  to  each  five  pounds  for  the  relief  and  bringing 
up  in  learning  two  poor  scholars,  the  one  to  be  in  Oxford  and  the 
other  in  Cambridge.  The  Houses  in  which  they  shall  be  brought 
up  to  be  named  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors.  And  I  will 
that  the"  said  money  shall  come  amongst  all  the  poor  scholars  of

the  said  houses  ;  that  he  that  hath  it  the  one  year  shall  not  have 
the  next  again,  but  to  come  through  the  whole  number  of  the  poor, 
and  then  to  revert  again  orderly.  Furthermore,  I  will  that  the 
said  Company  of  Ironmongers  shall  employ  in  Bread  and  Beef, 
to  be  bought  at  the  best  hand,  every  year  for  ever,  the  sum  of  ten 
pounds,  the  same  to  be  distributed  and  divided  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company  amongst  the 
prisoners  in  the  houses  hereafter  named — that  is  to  say,  Newgate, 
Ludgate,  the  two  Compters,  the  Uueen  Bench,  the  Marshallsea, 
The  White  Lyon  in  Southwark,  and  the  Convict  House  at  West- 
minster. Furthermore,  I  will  that  the  said  Company  shall  pay 
five  pounds  a  year,  to  be  paid  twenty-five  shillings  every  quarter 
of  a  year  yearly  for  ever  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  School,  to 
be  erected  at  Bishop  Storford,  and  if  it  so  chance  that  the  said 
School  go  not  forward  (as  God  forbid),  then  1  will  that  the  said 
five  pounds  be  distributed  quarterly  to  the  poor  people  for  the 
same  parish  for  ever.  Also,  I  will  that  the  said  Company  shall 
provide  and  buy  for  the  poorest  people  of  the  twenty-four  Wards 
in  London,  at  the  best  hand,  twelve  thousand  of  faggotts  every 
year  for  ever,  the  same  to  be  distributed  to  each  Ward,  part  and 
part  alike,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the 
said  Company,  at  two  several  times  of  the  year — that  is  to  say, 
the  one  half  at  Christmas  and  the  other  half  at  Hallowtide. 
Moreover,  I  will  that  the  said  Company  of  Ironmongers  shall 
yearly  for  ever  bestow  ten  pounds  upon  a  dinner  to  be  made  at 
tlieir  Ilall  the  same  day  as  it  shall  please  God  to  call  me  out  of  this 
transitory  life,  at  which  dinner  I  will  that  their  Company  be 
assembled  accordmg  to  their  accustomed  order  at  other  their  feasts, 
l»rovided  always  that  if  the  said  Company  of  Ironmongers  shall 
refuse,  or  neglect  to  put  in  sufficient  sureties  for  the  said  two 
thousand  pounds,  and  the  performance  of  all  the  legacies  herein  by 
mo  enjoined  them,  to  pay  in  the  consideration  of  the  said  two 
tliousand  pounds  according  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament, 
tlion  my  mind  and  will  is,  that  they  shall  not  have  the  said  two 
thousand  pounds,  but  tliat  the  said  two  thousand  pounds  be  paid 
to  tlic  Company  of  Mercers,  &c.  &c. 
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The  following   is   the  earliest  entry   in  the   account   books   of  the 
ComjMny  respecting  this  part  of  Mrs.  Lane's  Gift. 


"1604  To  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  Dane, 

"  Imprimis  paid  and  delivered,  the  Alderman's  deputies  of  the 
"  twenty-four  Wards  in  London,  to  be  by  their  oversight  and 
"  direction,  with  the  aid  of  the  Overseers  for  the  poor  in  the  said 
"  several  Wards,  bestowed  in  fagots,  distributed  to  the  poor  people 
"  in  the  said  Ward,  £25  ;  which,  to  knowledge  of  their  accounting, 
"  was  carefully  preserved  according  to  the  Donor's  intent. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  original  value  of  the  Gift  was  £1.  Os.  lOcl.  to  each  Ward, 
lohich  were  divided  equally  among  the  different  Parishes  in  each  Ward, 
hut  a  great  portion  of  the  funds  having  been  lost,  the  present  income  of 
the  Charity  is  about  £45,  and  the  bequests  are  accordingly  paid  in 
proportion.     The  amount  paid  to  each  Ward  is  noio  about  lOs. 

The  Gift  being  to  the  Ward,  the  sum  of  between  4s.  and  5s. 
only  per  annum  is  received  from  the  Company  of  Ironmongers  by  the 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish,  and  distributed  in  Bread  to  the  Poor. 
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ALDERMAN    SMITH'S    GIFT. 


Henry  Smith,  a  Citizen  and  Alderman  of  London,  by  Deeds 
dated  20tli  October,  1620,  did  convey  and  assure  unto  Trustees  for 
Charitable  Purposes,  all  his  real  and  personal  Estates,  but  afterwards 
being  desirous  that  the  disposition  of  his  property  might  be  settled 
after  his  death,  he  exhibited  his  Bill  in  Chancery,  and  the  following 
Decree,  dated  20th  June,  1626,  was  made  thereon,  which  fully  set 
forth  the  Deeds,  with  their  Trusts,  &(•.  and  is  as  follows,  viz  : — 

DECEEE. 

AVhereas  the  said  plaintiff  being  charitably  minded  and  disposed 
did  in  October  1620  by  deed  convey  and  assure  to  the  said  Earl  of 
Essex  Richard  late  Earl  of  Dorset  deceased  Sir  Edward  Francis  now 
also  deceased  Mr.  Serjeant  Amhiirst  John  Middleton  AVilliam  Wing- 
field  and  George  AVhitmore  and  their  heirs  the  manor  of  "Warbleton 
and  the  farms  of  South  AVick  and  Iwood  with  the  lands  thereunto 
belonging  in  the  county  of  Sussex  and  divers  other  lands  tenements 
and  hereditaments  of  a  good  yearly  value  and  by  another  deed  of  the 
same  date  did  also  grant  to  the  said  Mr.  Serjeant  Amhurst  George 
Whitmore  John  Middleton  and  "William  "Wingfield  all  his  the  said 
plaintiff's  ready  money  except  one  hundred  pounds  and  all  his  per- 
sonal estate  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever  But  each  of  the  said 
deeds  did  contain  a  power  of  revocation  at  his  will  and  pleasure  at 
any  time  after  during  his  natural  life  and  by  another  deed  of  the 
same  date  did  declare  that  the  said  several  deeds  and  conveyances  of 
the  said  manors  and  personal  estate  were  made  upon  this  special  trust 
and  confidence  that  the  said  plaintiff  Henry  Smith  shoidd  receive  out 
of  the  profits  of  the  said  premises  yearly  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
pounds  for  and  towards  his  maintenance  and  tliat  the  said  parties 
trusted  should  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  profits  of  the  said  pro- 
mises and  of  tlie  said  personal  estate  in  such  sort  and  to  such  charitable 
uses  as  the  said  plaiutiff  by  his  last  will  and  testament  in  writing  to 
be  by  liim  sealed  at  any  time  during  his  natural  life  should  nominate 
limit  and  appoint  and  in  default  of  such  nomination  limitation  or 
fippointmcnt  tlien  to  such  charitable  uses  as  the  said  Earls  of  Essex 
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and  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Francis  George  "WTiitmore  Serjeant  Amhurst 
John  Middleton  and  "William  WingSeld  their  heirs  or  assigns  should 
think  fit  And  whereas  the  said  Sir  Edward  Francis  was  at  the  time 
of  the  making  and  sealing  of  the  said  several  deeds  indebted  to  the 
plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand  pounds  and  the  said  John 
Middleton  was  also  indebted  to  the  said  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  foiu' 
thousand  pounds  or  thereabouts  to  be  forthwith  cleared  and  perfected 
by  account  and  the  said  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  was  then  also  indebted 
to  the  said  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  and  the  said 
Mr.  Serjeant  Amhurst  was  also  indebted  to  the  said  plaintiff  in  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  most  of  which  debts  were  in  strictness 
of  law  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  all  the  said  parties 
released  and  discharged  by  the  said  deeds  and  a  deed  thereafter  men- 
tioned And  whereas  also  the  said  plaintiff  continuing  his  charitable 
intention  on  the  12th  day  of  June  1625  for  some  reasons  and  per. 
suasions  him  moving  by  other  deeds  of  the  same  date  did  release  the  said 
several  powers  of  revocation  in  the  former  conveyances  fnentioned 
and  by  another  deed  of  the  same  date  made  between  the  plaintiff 
of  the  one  part  and  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Mr.  Justice  Crook  Sir 
Christopher  Nevill  the  said  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  Mr.  Serjeant  Amhurst 
John  Middleton  William  "VVingfield  Sir  Edward  Francis  deceased  and 
George  Lowe  William  Blake  William  EoKe  and  Eichard  Gurnet 
defendants  in  this  suit  of  the  other  part  did  declare  his  intention  and 
meaning  to  be  that  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  manors  and 
premises  together  with  the  said  personal  estate  should  be  employed 
and  bestowed  by  them  the  said  Earl  and  other  the  defendants  last 
named  and  their  heirs  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  poor  prisoners  hurt 
and  maimed  soldiers  poor  maids'  marriages  setting  up  of  poor  appren- 
tices amending  of  highways  losses  sustained  by  fire  or  shipwreck  or 
otherwise  to  or  for  such  charitable  uses  as  they  the  said  parties  trusted 
or  any  seven  or  more  of  them  their  heirs  or  assigns  should  from  time  to 
time  think  most  meet  and  convenient  notwithstanding  which  said  last 
deed  the  said  plaintiff  for  that  all  the  said  estate  did  move  from  him 
and  did  proceed  merely  from  his  pious  and  charitable  intention  in 
which  respect  he  did  still  desire  that  he  himself  during  his  life  might 
have  the  employment  and  disposition  thereof  and  that  he  might 
declare  limit  and  appoint  to  what  good  and  charitable  uses  and  how 
and  in  what  manner  the  same  should  be  employed   or  disposed  either 
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in  his  life-time  or  after  his  death  and  in  case  no  such  declaration  should 
be  made  by  him  vrhilo  he  lived  then  to  the  end  to  have  the  same 
more  surely  performed  after  his  death  he  much  desired  that  the  dis- 
position thereof  might  be  settled  in  such  sort  as  is  hereafter  expressed 
and  for  the  better  effecting  thereof  did  exhibit  his  bill  into  this  Court 
against  the  said  defendants  who  did  all  make  their  answers  thereunto 
wlierein  they  have  confessed  that  the  said  several  deeds  and  convey- 
ances were  freely  and  voluntarily  made  by  the  said  plaintiff  of  his 
own  mere  motion  without  any  valuable  consideration  at  all  and  they 
the  paid  Sir  Edward  Francis  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  John  Middleton  and 
Serjeant  Amhurst  did  also  confess  that  they  were  and  are  respectively 
indebted  to  the  said  plaintiff  in  the  several  sums  before  mentioned 
and  did  all  of  them  submit  to  the  order  of  this  Honourable  Court  both 
concwruiiig  the  said  manors  lands  and  personal  estate  and  also  concer- 
ning the  payment  or  securing  of  the  said  debts  Whereupon  the  truth 
of  the  said  cause  api>earing  to  be  as  aforesaid  it  is  this  present  day 
upon  hearing  counsel  on  all  sides  and  by  and  with  the  free  and 
voluntary  assent  of  the  said  Serjeant  Amhurst  and  John  Middleton 
now  present  in  Court  and  by  and  with  the  full  consent  of  the  counsel 
of  the  rest  of  the  defendants  ordered  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the 
estate  and  interest  of  the  said  manors  and  lands  and  also  of  the  said 
personal  estate  shall  forthwith  by  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  and 
assurance  in  the  law  be  settled  and  vested  by  such  of  the  said  defend- 
ants in  whom  the  interest  thereof  doth  now  remain  in  and  upon  the 
said  Earl  of  Essex  Mr.  Justice  Crooke  Sir  Christopher  Nevill  Sir 
Richard  Lumley  William  Wingfield  George  Lowe  William  Blake 
William  Eolfe  and  Eichard  Gurnet  and  in  such  others  as  the  said 
plaintiff  shall  nominate  and  appoint  upon  trust  and  confidence  that 
they  the  said  parties  trusted  and  their  heirs  shall  permit  and  suffer 
the  said  plaintiff  to  have  the  use  of  his  mansion-house  in  Silver-street 
London  for  and  during  the  term  of  his  life  and  upon  this  further 
trust  and  confidence  that  the  said  parties  trusted  and  to  be  trusted 
shall  suffer  the  said  plaintiff  and  his  assigns  during  his  natural  life 
to  receive  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  manors  lands  leases 
and  personal  estate  and  the  interest  of  his  money  and  to  dispose  of 
the  said  rents  interest  and  personal  estate  for  his  own  maintenance 
and  for  and  towards  such  charitable  uses  and  otherwise  for  the 
benefit  and  relief  of  his  kindred  as  he  the   said  plaintiff  shall  think 
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fit  to  nominate  and  appoint  and  to  tliis  furtlier  intent  and 
purpose  and  upon  this  further  trust  and  confidence  that  they 
the  said  parties  trusted  or  to  be  trusted  or  seven  of  them 
at  the  least  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  shall  after  the  death  of 
the  said  plaintiff  employ  bestow  and  dispose  of  the  rents  issues  and 
profits  of  the  said  manors  and  lands  and  of  the  said  personal  estate 
not  disposed  of  by  the  said  plaintiff  in  his  life-time  to  and  for  the 
charitable  uses  aforesaid  and  to  and  for  the  purchasing  and  restoring 
to  the  Church  of  impropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  learned  godly 
preachers  and  to  and  for  such  other  charitable  uses  as  the  said  plaintiff 
by  his  last  will  and  testament  in  writing  or  by  any  writing  to  be  by 
him  sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  three  witnesses  or  more 
shall  nominate  declare  limit  or  appoint  or  in  default  thereof  to  such 
charitable  uses  as  shall  be  declared  limited  or  appointed  by  the  said 
persons  trusted  or  to  be  trusted  or  any  seven  of  them  And  it  is  further 
ordered  and  decreed  that  in  the  said  new  conveyance  to  be  made 
provision  shall  be  that  whensoever  so  many  of  the  said  parties  trusted 
shall  die  as  that  the  number  of  them  that  shall  survive  shall  not  ex- 
ceed six  that  then  th^  said  six  or  the  survivors  of  them  shall  make  a 
new  conveyance  and  settle  the  said  manors  lands  and  personal  estate 
upon  themselves  and  so  many  more  to  be  nominated  by  the  Lord 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Lord  Chancellor  or  Lord  Keeper  of 
the  Great  Seal  for  the  time  being  as  shall  make  up  the  full  number 
of  thirteen  at  the  least  to  the  intents  and  purposes  aforesaid  And  it 
is  further  ordered  and  decreed  by  and  with  the  like  assent  of  the  said 
Eichard  Amhurst  John  Middleton  and  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  that  the 
said  John  Middleton  Serjeant  Amhurst  and  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  shall 
well  and  truly  pay  or  sufficiently  secure  the  said  several  debts  by 
them  severally  and  respectively  owing  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  feoffees 
the  same  security  to  be  by  mortgage  of  land  or  sufficient  securities  in 
such  sort  as  Mr.  Justice  Crooke  shall  think  fit  on  or  before  the  feast 
of  St.  Bartholomew  the  Apostle  then  next  coming  to  be  paid  in  with 
interest  to  the  said  plaintiff  at  reasonable  days  to  be  appointed  by  the 
plaintiff  for  that  purpose  And  lastly  it  is  ordered  and  decreed  that  the 
deeds  evidences  and  writings  concerning  the  said  manors  and  lands 
and  personal  estate  shall  forthwith  be  brought  into  this  Court  by  such 
of  the  defendants  as  have  the  same  to  the  intent  that  the  same  may  there 
remain  in  safety  to  be  further  disposed  of  as  this  Court  shall  think  fit 
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And  this  Court  doth  declare  that  the  said  Eichard  Amhurst  and  John 
Middleton  who  have  assented  to  this  decree  have  therein  and  all 
things  else  appearing  to  this  Court  behaved  themselves  justly  and 
uprightly  and  especially  in  that  they  have  so  freely  and  willingly 
condescended  to  the  securing  of  the  said  debts  which  were  in  law 
discharged  for  which  cause  this  Court  doth  not  only  free  them  of 
blame  b.'t  esteem  thorn  worthy  of  commendation  and  therefore  this 
Court  doth  wish  the  said  Mr.  Smith  to  esteem  of  them  accordingly. 

The  Deed  by  wliicli  divers  Estates  are  settled  to  Charitable  uses 
is  dated  20th  January  1626-7  and  is  as  follows  : —

Eobert  Earl  of  Essex  and  Ewe  the  Eight  Honourable  Eichard  Earl 
of  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Francis  of  Petworth  in  the  county  of  Sussex 
Knight  John  Middleton  of  Horsham  in  the  county  of  Sussex  Esquire 
A7illiam  AVingfiold  of  London  Esquire  George  AVhitmore  citizen  and 
alderman  of  London  and  Eichard  Amhurst  of  Lewes  in  the  said 
county  of  Sussex  serjeant-at-law  by  the  names  in  the  said  indenture 
expressed  of  the  other  part  reciting  that  whereas  the  said  Henry 
Smith  by  indenture  made  between  him  the  said  Henry  Smith  of  the 
oue  part  and  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Earl  of  Dorset  Sir  Edward 
Eraiicis  John  Middleton  AVilliam  AVingfield  George  "Whitmore  and 
Eichard  Amhurst  of  the  other  part  and  bearing  date  and  being 
togelhor  delivered  with  the  said  recited  indenture  hath  for  the  consi- 
deration therein  expressed  granted  bargained  sold  and  confirmed  unto 
tlie  said  Earl  of  Essex  Earl  of  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Francis  John 
I^Iiddloton  William  Wingfield  George  Whitmore  and  Eichard  Amhurst 
all  those  the  manors  and  farms  of  Warbleton  Southweeko  and  Iwood 
with  their  appurtenances  in  the  county  of  Sussex  and  all  that  his 
messuage  with  the  appurtenances  in  Silver-street  London  wherein  he 
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then  dwelt  and  now  dwelletli  and  all  other  his  manors  lands  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  leases  for  years  extents  rents  charges  and 
annuities  due  and  payable  or  to  he  due  and  payable  unto  the  said 
Henry  Smith  by  reason  of  any  estate  in  fee  simpie  fee  tayle  for  life 
lives  or  years  or  by  any  other  ways  or  means  whatsoever  and  all 
other  the  manors  lands  tenements  and  hereditaments  of  the  said 
Henry  Smith  in  the  said  county  of  Sussex  city  of  London  and  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex  or  elsewhere  within  the  realm  of  England  and 
all  deeds  charters  and  writings  for  touching  and  concerning  the  same  to 
have  hold  and  enjoy  all  and  singular  the  said  manors  lands  tenements 
hereditaments  leases  extents  rents  charges  and  annuities  and  all  other 
the  premises  with  all  and  singular  their  appurtenances  whatsoever 
unto  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Earl  of  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Erancis  John 
Middleton  AVilliam  Wingfield  George  AYhitmore  and  Eichard  Am- 
hurst  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever  to  the  only  proper  use  and 
behoof  of  the  said  Earl  of  Esssex  Earl  of  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Francis 
John  Middleton  William  Wingfield  Greorge  TVhitmore  and  Eichard 
Amhurst  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever  with  a  proviso  or  condition 
of  revocation  or  making  void  the  said  recited  grant  bargain  and  sale 
and  the  estate  therein  limited  by  the  said  Henry  Smith  in  his  life- 
time as  in  and  by  the  said  recited  indentiu'e  whereunto  relation  being 
had  more  at  large  it  doth  and  may  appear  and  therein  further  reciting 
that  whereas  the  said  Henry  Smith  by  one  other  indentiu-e  made 
between  him  of  the  one  part  and  the  said  John  Middleton  William 
Wingfield  George  Whitmore  and  Eichard  Amhurst  of  the  other  part 
and  bearing  the  date  of  the  said  former  recited  indenture  did  for  the 
considerations  therein  expressed  grant  assign  and  set  over  unto  the  said 
John  Middleton  William  AVingfield  George  Whitmore  and  Eichard 
Amhurst  all  his  ready  money  except  one  hundred  pounds  thereof 
and  all  his  debts  of  what  nature  kind  or  condition  soever  and  all  his 
bonds  bills  statutes  recognizances  and  assurances  whatsoever  for  the 
same  and  all  the  yearly  sum  and  sums  of  money  due  and  payable  or 
to  be  paid  upon  any  mortgage  or  other  condition  or  agreement  and  all 
his  household  stuff  and  implements  of  household  whatsoever  and  all 
his  goods  and  chattels  real  and  personal  of  what  kind  quality  or  con- 
dition soever  except  also  as  in  the  said  indenture  is  excepted  as  in  and 
by  the  same  indenture  likewise  more  at  large  appeareth  and  it  was  in 
and  by  the  same  indenture  published  expressed  and  declared  that  it 
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was  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  all  tlie  said  parties  to  the  same 
indentures  that  the  said  grant  bargain  and  sale  and  the  said  assign- 
ment of  the  said  ready  money  debts  goods  and  chattels  and  all  other 
goods  in  the  said  recited  indenture  mentioned  and  expressed  was  to 
these  intents  and  purposes  viz.  that  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  manors  lands  and  jDremises  shovild  yearly  be  paid  and  an- 
swered to  the  said  Henry  Smith  five  hundred  pounds  per  annum  for 
and  towards  his  maintenance  and  livelihood  and  all  the  residue  of  the 
rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  manors  farms  lands  and  premises 
should  be  paid  and  employed  to  and  for  such  uses  intents  and  pur- 
poses and  to  such  person  and  persons  and  for  such  time  and  times  and 
in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  said  Henry  Smith  by  any  writing  or 
writings  to  be  by  him  sealed  signed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of

of  poor  prisoners  hurt  and  maimed  soldiers  poor  maids'  marriages  set- 
ting-up of  poor  apprentices  amending  of  highways  losses  sustained 
by  fire  or  shipwreck  or  otherwise  as  they  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Earl 
of  Dorset  Sir  Edward  Erancis  John  IMiddleton  William  AYingfield 
George  Whitmore  and  Richard  Amhurst  their  heirs  or  assigns  should 
from  time  to  time  think  most  meet  and  convenient  as  in  and  by  the 
said  indentures  relation  being  thereunto  had  more  at  large  it  doth 
and  may  appear. 

And  whereas  also  the  said  Henry  Smith  by  his  indenture  bearing 
date  the  12th  day  of  June  in  the  two-and-twentieth  year  of  the  reign 
of  our  said  late  sovereign  lord  King  James  of  England  &c.  and  of 
Scotland  the  seven-and-fiftioth  made  between  him  the  said  Henry 
Smith  of  the  one  part  and  the  said  Robert  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Edward 
Francis  George  Whitmore  Richard  Amhurst  John  Middlcton  and

And  whereas  also  in  and  by  one  other  indenture  bearing  date  the 
same  tweKth  day  of  June  1625  in  the  said  two-and-twentieth  year  of 
his  said  late  Majesty's  reign  of  England  &c.  and  of  Scotland  the 
seven-and-fiftieth  made  between  him  the  said  Henry  Smith  of  the  one 
part  and  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Christopher  Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lum- 
ley  Sir  George  Crooke  Sir  Edward  Francis  George  Whitmore  Eichard 
Amhurst  John  Middleton  AVilliam  AYingfield  George  Lowe  William 
Blake  William  EoKe  and  Eichard  Gurnet  of  the  other  part  it  was 
expressed  and  declared  and  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  all  the 
parties  to  the  same  was  that  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  manors  lands  and  all  other  the  premises  there  should  be  yearly 
paid  and  answered  to  the  said  Henry  Smith  five  hundred  pounds  per 
annum  for  and  towards  his  maintenance  and  livelihood  And  the  said

Blake  William  Eolfe  and  Eichard  Gurnet  the  full  nomination  limit- 
ation assignment  and  appointment  of  all  and  singiilar  the  rents  issues 
and  profits  of  the  manors  lands  and  of  all  other  the  premises  before 
mentioned  to  such  uses  intents  and  purposes  as  are  before  in  the  said 
recited  indenture  set  forth  as  they  should  from  time  to  time  think 
meet  and  convenient  And  the  said  Henry  Smith  did  thereby  remise 
release  revoke  and  make  void  all  power  of  limitation  assignment  or 
appointment  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to  any  use  or  uses  before 
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by  the  said  rocited  indenture  to  him  reserved  either  by  hia  last  will  or 
otherwise  as  freely  and  absolutely  as  if  no  such  power  had  been

of  poor  apprentices  amending  of  high"«ays  losses  sustained  by  fire  or 
shipwreck  or  otherwise  to  and  for  such  charitable  uses  as  they  the 
said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Christopher  Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  Sir 
George  Crooke  Sir  Edward  Francis  George  Whitmore  Eichard 
Amhurst  John  Middleton  William  Wingfield  George  Lowe  William 
Blake  William  Eolfe  and  Eichard  Gurnet  or  any  seven  or  more  of 
them  their  heirs  and  assigns  should  from  time  to  time  think  most 
meet  and  convenient  And  to  those  purposes  the  said  Henry  Smith  did 
by  the  said  last  recited  indenture  for  the  consideration  therein  specified 
grant  bargain  sell  assign  and  set  over  unto  the  said  Earl  of  Essex,  Sir 
Christopher  Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  Sir  George  Crooke  Sir 
Edward  Francis  George  Whitmore  Eichard  Amhurst  John  Middleton 
William  Wingfield  George  Lowe  William  Blake  AYilliam  Eolfe  and 
Eichard  Gurnet  their  heirs  and  assigns  all  his  manors  lands  tenements 
and  hereditaments  and  all  his  leases  debts  bonds  statutes  and  chattels 
with  the  like  power  and  authority  unto  them  as  in  and  by  the  same 
indenture  is  granted  and  allowed  unto  them  or  any  of  them  except 
and  always  reserved  as  in  and  by  the  said  former  recited  indenture  is 
excepted  for  the  maintenance  and  liveliliood  of  the  said  Henry  Smith 
during  only  the  time  of  his  natural  life,  as  in  and  by  the  said  last 
recited  indenture  whereunto  relation  being  had  likewise  more  at  large 
it  doth  and  may  appear. 

And  whereas  notwithstanding  the  said  several  conveyances  releases 
and  revocations  were  absolute  yet  in  regard  the  said  manors  lands 
tenements  and  hereditaments  and  the  said  leases  money  debts  bonds 
statutes   goods  and  chattels  of  the  said  Henry  Smith  hereinbefore

mentioned  and  recited  -were  his  free  and  voluntary  gift  and  act  with- 
out any  valuable  consideration  from  any  of  the  said  parties  trusted 
and  for  that  some  of  the  said  parties  trusted  who  were  indebted  to 
the  said  Henry  Smith  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  said  several 
conveyances  did  not  endeavour  the  performance  of  the  said  trust 
reposed  in  them  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said 
Henry  Smith  Therefore  the  said  Henry  Smith  for  redress  thereof 
did  exhibit  his  bill  in  his  Majesty's  honourable  Court  of  Chancery

each  of  them  the  said  parties  trusted  did  put  in  his  answer  and 
thereby  did  confess  that  the  said  several  conveyances  were  made  by 
the  said  Henry  Smith  freely  and  voluntarily  without  any  valuable 
consideration  and  did  severally  and  respectively  submit  themselves  to 
the  order  and  direction  of  the  said  most  honourable  Court  concerning 
the  premises  whereupon  the  said  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  in 
open  Court  the  twentieth  day  of  June  now  last  passed  before  the  date 
hereof  it  was  in  the  presence  of  Counsel  learned  on  all  parts  and  in

hereby  limit  appoint  and  declare  his  true  intent  and  meaning  to  be 
and  doth  hereby  intreat  them  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Christopher 
Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  Sir  George  Crooke  George  Whitmore 
George  LoTve  William  Blake  William  Eolfe  Richard  Gurnet  and 
Henry  Jackson  of  London  Cheesemonger  to  see  the  same  performed 
accordingly  which  he  hopes  they  will  vouchsafe  to  do  the  same 
tending  to  the  advancement  of  religion  piety  and  charity  that  is  to 
say  that  they  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Christopher  Nevill  Sir  Eichard 
Lumley  Sir  George  Crooke  George  Whitmore  George  Lowe  William 
Blake  William  Eolfe  Eichard  Gurnet  and  Henry  Jackson  and  the

law  convey  and  assure  as  well  the  said  manors  messuages  lauds 
tenements  and  hereditaments  herein  before  mentioned  as  the  said

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successors  discharged  of  all  incumbrances  done  by  them  and  every  of 
them  to  be  by  them  employed  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  the  said  decree  and  of  these  presents  and  for  and  concerning  such 
and  so  much  of  the  said  manors  messuages  lands  tenements  and 
hereditaments  whereof  the  profits  shall  not  be  disposed  of  by  the  said 
Henry  Smith  during  his  life  the  same  shall  be  employed  and  disposed 
by  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Christopher  Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lumley 
Sir  George  Crooke  George  Whitmore  George  Lowe  "William  Blake 
William  Eolfe  Eichard  Gurnet  and  Henry  Jackson  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  recited  conveyances  and  decree 
In  vrhich  said  purchase  and  purchases  so  to  be  made  of  manors  lands 
tenements  and  hereditaments  as  aforesaid  the  said  Henry  Smith  doth 
desire  that  they  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Christopher  Nevill  Sir 
Eichard  Lumley  Sir  George  Crooke  George  "^Tiitmore  George  Lowe 
William  Blake  AYilliam  Eolfe  Eichard  Gurnet  and  Henry  Jackson  and 
the  survivors  of  them  and  the  heirs  of  the  survivor  of  them  shall  so 
near  as  may  conveniently  be  observe  the  proportion  to  purchase  for 
every  thousand  pounds  that  they  shall  disburse  and  lay  forth  manors 
lands  tenements  or  other  hereditaments  in  fee  simple  of  the  clear 
yearly  value  of  one  hundred  marks  above  all  charges  and  reprises  the 
charges  of  the  making  drawing  and  passing  of  the  said  assurances 
and  of  the  procuring  of  the  said  licence  to  purchase  in  mortmain  and 
all  other  charges  for  or  by  reason  thereof  or  concerning  the  same  or 
any  of  them  or  concerning  any  other  thing  in  or  touching  the  premises 
to  be  paid  and  borne  out  of  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of  the  said 
manors  messuages  lands  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  to  be  con- 
veyed as  aforesaid. 

Ilem  for  the  avoiding  of  corruption  in  the  collection  receiving  dis- 
tribution and  payment  of  the  several  sums  of  money  heretofore  given 
limited  appointed  or  assigned  and  hereafter  to  be  given  limited 
appointed  or  assigned  by  the  said  Henry  Smith  dtiring  his  life-time 
or  to  be  purchased  or  conveyed  by  the  said  Earl  of  Essex  Sir  Chris- 
topher Nevill  Sir  Eichard  Lumley  Sir  George  Crooke  George  Whit- 
more George  Low  William  Blake  William  Eolfe  Eichard  Gurnet  and 
Henry  Jackson  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them  or  the  heirs  of  the 
survivor  of  them  after  his  decease  and  to  be  yearly  paid  out  of  the 
rents  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  manors  messuages  lands  tenements 
and  hereditaments  hereafter  to  be  purchased  according  to  the  true

intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents  for  tlie  yearly  relief  of  the  poor 
of  any  parish  or  for  the  marriage  of  poor  maids  or  putting  forth  of 
poor  children  to  be  apprentices  shall  j^early  be  received  as  the  said 
rents  shall  grow  due  and  payable  by  the  church-wardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  said  parishes  respectively  that  is  to  say  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  said  parishes 
respectively  to  receive  the  rent  of  so  much  land  as  is  or  shall  be  given 
limited  assigned  or  appointed  to  be  employed  as  aforesaid  within 
that  parish  wherein  they  shall  be  churchwardens  and  overseers  as 
aforesaid. 

Item  the  said  Henry  Smith  for  the  better  security  of  the  perform- 
ance of  the  said  charitable  gift  doth  hereby  limit  and  appoint  and 
declare  his  intent  and  meaning  to  be  that  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  said  parishes  for  relief  of  whose 
poor  such  gift  assignment  limitation  or  apj)ointment  shall  be  made  as 
aforesaid  immediately  they  shall  enter  into  the  said  offices  and  before 
they  shall  meddle  with  the  receipt  of  the  said  rent  or  any  part  thereof 
shall  become  bound  by  obligation  in  double  the  value  of  such  yearly 
receipt  to  the  parson  or  vicar  of  the  said  parish  to  collect  and  receive 
the  said  rent  and  to  employ  and  bestow  the  same  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents  ;  which  said  parson  or  vicar  to 
whom  such  security  shall  be  so  given  shall  before  the  said  church- 
wardens or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  shall  intermeddle 
with  the  receipt  of  the  said  rents  or  any  of  them  certify  the  said 
obligation  uncancelled  to  the  Grovernors  of  the  said  Hospital  for  the 
time  being  and  in  default  of  such  security  to  be  so  given  or  certificate 
made  of  the  said  obligation  that  parish  wherein  such  default  shall  be 
made  to  lose  the  benefit  of  the  said  gift  limitation  or  assigimient  so 
made  or  to  be  made  for  that  year  wherein  such  default  shall  be  made 
as  aforesaid. 

Item  for  the  better  direction  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  said  several  parishes  in  the  distribution  of  such  sums  of  money  as 
are  or  shall  be  given  assigned  or  appointed  to  the  said  charitable  uses 
before  mentioned  the  said  Henry  Smith  doth  hereby  limit  and  declare 
and  doth  think  fit  and  appoint  that  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  several  parishes  respectively  shall 
give  and  disiribute  the  said  monies  given  limited  assigned  or  appointed 
to  the  said  cliaritablo  uses  to  and  for  the  relief  of  aged  poor  or  infirm 
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people  married  persons  having  more  children  born  in  lawful  wedlock 
than  their  labours  can  maintain  poor  orphans  such  poor  people  as 
keep  themselves  and  families  to  labour  and  put  forth  their  children 
to  be  apprentices  at  the  ages  of  fifteen  years  wherein  each  of  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  each  of  the  said  parishes  are  to  ob- 
serve such  course  in  disposing  of  the  said  rents  as  that  a  stock  may  be 
provided  and  always  iu  readiness  to  set  such  of  the  said  persons  to 
work  as  are  able  to  labour  and  take  pains  and  not  to  or  for  the  relief 
of  any  persons  who  are  given  to  excessive  drinking  whoremongers 
common  swearers  pilferers  or  otherwise  notoriously  scandalous  or  to 
any  persons  that  have  been  incorrigible  or  disobedient  to  those  whose 
servants  they  have  been  or  to  any  vagrant  persons  or  such  as  have  no 
constant  dwelling  or  receive  any  inmate  or  inmates  to  dwell  in  house 
with  them  or  have  not  inhabited  in  that  parish  by  the  space  of  five 
years  next  before  such  distribution  to  be  made  or  being  able  refuse  to 
work  labour  and  take  pains. 

Item  the  said  Henry  Smith  to  the  intent  and  purpose  aforesaid  doth 
further  limit  assign  and  appoint  and  declare  his  intent  and  meaning 
to  be  that  for  the  better  ordering  and  government  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  several  parishes  and  disposing  of  the  sums  of  money  given  to 
the  uses  aforesaid  the  churchwardens  of  each  of  the  said  parishes 
shall  during  the  time  they  shall  continue  in  the  said  o£B.ces  and  places 
once  in  every  month  at  the  least  upon  the  Sabbath  day  after  evening 
prayer  meet  in  the  church  of  the  said  parish  to  consider  of  the  estate 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  which  of  them  have  most  need  of  relief 
and  shall  also  between  the  feasts  of  Easter  and  Whitsuntide  next 
after  the  end  of  every  year  wherein  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  that  parish  or  any  of  them  shall  have  continued 
in  either  of  the  said  offices  or  places  openly  and  publicly  in  the 
church  of  the  said  parish  after  evening  prayer  upon  some  sabbath 
day  upon  notice  and  warning  thereof  given  openly  in  that  parish 
church  immediately  after  the  end  of  morning  prayer  make  a  true  and 
perfect  account  in  a  book  to  be  fairly  written  and  kept  for  that  purpose 
of  all  their  receipts  and  disbursements  for  and  during  the  year  then 
next  before  of  all  such  sums  of  money  as  they  or  any  of  them  shall 
receive  of  the  said  monies  given  to  the  uses  aforesaid  which  said 
account  shall  be  openly  read  and  published  in  the  church  of  the  said 
parish  on  the  Sabbath  day  next  after  the  taking  of  the  said  account 
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immediately  after  the  end  of  morning'  prayer  there  and  a  copy  thereof 
fairly  written  and  transcribed  under  the  hands  of  the  said  church- 
■^ardens  and  overseers  that  did  make  the  same  account  shall  cause 
to  be  affixed  in  a  table  to  the  wall  of  the  said  church  in  some  con- 
venient place  there  to  remain  by  the  space  of  fourteen  days  to  the 
intent  the  same  may  be  publicly  seen  read  and  j)erused  and  exceptions 
taken  thereunto  if  there  be  just  cause  and  the  same  exceptions  reformed 
and  amended  and  further  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  that  shall  have  so  passed  the  said  account  shall  within  ten 
days  then  next  following  after  the  end  of  the  said  foui-teen  days  send 
or  deliver  or  cause  to  be  sent  or  delivered  under  the  hands  of  the 
parson  or  vicar  of  the  said  parish  and  of  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  as  shall  pass  the  said  account  and  such  others  as  shall  be 
present  thereat  a  copy  of  said  account  to  the  governors  of  the  said  hospital 
for  the  time  being  and  that  if  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  any  of  the  said  parishes  shall  fail  in  performance  of  any 
of  the  premises  that  then  as  a  penalty  mulct  or  punishment  for  such 
neglect  the  poor  of  that  parish  shall  not  have  of  the  gift  of  the  said 
Henry  Smith  for  one  year  then  next  ensuing  after  such  neglect  but 
the  benefit  thereof  to  go  for  that  time  to  the  poor  of  the  said  hospital. 

Item  the  said  Henry  Smith  doth  further  by  these  presents  limit  and 
appoint  and  declare  his  intent  and  meaning  to  be  that  the  said  sums 
of  money  given  limited  assigned  or  appointed  to  or  for  the  relief  of 
the  impotent  and  aged  poor  of  the  said  parishes  respectively  shall  be 
distributed  bestowed  and  employed  in  apparel  of  one  colour  with  some 
badge  or  other  mark  that  the  same  may  be  known  to  be  the  gift  of 
the  said  Henry  Smith  or  else  in  bread  and  llesh  or  fish  upon  each 
Sabbath-day  publicly  in  the  parish  churches  of  each  of  the  said 
parishes. 

Item  the  said  Henry  Smith  doth  further  by  these  presents  declare 
his  intent  and  meaning  to  be  that  although  the  estate  and  interest  as 
well  of  all  the  said  manors  messuages  lands  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments by  the  said  Henry  Smith  convoyed  as  aforesaid  as  those 
that  are  hereafter  to  be  purchased  are  hereby  directed  to  be  settled  in 
the  governors  of  the  said  hospital  and  their  successors  yet  such  leases 
copyhold  and  customary  estates  as  are  to  be  made  thereof  sliall  be 
bargained  and  contracted  for  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  such  parish  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  whereof  the  profits 
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of  tlie  said  lands  so  to  he  leased  or  disposed  are  or  shall  be  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  presents  assigned  limited  or 
appointed  to  be  employed  to  the  intent  the  best  yearly  value  may  be 
made  thereof  and  that  the  said  governors  of  the  said  hospital  and 
their  successors  shall  make  such  leases  and  estates  and  to  such  persons 
as  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  shall  appoint  in  writing 
under  their  hands  and  seals  reserving  such  rent  and  with  such  coven- 
ants conditions  and  agreements  as  they  shall  agree  upon  so  as  such 
leases  or  estates  exceed  not  the  term  of  one-and-twenty  years  or  three 
lives  in  possession  and  so  as  the  lands  so  to  be  letten  be  in  the  best 
manner  that  may  be  letten  at  the  best  improved  yearly  rents  and  not 
for  great  fines  and  small  rents  except  for  copyhold  lands  only  which 
may  be  granted  upon  fines. 

In  ivilness  whereof  the  said  Henry  Smith  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand 
and  seal  the  six-and-twentieth  day  of  January  in  the  second  year  of 
the  reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  Charles  by  the  grace  of  God  King  of 
England  Scotland  France  and  Ireland  Defender  of  the  Faith  &c.  1626. 


Mr.  Henry  Smith  made  his  Will  dated  24th  April,  1627,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  Copy  viz  : — 

In  the  name  of  GOD  Amen  The  four-and  twentieth  day  of  April 
in  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  Charles  by  the 
grace  of  God  King  of  Enghmd  Scotland  France  and  Ireland  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  &c.  I  Henry  Smith  of  Silver  Street  in  London  Esq. 
being  in  health  of  body  and  of  good  and  perfect  memory  and  under- 
standing (praises  be  therefore  given  unto  God)  do  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  writing  in  manner  and  form 
following  that  is  to  sa}^  first  and  principally  I  commend  my  soul  into 
the  hands  of  Almighty  God  my  heavenly  Father  trusting  assuredly 
by  the  only  death  and  passion  of  Jesus  Christ  his  son  my  only 
Saviour  and  Redeemer  to  have  remission  of  all  my  sins  and  to  be 
made  an  inheritor  of  eternal  life  And  I  commend  my  body  to  the 
earth  whereof  it  is  made  to  be  buried  in  such  place  and  in  such 
decent  manner  as  to  my  executors  hereafter  named  shall  be  thought 
fit  there  to  remain  in  Christian  burial  until  the  resurrection  of  all 
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flesli  which  I  assuredly  bcHeve  and  expect  And  as  touching  the 
disposing  of  my  lands  and  goods  wherewith  it  hath  pleased  GOD  to 
bless  me  first. I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Henry  Henn  Gent,  sometimes 
my  servant  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds^,  to  be  paid  unto  him 
within  one  year  after  my  decease  for  which  one  hundred  pounds  I 
have  given  him  my  bond  already.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  captives  being  slaves  under  the  Turkish  pirates  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  which  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  my 
will  and  meaning  is  shall  be  laid  forth  and  bestowed  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  of  iiiheritance  to  the  value  of  threescore  pounds  per  annum 
at  the  least  the  rents  and  profits  whereof  shall  be  yearly  paid  and 
distributed  unto  such  person  and  persons  as  from  time  to  time  shall 
be  appointed  and  intrusted  for  the  collection  of  the  charity  of  weU- 
disposed  persons  with  the  intent  that  the  same  my  gift  shall  continue 
in  perpetuity  and  shall  be  so  paid  and  delivered  at  the  discretion  of 
my  said  executors  and  their  heirs,  and  of  the  survivors  of  them  and 
of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Shcrifis  of  the  City  of  London  for  the  time 
being  for  and  towards  the  relief  and  ransom  of  the  said  poor  captives 
and  slaves  Item  I  give  and  devise  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the 
poorest  of  my  kindred  such  as  arc  not  able  to  work  for  their  living 
viz.  sick  aged  and  impotent  persons  and  such  as  cannot  maintain 
their  own  charge  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  which  said  one 
thousand  pounds  my  will  and  meaning  is  shall  be  laid  forth  and 
bestowed  in  the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  of  the  value  of 
threescore  pounds  per  annum  at  the  least  and  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  to  be  paid  yearly  unto  them  and  to  be  distributed  amongst 
them  by  my  said  executors  and  their  heirs  and  by  the  said  Lord  Mayor 
of  London  and  the  Slierifis  for  the  time  being  as  most  need  shall  be 
from  time  to  time  And  my  will  and  meaning  is  that  in  the  bestow- 
ing and  distributing  of  my  estate  and  goods  to  the  poor  to  charitable 
uses  which  is  according  to  my  intent  and  desire  those  of  my  kindred 
which  are  poor  aged  impotent  or  any  other  way  unable  to  help 
themseves  should  be  chiefly  preferred  and  respected.     Item  I  give 

and  devise  unto  the  children  of  one Daborne  late  of  Richmond 

carpenter  deceased  to  be  divided  amongst  them  part  and  part  alike 
the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  within  three  months  next  after  my 
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decease  Item  I  give  and  devise  unto  Richard  Owen  gentleman 
servant  to  the  Dean  of  Westminster  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds 
to  be  paid  unto  him  within  one  year  next  after  my  decease  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  unto  and  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of 
Wandsworth  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  which  said  five  hundred 
pounds  my  will  and  meaning  is  shall  be  paid  unto  some  sufficient 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Wandsworth  in  trust  to  buy  lands  of 
inheritance  the  rents  and  profits  whereof  to  be  yearly  paid  to  and 
for  the  relief  of  the  said  poor  there  for  ever  for  the  true  performance 
whereof  according  to  the  purport  of  such  articles  as  are  already 
agreed  on  by  the  bailifis  and  burgesses  of  the  town  of  Kingston  in 
that  behalf  my  will  and  desire  is  that  my  said  executors  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  said  money  shall  take  some  such  suj6B.cient  covenants  and 
assurances  from  the  said  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Wandsworth 
as  shaU  be  by  my  said  executors  thought  meet  Item  in  the  same 
manner  to  be  bestowed  and  secured  I  give  and  devise  unto  and  for 
the  poor  of  the  town  of  Reigate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds 
Item  I  give  unto  the  child  of  my  servant  Michael  Montgomery  the 
sum  of  ten  pounds  and  to  my  servants  Michael  and  Mary  Vavasour 
to  each  of  them  per  annum  ten  pounds  during  their  lives  Item  I  do 
clearly  release  and  forgive  unto  John  Walker  of  Billingsgate  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds  which  he  oweth  unto  me  upon  several  bonds 
for  money  lent  him  Item  I  give  unto  the  Right  Honourable  Mary 
countess  of  Dorset  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  to  be  paid  unto 
her  within  a  year  after  my  decease  to  be  disposed  by  her  to  and 
amongst  her  children  equally  or  otherwise  as  to  her  honour  shall  be 
thought  best  Item  1  give  will  and  devise  the  several  debts  and  sums 
of  money  due  and  owing  unto  me  by  Sir  Edward  Francis  Sir  Richard 
Lumley  and  John  Middleton  amounting  to  ten  thousand  pounds  in 
the  whole  or  thereabouts  to  and  for  the  purchasing  and  buying  in  of 
appropriations  for  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  godly  preachers 
and  the  better  furtherance  of  knowledge  and  rehgion  to  be  bestowed 
at  and  by  the  discretion  of  my  executors  accordingly  Item  my 
will  and  meaning  is  that  all  or  the  most  part  of  the  legacies  and 
sums  of  money  which  by  this  my  last  will  or  otherwise  I  have 
given  or  intended  to  the  use  or  relief  of  the  poor  of  any  parish  town

I  give  to  John  Franklyn  and  one  Weaver  and  Jane  Llyd  my  neigh- 
bours to  each  of  them  twenty  shillings  Item  I  give  to  Mr.  Doctor 
Lloyd  a  mourning  gown  and  ten  pounds  in  money  Item  I  give  to 
my  nephew  Henry  Jackson  one  of  my  executors  and  to  the  said 
John  Walker  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  be  disposed  by  them 
to  such  poor  as  they  shall  think  fit  Item  I  give  and  devise  unto 
Godfrey  Mazlehill  the  sum  of  five  pounds  Item  I  give  and  de\'ise  to

Richard  Garnard  cloth-worker  and  Henry 
Jackson  grocer  of  London  to  b^  the  executors  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament  earnestly  praying  them  to  be  careful  in  seeing  this

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of  Bolton  one  pound  Item  lie  bequeathed  to  John  Tench  his 
chirurgeon  ten  pounds  and  a  mourning  gown  Moreover  the  said 
testator  being  asked  which  of  his  kindred  he  meant  and  intended  in 
and  by  those  words  the  poorest  of  his  kindred  &c.  in  the  legacy  of 
a  thousand  pounds  bequeathed  in  his  will  to  be  laid  out  and 
bestowed  in  the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  of  the  value  of 
sixty  pounds  per  annum  and  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  yearly 
unto  them  &c.  made  answer  that  his  meaning  was  thereby  the 
poorest  of  his  sisters'  children  and  their  children  successively  or 
like  in  effect.

The  Stoughton  Estate,  from  which  St.  Botolph  "Without  Alders- 
gate,  with  other  parishes,  derive  their  benefit,  was  purchased  by 
the  Trustees.  It  consists  of  a  house  and  315  a.  3  r.  9  p.  of  land, 
situate  in  the  parishes  of  Stoughton,  Houghton,  Errington,  and 
Busby,  in  Leicestershire.  It  was  last  let  to  Major  Powys  Kech, 
in  April  1841:,  at  a  rent  of  £630,  whose  lease  expired  at  Michael- 
mas 1865.  On  the  expiration  of  the  lease  the  Lessee  declined  to 
take  a  renewal^  but  offered  to  make  an  Exchange,  and  the  following 
letter  was  sent  to  each  of  the  parishes  interested  : — 

Gentlemen, 

The  Lease  of  the  Parm  will  expire  at  Michaelmas  1865, 
Major  Powys  Kech,  the  Lessee,  says  that  he  shall  not  take  another 
lease,  but  he  has  offered  to  give  in  exchange  some  freehold  tithe  rents 
producing  a  clear  income  of  about  £650,  and  £3,500  in  money.     The 
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farm  ^vas  let  by  Auction,  in  April  1844,  for  £630,   ^hich  was  more 
than  Mr.  Glutton  then  thought  it  worth. 

The  allowance  for  materials,  for  repairs,  and  draining,  has  reduced 
the  rent  on  an  average  to  £616  :  5s. 

The  quantity  of  land  is  315  a.  2  r.  39  p.  It  is  underlet  to  a  farmer 
at  £580,  and  would  have  no  value  for  building  ;  but  being  the  only 
farm  in  the  Parish,  not  belonging  to  Major  Kech,  and  little  more  than 
a  mile  from  his  house,  it  is  an  object  to  him  to  obtain  it. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Glutton's  Eeport  on  the  proposal : — 

"  The  Stoughton  Estate  is  let  at  £630,  assuming  that  the  lessee  is 
"  bound  to  do  all  repairs  and  insure,  and  that  the  farm  would  again 
"  let  for  the  same  rent.  Thirty  years'  purchase  would  be  a  moderate 
"  number  of  years  to  capitalize  the  income,  viz. —

"  Scarcely  any  rent  charges  sell  for  so  much  as  24  years  purchase 
"  but  this  appears  to  bo  easy  of  collection.*' 
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The  above  Eeport  was  made  by  Mr.  Glutton  without  adverting  to 
the  deduction  from  the  rent  of  the  farm  for  repairs  and  insurance. 

If  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  Parishes,  entitled  to  the  rent,  ap- 
prove of  the  exchange,  the  Trustees  will  entertain  and  consider 
Major  Kech's  proposal.

The  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  this  Parish,  having  con- 
sidered the  matter  fully,  declined  to  entertain  the  application  for 
an  Exchange.  And  it  is  presumed  that  the  other  Parishes  did  the 
same,  as  it  was  shortly  after  determined  to  let  the  same  by  public 
Auction,  in  the  manner  directed  by  an  Order  in  Chancery,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy : — 

BY  an  Order  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  made  the  29th  day  of 
October  1774,  in  a  Cause  between  His  Majesty's  Attorney-General 
and  the  Earl  of  Ashhuriiham  and  others,  the  Trustees  of  the  Estates 
settled  by  Henry  Smith,  Esq.,  and  by  his  Trustees  to  charitable  uses, 
It  was  Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity  Estates  for 
the  Time  being  should,  at  least  eighteen  calendar  Months  before  the 
Expiration  of  the  then  present  and  all  future  Lease  or  Leases  to  be 
granted  of  the  said  Estates,  or  any  Part  thereof,  send  Circular  Letters 
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to  the  Cliurchwardens  or  Overseers,  for  the  Time  being,  of  the  several 
and  respective  Towns  and  Parishes  interested  in  the  said  Charity, 
giving  them  Notice  of  the  Time  of  the  Expiration  of  such  Lease  and 
Leases,  and  also  giving  them  at  least  three  Months'  Notice  of  the 
Time  and  Place  of  letting  the  said  Estates  upon  any  new  Lease  or 
Leases ;  and  that  the  said  Trustees  should  advertise  in  the  Leicester 
and  Northampton  Journals  or  Ne'wspapevs,  and  also  in  one  or  two  of 
the  London  Evening  Papers,  once  a  Week,  for  at  least  three  Months

appoint  an  Agent  to  attend  at  such  Time  and  Place,  to  set  and  let 
the  said  Charity  Estates  to  the  best  Bidder,  upon  Condition  that  such 
Bidder  should  be  afterwards  approved  of  by  the  said  Trustees,  and 
which  Condition,  at  the  Time  of  letting,  was  to  be  considered  as  Part

The  Estate  to  be  given  in  exchange  by  Mr.  Keck  consists  of  a  Farm 
in  the  Parish  of  Thurlaston,  Leicestershire,  called  Manor  House  Farm, 
containing  238  a.  3  r.  35  p.,  and  another  farm  called  Hoc  Field  Farm 
in  the  same  Parish,  containing  241  a.  1  r.  33  p.  The  Stoughton 
Estate,  as  we  have  informed  you,  consists  of  315  a.  2  r.  39  p.,  and  is 
let  for  £630,  but  it  is  underlet  to  the  occupying  Tenant  at  about  £530. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Glutton's  Eeport : — 

"  We  have  viewed  the  land  at  Thurlaston,  Leicestershire,  proposed 
to  be  given  to  the  Trustees  in  exchange  for  the  Great  Stoughton 
Farm,  as  set  out  in  the  enclosed  particulars. 

"  The  property  is  compact,  and  the  land  is  of  very  good  quality. 
The  buildings,  although  much  better  than  those  at  Great  Stoughton, 
are,  some  of  them,  old.  Some  new  buildings  have  been  erected  within 
two  or  three  years,  and  are  very  substantial.  To  complete  the  farm 
buildings  will  require  an  outlay  of  about  £1200.  The  money,  to 
carry  out  this,  could  be  borrowed  from  the  Government  or  one  of  the 
Land  Improvement  Companies  for  a  term,  repayable  by  Instalments. 

"  If  the  Great  Stoughton  Farm  is  retained,  a  much  larger  outlay 
should  be  made  upon  the  buildings,  which  are  worn  out  with  age,  to 
enable  a  Tenant  to  do  justice  to  the  Land. 

"  The  Thurlaston  Farms  are  at  present  let  at  fair  rents  to  substan. 
tial  Tenants,  who  manage  the  land  extremely  well,  and  we  should 
advise  the  Trustees  to  continue  them  as  Tenants  in  the  event  of  their 
acquiring  the  Estate,  first  putting  the  Buildings  in  order  and  binding 
the  Tenants  to  repair.  The  Trustees  would  then  have  a  well  secured 
rental  (taking  off  £100  to  pay  interest  and  repay  loan  which  would 
be  more  than  sufB.cient)  of  £799  as  against  the  present  income  of  £630 
derived  from  Great  Stoughton,  which  is  not  well  secured,  the  present 
occupying  Tenant  paying  only  a  net  rental  of  £518  :  7s.  per  annum. 
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*'  We  estimate  the  value  in  foe  of  the  Thurlaston  property  at 
£25,800. 

"  AVe  should  strongly  advise  the  Trustees  to  carry  out  the  Exchange 
as  it  appears  to  us  so  greatly  to  their  advantage. 

"  Mr.  Keck  is  willing  to  pay  all  expenses  attending  the  transaction. 

"  We  shall  be  obliged  by  your  informing  us  whether  you  approve 
of  leaving  it  to  the  Trustees  to  complete  the  Exchange  if  on  further 
investigation  they  are  satisfied  that  it  will  be  advantageous  to  the 
Charity,  and  having  the  approval  of  the  Charity  Commissioners."

The  Trustees  of  the  above  mentioned  Charity  have  made 
an  application  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  for  authority  to  exchange 
this  Estate  for  an  Estate  belonging  to  Mr.  Keck,  in  the  parish  of 
Thurlaston,  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  containing  480  a.  1  r.  28  p. 

It  has   been  represented  that  the  particulars  of  the  contemplated 
exchange  have  boon  already  forwarded  to  you. 

I  have  to  inform  you  that,  under  the  circumstances,  the  transaction 
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is  apparently  so  beneficial  to  tlie  Charity,  that  the  Commissioners 
will  be  prepared  to  give  efi'ect  to  the  proposed  exchange.

This  Exchange  has  not  yet  been  carried  out,  but  is  still  in  ne- 
gociation. 

There  is  no  information  9,8  to  the  amount  of  personal  Estate  which 
came  to  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  but  they  are  now  in  the  possession 
of  several  Estates,  some  of  which  appears  to  have  been  purchased 
by  the  Donor  in  his  life-time,  and  others  to  have  been  conveyed 
to  the  Trustees  after  his  death. 

Nothwithstanding  the  directions  given  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  it 
does  not  appear  that  the  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital  had  ever 
any  concern  in  the  management  of  this  Charity.  Trustees  have 
been  regularly  appointed  from  time  to  time  with  the  approval  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Lord  Chancellor,  according 
to  the  directions  contained  in  the  Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
before  mentioned. 

The  Original  Allotments  to  the  different  parishes  appear  to  have 
been  made  in  1641,  as  under  :

The  Charity  varied  in  amount ;  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  Alders- 
gate,  in  1768,  only  received  £13 :  12s. ;  in  1793  it  received 
£27 :  9s. ;   in  1817  £47  :  6s.  7d.,  and  in  1865  it  received  £54  :  13s. 

It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  know  that  this  Benefactor  to  the 
parish  was  bom  at  Wandsworth,  Surrey,  in  1548.  On  the  9th  of 
February  1608,  he  was  elected  Alderman  for  the  Ward  of  Farring- 
don  Without,  and  in  the  Corporation  Books  is  described  as  Citizen 
and  Salter,  He  died  30th  January  1627,  aged  79  years,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Church  at  Wandsworth. 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  that  the  rahic  of  the  Gift  on  the  first 
allotment  in  1641  was  £20,  while  in  1865  it  was  £54 :  13s. 

This  Gift  is  distributed  annually  in  Bread,  Tea,  Coffee,  and  Sugar, 
to  poor  persons  who  have  resided  in  the  parish  for  five  years  and  upwards.

Henry  Fryer  was  seized  in  fee  of  tlie  Manor  of  Harleton  in  the 
County  of  Cambridge,  and  of  a  messuage  wherein  the  said  Henry 
Fryer  dwelt  in  the  parish  of  St.  Buttolph  Without  Aldersgate, 
and  of  ten  messuages  built  with  brick  in  Pilkington  Place,  and  of 
five  messuages  built  with  timber  in  Pilkington  Place,  and  of  nine- 
teen other  messuages  in  Pilkington  Place  and  Little  Brittain,  and 
of  three  messuages  in  Aldersgate  Street,  in  the  tenures  of 
Christian  Netleton,  John  Wright,  and  Griles  Townsend,  and  of 
one  messuage  in  the  parish  of  St.  Griles  Without  Cripplegate, 
then  late  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas  Bennett,  Esq.

The  said  Henry  Fryer,  by  indenture  and  recoveries,  settled 
the  said  manor,  messuages,  and  premises  upon  himself  for  life  ;  and 
afterwards  to  the  use  of  such  person  and  persons  and  for  such 
estate  and  estates  as  he  should,  by  his  last  Will  in  writing,  limit 
and  appoint  or  declare.

The  said  Henry  Fryer,  by  his  Will,  devises  the  said  manor, 
messuages,  and  premises  to  Andrew   Burton,  Richard  Hulett, 
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Jolin  Burton,  and  Felix  Wilson,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust  that 
they  should,  within  one  year  after  his  death,  settle  the  inheritance 
of  the  premises,  so  as  that  his  Will  might  be  performed.  And 
doth  Will  that  his  said  trustees  should  settle  £100  for  ever, 
issuing  out  of  all  the  premises,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
several  parishes  of  Chiswick,  St.  Btiftolph'a  Without  Aldersgate, 
and  Harleton,  in  the  county  of  Cambridge,  whereof  the  parish  of 
St.  Buttolph  was  principally  to  be  considered. 

The  sum  of  £40  per  annum,  part  of  the  said  £100  is  by  the 
said  Trustees  (and  two  bishops  chosen  to  divide  the  said  £100  per 
annum  amongst  the  said  three  parishes)  limited  and  appointed  to 
be  paid  to  the  parish  of  St.  Buttolph's.

THIS  CAUSE  comeing  to  bee  heard  before  the  Eight  Honourable 
the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England  on  the  Foure  and  Twentieth 
day  of  February  last  in  the  presence  of  Councill  learned  on  both 
sides  and  the  case  upon  which  the  plaintiffs  by  their  Bill  in  this 
Court  pray  releife  being  that  Henry  Fryer  late  of  Saint  Buttolphs 
"Without  Aldersgate  London  Esquire  was  seized  in  fee  of  the  Manner 
of  Harleton  and  oertaine  lands  there  with  the  appurtenances  in  the 
County  of  Cambridge  being  of  the  yearly  value  of  £157  IDs.  lOd, 
and  of  diverse  messuages  or  tenements  in  Aldersgate  parish  and 
others  in  Cripplegate  London,  being  of  the  yearely  value  of  £331  15s. 
which  in  the  whole  amounts  unto  the  yearely  sum  of  £489  lis.  lOd. 
he  did  by  indenture  tripartite  the  20th  of  Aprill  2d  Caroli  primi,  and 
by  fine  and  recovery  and  other  sufficient  conveyance  and  assurance  in 
law  settle  the  said  manner  messuages  lands  and  premises  in  manner 
following  (viz.)  to  himself  for  life  and  afterwards  to  such  persons 
and  for  such  estates  and  uses  as  hee  should  appointe  by  his  last  Will 
and  that  the  20th  of  May  Septino  Caroli  primi  hee  made  his  last 
"Will  in  writing  and  thereby  bequeathed  the  said  manner  messuages 
lands  and  premises  and  all  his  estate  in  Middlesex  and  all  his  leases 
goods  chattels  cattels  Jewells  plate  and  household  stuJfe  to  Andrew 
Burton  Eichard  Hewlett  John  Burton  and  Felix  Wilson  their  heirs 
and  assigns  and  appoynted  them  executors  Upon  trust  that  within 
one  yeare  after  his  death  they  should  settle  the  inheritance  of  the 
said  premises  which  were  freehold  and  should  estate  the  rest  as  far 
as  in  them  lay  that  his  said  Will  might  be  performed  And  further 
hee  devised  to  Bridgett  his  wife  besides  her  thirds  amongst  other 
things  the  use  of  all  his  furniture  in  his  house  in  Chiswicke  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex  and  in  his  house  in  London  and  a  third  part  of 
his  plate  during  her  life  And  further  devised  that  the  executors 
should  pay  unto  his  brother  Thomas  tenne  pounds  per  annum  at  one 
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entire  payment  to  give  to  such  poore  as  he  shall  think  fitt  and 
desired  that  the  same  might  be  soe  settled  as  that  it  should  be  paid  for 
ever  And  he  gave  unto  Mary  AVoolescott  and  the  heirs  of  her  body 
laAvfuUy  begotten  the  sum  of  £100  per  annum  and  alsoe  he  gave 
unto  the  poore  of  the  parish  of  Saint  Buttolph's  Aldersgate  London 
and  Chiswick  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  and  Harleton  in  the 
county  of  Cambridge  the  sum  of  £100  per  annum  and  to  sundry 
other  persons  divers  other  legacy es  and  doth  afterwards  in  his  Will 
recomend  Aldersgate  parish  to  the  particular  consideration  of  his 
executors  because  he  was  borne  there  and  the'parish  was  great  and 
the  poore  much  increased  And  lastly  thereby  willed  that  the 
surplusage  of  all  his  estate  whatsoever  should  bee  by'  his  friends 
and  executors  and  their  heirs  soe  trusted  as  aforesaid  settled  and 
estated  to  charitable  uses  for  the  good  of  the  poore  for  ever  and 
soone  after  the  making  of  his  said  Will  dyed  without  issue  which 
Will  the  said  executors  proved  and  took  upon  them  the  execution 
thereof  and  that  afterwards  several  differences  did  arise  between 
the  said  Dr.  John  Fryer  elder  brother  of  the  said  testator  Henry 
Fryer  and  the  said  executors  in  relation  to  the  said  Will  and  estate 
and  several  suits  and  proceedings  were  thereupon  comenced  and 
prosecuted  between  them  in  the  then  Court  of  Wards  and  Livcryes 
all  which  were  afterwards  by  them  submitted  unto  the  determination 
and  award  of  his  late  Eoyall  Majestie  Charles  the  First  who  upon 
examination  of  the  premises  was  pleased  to  make  and  publish  his

the  rest  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  promises  to  Dr.  Jolm  Fryer 
for  life  and  that  after  his  death  the  sume  of  £80  per  annum  should 
bo  towards  the  porpotuall  repair  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in  London 
and  that  in  the  last  place  all  the  rest  of  the  profits  should  be  paid  to 
Dr.  Fryer's  heirs  and  assigns  for  over  and  that  by  vertue  or  colour 
of  tlio  said  conveyance  the  said  Di'-   John  Fr3'er  entered  into  tlio 
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possession  of  the  said  mannor  messuages  and  estate  and  during  his 
life  received  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  and  raised  diverse  sumes

the  heirs  of  her  body  £100  per  annum  and  unto  the  said  three 
parishes  of  Aldersgate  Chiswick  and  Harleton  £100  per  annum  there 
remains   as    att   present'  cleare    surplusage   of  the  said  estate  the 
yearely  sume  of  £89  lis.  lOd.  to  be  settled  and  estated  to  charitable 
uses  for  the  good  of  the  poore  for  ever  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer's  Will  over  and  besides  the 
£200  per  annum  after  the  death  of  the  said  Bridgett  his  widdow 
and   as   to   the   said  £10  per  annum  appoyuted  to  bee  paid  unto 
Thomas  Fryer  to  be  by  him  distributed  as  aforesaid  in  regard  it  did 
not  appeare  that  any  appointment  thereof  had  beene  made  and  in 
regard  the  greatest  part  of  the  said  donor  Henry  Fryer's  estate  doth 
lye  within  the  parish  of  Aldersgate  and   that   he  had  a  particular 
kindnesse  for  that  parish  as  in  and  by  his  said  Will  is  expressed  it 
was  by  the  said  Bill  prayed  the  same  might  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish  from  time  to  time  ujion  the  20th  day  of 


December  in  every  yeare  for  ever  the  first  payment  to  be  made  upon 
the  20th  of  December  now  next  ensuing  the  same  to  bee  distributed 
by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  and  common  councillmen  of  the 
said  parishe  for  the  time  being  amongst  twenty  poore  widdows  of 
the  said  parish  to  each  of  them  10s.  a-piece  and  for  want  of  such 
poor  widdows  the  said  number  to  be  made  upp  with  poore  men  of 
the  said  parish  and  that  the  same  should  be  soe  distributed  as  the 
further  charity  of  the  said  testator  Henry  Fryer  And  further  the 
said  Bill  sets  forth  that  the  said  surplusage  is  devised  to  the  poor 
in  generall  within  the  latitude  of  which  expression  are  compre- 
hended all  the  poore  in  England  and  soe  to  construe  and  apply  it 
would  bee  to  make  the  said  guift  to  noe  signification  or  efi'ect  And 
further  that  his  now  Roy  all  Majestie  had  beene  graciously  pleased 
lately  to  erect  a  new  Eoyall  foundation  in  Christ's  Hospitall  afore- 
said for  the  maintenance  of  forty  poore  boys  therein  to  be  educated 
in  a  mathematieall  schoole  and  instructed  in  the  art  of  navigation 
and  the  whole  science  of  arithmeticke  to  the  end  they  may  bee  fitted 
for  the  practice  of  navigation  and  bee  from  time  to  time  disposed  of 
in  that  way  and  their  numbers  supplied  out  of  other  fitt  poore  boys 
in  the  said  hospitall  according  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said 
new  Eoyall  foundation  and  establishment  And  that  the  same  is  a 
work  of  great  piety  and  charity  in  itselfe  and  of  extraordinary 
advantage  to  all  his  Majestie's  dominions  and  that  the  settleing  and 
confirming  by  the  decree  of  this  Honourable  Court  of  all  the 
surplusage  of  the  reall  and  personal  estate  whatsoever  of  the  said 
Henry  Fryer  and  also  all  future  improvements  of  his  said  reaU  estate 
after  the  death  of  the  said  Bridgett  the  widowe  or  otherwise  howso- 
ever upon  the  children  of  the  said  new  Eoyall  foundation  would  bee  a 
settlement  of  the  said  surplusage  and  future  improvements  both 
suitable  and  agreable  to  the  nature  and  intent  of  the  said  Henry 
Fryer's  Will  in  all  things  and  also  to  his  Majestie's  Eoyall  pleasure 
for  the  good  of  his  said  new  EoyaU  foundation  for  over  and  that  the 
settlement  of  the  said  surplusage  or  any  part  thereof  or  of  any 
parte  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer's  estate  upon  the  said  Dr.  John  Frj^er 
his  heirs  or  assigns  or  in  any  other  manner  by  the  said  tripartite 
indenture  or  otherwise  howsoever  is  not  a  settlement  thereof  to 
charitable   uses   for   the   good  of  the  poore  according  to  the  said 
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Henry  Fryer's  Will  nor  ought  any  such  settlement  or  pretended 
settlement  thereof  to  prevent  or  hinder  a  just  and  speedy  settlement 
of  the  same  unto  such  reall  and  true  charitable  uses  as  shall  he 
agreahle  unto  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer's 
Will  And  further  that  the  third  part  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer's 
plate  and  all  his  furniture  and  goods  in  and  "ahout  his  house  att 
Chiswicke  aforesaid  or  at  London  the  use  whereof  was  devised  to  her 
for  life  ought  alsoe  by  vertue  of  his  said  Will  from  and  after  his 
death  to  come  and  be  improved  to  charitable  uses  for  the  good  of  the 
poore  as  aforesaid  but  the  said  defendants  Dr.  John  Fryer's 
executors  John  Peacocke  and  Andrew  Matthews  and  his  legatee 
Eichard  Matthews  haveing  received  the  rents  issues  and  profits  of 
of  the  said  messuages  lands  and  premises  to  the  aforesaid  severall 
valines  have  misimployed  and  converted  the  same  to  their  owne  uses 
and  the  defendant  Bridgett  haveing  gotten  the  said  plate  goods  and 
furniture  into  her  custody  or  power  they  do  by  combination  endea- 
vour to  conceale  the  true  surplusage  of  the  said  estate  and  the  reall 
value  thereof  and  designe  to  embeazell  the  said  plate  goods  and 
furniture  and  to  defraude  the  severall  charitable  devises  and 
bequests  limitted  and  intended  by  the  said  Will  To  prevent  which 
and  to  have  a  discovery  of  the  true  and  certaine  particulars  and 
valines  of  all  the  reall  and  personall  estate  late  of  the  said  Henry 
Fryer  and  what  is  the  true  surplusage  thereof  and  to  the  end  of 
the  same  may  bee  forthwith  paid  to  the  said  relations  for  the  benefitt 
of  the  children  of  his  Majesty's  said  new  Eoyall  foundation  and  that 
the  said  tripartite  indenture  and  all  deeds  evidences  and  writings 
concerning  the  said  estate  or  the  clayme  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Fryer 
or  his  said  executors  or  legatee  thereunto  may  be  produced  and  dis- 
posed of  as  to  his  lordshipp  shall  seeme  meete  and  that  the  said 
defendants  John  Peacocke  Andrew  Matthews  Eichard  Matthews  and 
Cornelus  Burton  may  make  and  execute  such  conveyance  or  con- 
veyances or  other  acts  and  assurances  as  shall  be  fitt  for  settling  and 
estateing  the  said  manner  lands  and  premises  in  such  manner  as 
that  the  particular  appointments  bequests  and  charitys  given  and 
appointed  by  the  said  Henry  Fryer's  Will  may  be  duely  paid  and 
performed  And  that  in  particular  the  said  one  hundred  pounds  per 
annum  may  be  paid  to  the  said  three  parishes  in  these  proportions 
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(viz.)  to  Aldersgate  forty  pounds  per   annum   to   Harleton   thirty- 
five  pounds  per  annum  and  to   Cliiswicke    twenty-five  pounds  per 
annum  and  the  ten  pounds  per  annum  alsoe  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Aldersgate  jiarish  to  be  distributed  in  manner  aforesaid 
And  that  all  and  every  the  surplusage   and   future   improvements 
whatsoever  of  the  said  estate  may  be  applied  and  settled  to  and  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  children  of  his  said  Majestie's  new  Eoyal 
foundation  in  the  manner  aforesaid  or  otherwise  as  to  his  lordship 
may  seem  meete  was  the  scope  and  effect  of    the  Bill     And  upon 
opening  of  the  defendant's  Answers  whereby  the  said  Henry  Fryer's 
relict  insisted  that  about  forty  years   since  she  had  the  use  of  the 
said  goods  and  plate  for  her  life  and  bought  the  same  of  the  execu- 
tors and  paid  for  it  more  than  it  was  worth  so  long  since  and  the 
said   Doctor's   executors  received  little   or  nothing   thereby   out  of 
the  said  estate  since  the  said  Doctor's  decease     And  upon  reading  the 
proofes  taken  in  the  cause  and  after  long  debate  thereof  his  lordship

and  profits  of  the  said  manner  lands  and  premises  and  which  were 
actually  received  by  the  said  defendants  the  executors  and  legatee 
before  the  exhibiting  of  the  said  Bill  so  as  the  said  estate  might  be 
forthwith  well  and  sufficiently  conveyed  to  the  said  relations  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  now   Eoyall  foundation  and  the   said  trij^artite 
indenture  and  all  other  deeds  and  writings  concerning  the  protended 
title  or  clayme  of  the  said  Dr.  Fryer  or  his  said  executors  or  legatee 
or  any  other  claiming  under  them  and^  all  leases  and  counterparts  of 
leases  may  bo  forthwith  delivered  up  to  them  to  be  cancelled     And 
that  all  other  conveyances  court  rolls  deeds  writings  and  evidences 
whatsoever   concerning   tlie    said    Henry    Fryer's   title   claim    and 
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interest  in  and  unto  tlie  said  manner  lands  and  premises  or  any  part 
thereof  may  also   be   forthwitli  delivered   up  to  tlie  said  relators 
"WTiereupon  his  lordship  declared  that  he  had  fully  considered  of  this 
matter  and  was  of  opinion  having  truely  acquainted  his  now  Majestie 
with  the  true  state  thereof   That  where  a  general  charity  is  given  to 
the  poor  indefinitely  that   it  is  in  the  power  of  the  King  to  direct 
to  what  poor  in  particular  the  same  should  be  applied  and  that  his 
now  Majesty  taking  notice  accordingly  that  his  charity  is  of  that 
nature  he  conceived  it  most  fit  that  all  the  surplusage  of  the  testator 
Henry  Fryer's  estate   after  his  particular  bequests  hereafter  men- 
tioned be    discharged    should    be    applied   for   the   benefit   of  the 
children  in  his  Majestie's  new  Eoyall  foundation  in  Christ's  Hospital 
London  and  thereupon  his  lordship  "conceived  it  just  and  reasonable 
and  doth  accordingly  order  and  decree  that  the  said  defendants  the 
executors  John  Peacock  and  Andrew  Matthews  and  Eichard  Matthews 
the  legatee  do  convey  all  and  every  of  their  estates  right  and  title 
respectively  in  and  unto  the  said  mannor  and  lands  in  Harleton  with 
its  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging  in  the  said  county  of  Cam- 
brige  and  also  in  and  unto  the  said  several  messuages  and  tene- 
ments in  the  said  parishes  of  Aldersgate  and  Cripplegate  London 
and  either  of  them  unto  the  mayor  comonalty  and  cittizens  of  London 
governours  of  the  possessions  revenues  and  goods  of  the  hospitalls  of 
Edward  King  of  England   the    Sixth  of  Christ   Bridwell   and  St. 
Thomas  the  Apostle  and  their  successors  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  children  of  the  said  New  Eoyall  Foundation  for  ever  freed  and 
discharged  for  all  manner  of  incumbrances  whatsoever  suffered  or 
done  by  them  the  said  defendants  John  Peacock  Andrew  Mathews 
and  Eichard   Mathews   respectively    as    aforesaid   or  by  any  other 
person  or  persons  claiming  under  them  or  any  of  them  and  that  in 
such  manner  and  forme  as  Sir  Thomas  Escourt  Knight  one  of  the 
masters  of  this  Court  shall  direct  and  appoint     And  also  that  the 
said  executors  John  Peacock  and  Andrew  Mathews   and  Eichard 
Mathews  the  legatee  and  all  and  every  other  person  and  persons 
employed   by  or  under   them    shall   forthwith  deliver  unto  the  said 
governers  of  Christ's  Hospital  or  to  such  other  person  as  they  shall 
duly  authorize  or  appoint  to  receive  the  same  the  aforesaid  tripartite 
indenture  and    all  the  court  rolls  and  other  deeds   evidences  and 
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writings  whatsoever  which  anywise  concern  the  title  of  the  said 
mannor  messuages  lands  and  premises  or  any  of  them  which  they  or 
any  of  them  now  have  or  without  suit  in  law  can  come  by  and  also 
all  counterparts  of  leases  of  the  aforesaid  premises  or  any  part 
thereof  the  aforesaid  tripartite  indenture  and  counterparts  of  leases 
to  be  cancelled  and  the  record  of  the  enrollment  of  the  said  tripartite 
indenture  to  be  vacated  but  nevertheless  the  said  mannor  messuages 
lands  and  premises  are  made  and  so  shall  from  time  to  time  and  at 
all  times  from  henceforth  continue  and  be  by  force  and  vertue  of 
this  present  decree  liable  unto  and  stand  charged  with  the  dower  of 
the  defendant  Bridgett  Fryer  the  widdow  which  was  or  is  assigned 
to  her  for  her  thirds  and  dower  during  her  life  and  that  she  may 
receive  the  same  in  such  manner  as  now  she  does  or  by  law  may  and 
also  with  the  said  severall  payments  of  £100  per  annum  to  the  said 
Mary  WooUascott  and  the  heirs  of  her  body  lawfully  begotten 
according  to  the  said  Will  and  £100  per  annum  to  the  aforesaid  three 
parishes  in  the  proportion  aforesaid  (viz.)  to  St.  Buttolph's  Alders- 
gate  £40  per  annum  to  Harleton  £35  per  annum  and  to  Chiswick 
£25  per  annum  and  £10  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  Aldersgate  as  an 
additionall  and  further  charity  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer  to  be 
annually  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  upon  the  20th 
day  of  December  in  every  year  yearly  for  ever  the  first  payment  of 
the  said  £10  per  annum  to  be  made  upon  the  20th  of  December  next 
ensuing  and  to  be  yearly  distributed  by  the  vicar  churchwardens  and 
common  councillmen  of  the  said  parish  amongst  twenty  poor 
widdows  of  that  parish  to  each  of  them  1  Os.  a-pieee  and  for  want  of 
such  poor  widdows  the  said  number  to  bo  made  upp  with  poor  men 
of  the  said  parish  and  besides  the  said  thirds  to  the  defendant 
Bridgett  and  after  payment  of  the  aforesaid  several  sums  of  £100  per 
annum  and  £100  per  annum  and  £10  per  annum  in  manner  afore- 
said then  all  and  every  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  issues  and  profits 
of  the  said  mannor  messuage  lands  and  premises  with  their  and 
every  of  their  appurtenances  at  present  and  to  come  shall  be  at  all 
times  henceforth  and  for  over  disposed  and  employed  by  the  said 
governors  and  their  successors  to  and  for  the  only  use  benefit  and 
advantage  of  the  said  children  of  his  Majestie's  New  Eoyal  Founda- 
tion in  Christ's  Hospitall  aforesaid  and  their  successors  for  the  time 
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being  for  ever  And  that  notwithstanding  the  aforesaid  tripartite 
indenture  or  the  said  Will  of  the  said  Dr.  John  Fryer  or  any  con- 
veyances or  assurances  or  other  writings  whatsoever  made  or 
executed  by  the  said  Dr.  John  Fryer  or  his  said  executors  or  legatee 
or  either  of  them  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  whatsoever 
claiming  under  the  said  tripartite  indenture  or  the  said  Dr.  John 
Fryer  or  his  said  executors  or  legatee  on  any  or  either  of  them  they 
the  said  governors  and  'their  successors  shall  and  may  at  all  times 
hereafter  by  virtue  of  this  decree  peaceably  and  quietly  possess  and 
enjoy  all  and  every  the  said  manner  messuages  lands  and  premises 
with  their  appurtenances  and  receive  the  rents  issues  and  profits 
thereof  free  and  clear  from  all  manner  of  incumbances  whatsoever 
subject  nevertheless  unto  the  aforesaid  payments  and  to  the  only 
uses  intents  and  purposes  by  this  decree  before  limited  and  appointed 
and  also  that  all  and  every  the  sum  and  sums  of  money  which  since 
the  exhibiting  of  the  said  Bill  or  information  have  been  brought  and 
payed  into  this  Court  as  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
manner  lands  and  premises  or  are  unpaid  and  resting  in  the 
hands  of  any  of  the  tenants  of  the  said  premises  or  any  part  thereof 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  unto  the  said  governours  or  to  whome  they 
shall  authorize  and  appointe  to  receive  the  same  to  bee  imployed  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  And  this  Court  doth  further  think  fitt  and 
accordingly  order  and  decree  that  all  and  every  of  the  tenants  of  the 
said  messuages  lands  and  premises  excepting  the  tenants  of  the  said 
Bridgett's  parte  and  dower  during  her  natural  life  shall  upon  reason- 
able demands  surrender  and  deliver  upp  unto  the  said  governours  or  to 
whom  they  shall  authorize  and  appoint  as  aforesaid  all  and  every 
their  respective  leases  of  the  said  premises  or  any  partt  thereof  to  bee 
cancelled  and  upon  such  surrendering  thereof  the  said  governours  and 
their  successors  shall  with  all  convenient  speed  after  make  and 
execute  unto  each  of  the  tenants  so  surrendering  a  new  lease  of  the 
premises  at  and  under  the  yearly  rents  services  and  covenants  and 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  years  formerly  granted  to  him  her 
or  them  in  and  by  such  surrendred  lease  then  to  come  and  unex- 
pired and  this  Court  doth  likewise  think  fit  and  accordingly  order 
and  decree  that  the  said  defendants  yielding  obedience  unto  and  per- 
forming of  this  decree  according  to  the  true  intent  thereof  that  then 
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they  and  every  of  them  respectively  for  ever  hereafter  shall  be  and 
by  vertue  hereof  are  and  is  clearly  acquited  and  discharged  of  and 
from  all  further  and  other  accounts  claims  or  demands  whatsoever 
for  or  in  respect  of  any  part  or  parcell  of  the  said  Henry  Fryer's 
reall  and  personal  estate  by  the  said  relators  in  this  cause  claiming  or 
any  wayes  controverted  of  and  from  all  manner  of  further  costs 
charges  and  expences  whatsoever  touching  or  concerning  the 
same  &e.

OBSERYATIONS. 

This  Gift  is  distributed  annuully^  in  January  or  Fehritari/,  to 
twenty  poor  Widows,  in  sums  of  £2  lOs.  to  each,  such  Widows  being 
selected  by  the  Fryer's  Gift  Committee,  n-hich  Committee  consists  of 
the  Minister,  the  Churchwardens,  and  the  Common  Council  for  the 
Parish. 

It  icould  appear,  from  the  above  documents,  that  the  sum  q/£40 
p)er  annum  teas  the  original  value  of  the  Gift,  but  by  the  Decree  in 
Chancery  before  set  forth,  an  additional  sum  of  £10  was  ordered  to  be 
paid  to  this  Parish,  which  sum  of  £50  is  now  regularly  received  from 
tlui  Goi'crnors  of  Chrisfs  Sospital,  and  distributed  as  aforesaid. 
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SIR    HENRY    ANDERSON'S    GIFT. 


In  a  very  old  Record  Book  in  the  Churcli  tlie  following  entry- 
appears. 

27tli  Nov.  4tli  Car.  2nd. 

"Anderson  gives  Fiftie  pounds  to  buy  Land  to  raise  Twelve  pence 
by  the  week  for  Bread  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday." 

And  upon  farther  search  a  copy  of  the  following  Deed  of  Cove- 
nant was  discovered,  viz : — 

THIS  INDENTUEE  Triptite  made  the  seaven-and-twentyth  daye 
of  November  in  the  fourth  yeare  of  the  Ptaigne  of  our  Soveraigne 
Lorde  Charles  by  the  grace  of  God  of  England  Scotland  France  and 
Ireland  Kinge  Defender  of  the  fayth  &c  A.D.  1628  between 
Sir  Richard  Anderson  of  Pendley  in  the  countie  of  Hertford  Knight 
Sonne  and  heire  and  also  sole  executor  of  the  last  WiU  and  testament  of 
Sir  Henry  Anderson  Knight  late  Alderman  of  the  cittie  of  London 
deceased  of  the  one  parte  Sir  Henry  Yelverton  Knight  one  of  his 
Maties  Justices  of  his  Court  of  Comon  Pleas  WiUiam  HakewiU  of 
Lincolnes  Inne  in  the  countie  of  Middlesex  Esquier  Justiman  Povey 
Esquier  one  of  the  auditors  of  his  Ma^es  revennewes  parishioners  of 
the  parishe  of  St  Botolphes  without  Aldersgate  London  of  the  seconde 
parte  and  Thomas  Booth  Gierke  now  Minister  or  Vicar  of  the  saide 
parishe  Church  of  St  Botolphes  and  Anthony  Jerman  and  Helham 
Rodes  nowe  Churchwardens  of  the  saide  parishe  Church  of  the 
thirde  parte  Whereas  the  saide  Sir  Henry  Anderson  Knight  did 
heretofore  by  his  last  WiU  and  testament  give  and  bequeath  the 
some  of  £50  of  lawful  money  of  England  towards  the  building  of  a 
newe  Conduit  in  Aldersgate  Street  in  the  said  parish  of  St  Botolphes 
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soe  as  the  same  Conduit 'were  there  built  within  seven  yeares  next 
after  the  death  of  the  saide  Sir  Henry  Anderson  as  by  the  saide  Will 
more  at  large  appeareth  which  saide  newe  Conduit  was  not  built 
within  the  saide  seaven  yeares  nor  is  built  at  this  daye  and  soe  the 
said  legacy  is  not  due  nor  payable  by  the  saide  executor  of  the 
saide  Will. 

Nevertheless  this   presente  Indenture  witnesseth  that  the  saide 
Sir  Richard    Anderson    having    a   respect    of    his   saide   father's 
pious  and   charitable  intents  by  his  saide  Will  and  tendringe  and 
charitably  wishinge  the  good  and  reliefe  of  the  poore  people  of  the 
said  parish  of  St  Botolphes  without  Aldersgate  hath  of  his  charitie 
and  free  giiifte  given  paide  and  delivered  the  daye  and  yeare  above 
written  unto  the  said  Minister  or  Viccar  and  Churchwardens  of  the 
saide  parishe  in  the  presence  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  saide 
Sir  Henry  Yelverton  William  Hakewill  and  Justiman  Povey  parish- 
ioners of  the  saide  parishe  the  some  of  £50  of  lawfull  money  of 
England  to  the  intent  and  purpose  that  therewith  with  the  consent 
of  the  saide  Sir  Henry  Yelverton  William  Hakewill  and  Justiman 
Povey  and  their  heires  and  upon  notice  thereof  given  to  the  saide 
Sir  Richard  Anderson  and  his  heirs  landes  tenements  rentes  or  here- 
ditaments in  fee  simple  shall  be  purchased  to  the  best  advantage 
within  one  year  nowe  next  ensuinge  for  the  benefitt  reliefe  and  main- 
tenance of  the  poore  people  of  the  saide  parishe    The  inheritance  of 
which  saide  landes  tenements  rentes  or  hereditaments  so  to  be  pur- 
chased shall  be  estated  and  settled  in  Feofees  or  Grantees  with  the 
consent  of  the  saide  Sir  Henry  Yelverton  William  Hakewill  and 
Justiman  Povey  and  their  heirs  for  the  use  of  the  saide  poore  to  the 
intent  that  out  of  the  revenewes  thereof  twelve  pence  may  be  weekly 
for  ever  distributed  in  bread  every  Sundaye  throughoute  the  yeare  in 
the  saide  Church  to  twelve  poore  inhabitants  in  the  saide  parishe  at  the 
discretion  of  the  saide  Viccar  and  Churchwardens  and  their  successors 
or  any  two  of  them  and  that  if  any  overplus  remaine  of  the  Reven- 
newes  thereof  after  the  saide  weekly  distribution  made  that  the  same 
overplus  shall  goe  in  augmentation  of  the  said  bread  to  be  distributed 
to  more  poore  people  there  weekly  as  aforcsaide    And  that  until  the 
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said  landes  tenements  rentes  or  hereditaments  shall  be  soe  purchased 
and  estated  The  said  fifty  pounds  shall  be  from  tyme  to  tyme 
ymployed  with  lyke  consent  as  aforesaide  and  the  increase  and  profitt 
thereof  shall  likewise  be  from  tyme  to  tyme  ymployed  upon  the 
same  weekly  distribution  of  bread  everie  Sundaye  throughoute  the 
yeare  as  aforesaid  towards  the  reliefe  of  the  saide  poore  people  of  the 
saide  parishe  And  the  saide  Minister  or  Viccar  and  Churchwardens  of 
the  saide  parishe  for  themselves  severally  and  for  their  severall 
successors  Ministers  or  Viccars  and  Churchwardens  of  the  saide  parishe 
doe  covenante  promise  and  grante  to  and  with  the  saide  Sir  Richard 
Anderson  and  his  heires  by  these  presents  that  with  the  said  £50 
landes  tenementes  rents  or  hereditaments  in  fee  simple  shall  be  pur- 
chased to  the  best  advantage  to  the  use  aforesaid  within  one  yeare  now 
next  ensuinge  and  alsoe  settled  and  assured  with  such  consent  and 
notice  as  aforesaid  And  that  untill  the  saide  lands  tenements  rentes  or 
hereditaments  shall  be  purchased  and  estated  as  aforesaid  the  saide 
£50  shall  be  employed  with  consent  as  aforesaid  and  that  both  the 
profitt  and  increase  of  the  said  £50  until  the  saide  landes  tenements 
rentes  or  hereditaments  shall  be  purchased  and  the  revennewe 
of  the  said  landes  tenements  rentes  or  hereditaments  shall  be  pur- 
chased and  estated  as  aforesaid  shall  be  yearly  from  tyme  to 
tyme  for  ever  hereafter  converted  bestowed  and  whoUie  imployed  to 
the  best  and  only  benefitt  behoofe  rehefe  and  maintenance  of  the 
poore  people  of  the  saide  parishe  of  St  Botolphes  without  Aldersgate 
London  in  manner  aforesaid  and  not  otherwise  In  witness  whereof 
the  parties  above  named  to  these  presente  Indentures  interchangeably 
have  putt  their  handes  and  scales  the  daye  and  yeare  first  above 
written. 

And  upon  investigating  the  old  Vestry  Minutes  for  the  year  1629 
on  the  20th  December,  the  following  entry  appears : — 

"  Fiftie  pounds  of  the  Gruift  of  Sir  Eichard  Anderson  which  was 
agreed  to  remayne  in  Mr.  Jarman's  hands  till  land  should  be  pur- 
chased with  the  same,  or  other  order  taken.  It  is  now  therefore 
further  ordered  that  the  said  Mr.  Jarman  shall  pay  in  the  said  fiftie 
pounds  into  the  hands  of  the  now  Churchwardens  on  or  before  the 
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first  day  of  the  next  Hillary  Term  or  else  give  such  sufficient  security 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  on  or  before  the  Annunciation  of  our 
Lady  next,  in  the  Vestry." 

And  on  the  first  day  of  January  1630,  the  following  appears  in 
the  Vestry  Minutes  of  that  date  : 

"According  to  a  former  order  of  the  20th  Deer,  last 
"  Anthony  Jarman  did  paie  in  full  Vestry  the  sum  of  fiftie 
"  pounds  which  is  agreed  to  remaine  in  the  iron  chest  in  the 
"  Vestry  till  it  be  otherwise  disposed  of  by  another  order." 

Which  order  does  not  appear  to  have  been  made  until  the  8th  of 
September  1643,  when  at  a  Vestry  then  held  the  following  appears 
upon  the  minutes,  viz  : — 

"  It  is  agreed  that  fiftie  pounds  heretofore  delivered  to  Mr.  Beale 
of  the  guift  of  Sir  Eichard  Anderson  shall  be  paid  to  Mr.  Jarman 
in  parte  of  his  debt  due  from  this  parish,  and  Mr.  Beale  to  be  dis- 
charged of  his  securitie  given  for  the  same,  and  the  parishioners  are 
to  distribute  two-and-fifty  shillings  per  annum  in  bread  amongst  the 
poore  (according  to  the  donor's  directions)  of  this  parish,  which  said 
two-and-fifty  shillings  is  to  issue  out  for  ever  of  the  rent  of  the 
house  late  in  the  tenure  of  Mr.  Thomas  Booth." 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

In  the  Churchwardens  accounts  for  the  year  1645-6  appears  the 
foUowinrj  entry,  viz:

While  vpon  the  payment  side  of  the  account  the  only  entry  is  as 
fuUotcs :

"  usuall  forme  and  will  of  the  bequests  before 
"  mentioned  as  they  are  particularly  charged 
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And  included  in  that  sum  doubtless  was  the  £2  :  12  :  0  above 
mentioned,  no  separate  disbursement  appearing ;  for  the  two  pears 
following  the  same  is  entered  separately  as  the  gift  of  Mr.  Anderson, 
and  in  the  year  1648-9  the  following  entry  appears  :

And  similar  entries  to  this  appear  in  the  accounts  after  this,  hut 
I  find  no  further  trace  of  the  gift  as  such.  In  the  accounts  for  the 
year  1647-8  the  following  entry  appears  as  a  receipt,  viz  :

And  in  the  same  year  on  the  payment  side  of  the  account  I  find 
the  following:

"  for  Mr.  Anderson  s  (lUiit       -         -         -        ) 

/  find  no  trace  of  this  gift  as  a  separategift. 

In  bye  gone  times,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  the  Upper  Church- 
warden or  Paymaster  received  the  various  gifts  and  donations  as  well  as 
the  poor  rates,  and  from  that  fund  he  paid  all  money  for  the  general 
relief  of  the  poor,  and  other  expenses  of  the  patHsh,  without  reference 
to  any  particular  mode  of  distribution ;  the  fact,  however,  of  distribu- 
ting bread  to  the  poor,  both  at  the  workhouse  and  as  out-door  relief, 
was  doubtless  at  that  time  considered  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
Wills  of  the  different  donors. 

The  value  of  the  Gift  at  the  date  of  bequest  teas  £50,  in  1647  it 
would  appear  to  be  £60,  hid  I  have  no  means  of  stating  the  value  at 
March  1865. 

This  Gift  is  not  distributed  now.

JAMES    GLASBROOKE'S    GIFT. 


1653.  James  Glasbrooke  by  his  Will  dated  in  this  year  (the 
precise  date  does  not  appear)  gave  to  this  parish  the  sum  of 
£166  :  13 :  4,  and  upon  searching  the  old  Vestry  Minutes  in  the 
year  1657,  I  find  this  entry :  « 

"  18th  day  of  August  1657. 

"  Whereas  James  Glasbrooke  late  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph 
without  Aldersgate  Esquire  deceased,  in  and  by  his  last  Will  and 
Testament  (amongst  diverse  other  Legacies  therein  contained)  did 
give  unto  three  several  parishes  of  this  City  hereafter  mentioned  the 
full  sume  of  five  hundred  pounds  in  these  or  the  like  words  following, 
(that  is  to  say)  "  and  five  hundred  pounds  more  to  such  uses  as  follows 
To  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  I  now  dwell  five  pounds  in  bread 
yearly,  five  pounds  to  the  poor  of  St.  Gyles  yearly  in  bread,  to  the 
poor  of  St.  Sepulchre  yearly  in  bread  five  pounds,  this  to  bee  given 
every  Sabbath  day  in  the  Churches  "  As  by  the  said  last  Will  and 
Testament  bearing  date  the  first  day  of  1653  due  rela- 

tion being  thereunto  had  itt  doth  and  may  appear,  and  whereas  one 
hundred  three  score  and  six  pounds  thirteen  shillings  and  fourpence 
parcel  of  the  said  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  so  limited  by  the 
said  Will  and  being  one  full  third  parte  thereof  doth  accrue  and 
properly  come  and  bclonge  unto  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph 
without  Aldersgate  London  in  which  the  said  James  Glasbrooke  did 
in  his  lifetime  and  at  his  death  dwell  and  inhabit  which  Joan 
Glasbrooke  widow  the  relict  and  executrix  of  the  said  James  Glass - 
brooke  deceased  is  ^villing  to  pay  over  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this 
parish  of  St.  Botolph. 

"  Now  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Botolph  being 
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assembled  in  tlie  Vestry  of  the  said  parish  Church  do  agree  order  direct 
and  appoint  that  Thomas  Turner  and  John  Sherley  the  now  present 
Churchwardens  of  this  parish  doe  apply  themselves  to  the  said  Joan 
Glasbrooke  and  demand  the  said  one  hundred  three  score  and  six 
pounds  thirteen  shillings  and  fourpence  of  her,  being  the  full  thirde 
parte  of  the  said  five-hundred  pounds  to  be  used  and  employed  by 
this  parish  for  the  use  of  their  poore  for  ever  according  to  her  late 
Husband's  intention  expressed  by  his  last  Will  and  Testament  and 
to  give  unto  her  an  acquittance   and  discharge  for  the  pajTnent  of 
the  said  sume  as  shee  is  executrix     And  the  said  parishioners  of  the 
said  parish  in  their  Vestry  assembled  doth  further  order  direct  and 
appoint  that  the  said  money  soe  by  the  said  Churchwardens  received 
and  discharged  as  is  above  directed  that  there  shall  be  yearly  for 
ever  paid  and  given  to  the  poore  of  this  parish  as  the  increasement 
and  benefit  of  the  said  legacy  the  said  several  sums  of  money  here- 
after mentioned,   that  is   to  say  the  sum  of  five  pounds  and  four 
shillings  every  year  in  bread  to  be  distributed  and  given  to  the  poore 
of  this  parish  every  Sabbath   day  in  the  Church  at  and  by  the 
discretion  of  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  poore  of  the 
parish  for  ever  according  to  the  minde  of  the  Testator  expressed  in 
his  last  Win  and  Testament  and  for  a  further  benefit  to  the  said 
poore  of  this  parish  to  arise  out  of  the  said  legacio     This  Vestry 
doth  alsoe  order  and  agree  that  there  be  yearly  paid  for  ever   to 
twenty  poore  people  of  this  parish  twelvepence  a  piece  on  the  Feast 
day  of  St.  James  the  Apostle  in  every  yeare  to  be  alsoe  distributed 
by  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  poore  and  twelve  of  the 
most  ancient  of  this  parish  to  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  and 
chosen  in  the  Vestry  where  they  shall  think  fitt     Alsoe  they  doe 
order  that  out  of  the  said  legacie  money  soe  given  thirteen  shillings 
and  fourpence  yearly  be  given  for  ever  to  a  Godly  pious  and  learned 
IVIinister  to  preach  a  sermon  on  the  said  Feast  day  of  St.  James  in 
every  year  to  celebrate  the  memory  of  the  said  James  Glasbrooke 
for  this  his  pious  and  charitable  guift  unto  the  poore  of  this  parish 
and  to  invyte  and  stirr  others  upp  to  doe  the  like  and  to  followe  and 
bee  ledd  by  so  good  an  example  and  after  the  said  sermon  ended 
every  yeare  the  poore  soe  to  be  appointed  for  the  said  charity  to  be 
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paid  and  satisfied  accordingly  And  that  if  any  further  or  other 
advantage  or  benefit  shall  be  had  or  made  of  or  by  the  said  moneys 
soe  given  as  aforesaid  that  then  such  money  that  shall  be  overplus 
and  remaining  to  be  annually  bestowed  on  other  poore  of  this  parish 
in  and  by  the  discretion  of  the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
and  twelve  of  the  most  ancient  of  the  said  parish  as  before  is 
directed  and  this  guift  soe  appointed  to  bee  stand  remaine  abide  and 
continue  perpetuaU." 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  above-mentioned  mm  of  £166  :  13  :  4  was  received  by  the 
Churchwardens,  Messrs.  Turner  and  Sherley,  as  appears  by  the  fol- 
lowing entry  in  their  accounts  for  the  year  1657-8

"  Glassbrooke  to  the  poore  of  this  parish   { 

From  the  year  1663  to  1690,  both  inclusive,  it  appears  by  the 
Churchwarden's  accounts  that  the  sum  of  £1:13  'A  was  distributed 
to  the  poor  as  the  Gift  of  Mr.  James  Glassbrooke,  but  it  does  not  shew 
in  what  manner  it  was  distributed,  or  from  what  source  derived. 

There  are  no  accounts  entered  from  the  year  1690  to  1714. 

In  the  year  1715  the  Churchwardens  received  and  gave  credit  for 
the  various  gifts,  but  the  only  entry  as  to  the  distribution  thereof  is  as 
follows :

After  which  period  I  find  no  further  trace  of  this  gift,  or  how  the 
£166:13:4  was  invested,  if  at  all;  but  in  the  Churchwardens' 
accounts  for  the  year  1658-9,  being  the  year  following  the  receipt  of 
the  gift,  this  entry  appears  :

£470  of  which  was  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the  estate  in  Essex,  which 
had  been  purchased  by  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Christopher  Tamworth,  for 
full  particulars  of  which  see  Tamworth^s  Gift,  page  12. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  I  can  find  which  shews  where  the  remainder 
was  derived  from,  and  therefore  it  can  only  be  assumed  that  this  and 
other  pecuniary  gifts  to  the  parish,  together  with  fines  for  not  serving 
parish  offices,  formed  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money,  and  that  the 
income,  so  long  as  it  was  accounted  for  separately,  was  obtained  from 
the  rent  of  these  premises ;  and  my  reason  for  so  thinking  is,  that  in 
the  various  accounts  in  which  the  gift  is  mentioned  as  paid  separately, 
they  are  perfectly  silent  as  to  its  receipt. 

The  value  of  the  gift  at  the  date  of  bequest  icas  £166  ;  13  :  4  but 
I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  value  at  March  1865,

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MR.    JAMES    ACTON'S    GIFT. 


The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  Mr,  James  Acton, 
and  Deed  of  Release  from  Mr.  Smith,  the  then  Churchwarden  of 
this  parish,  to  Mr.  Acton's  executors  : 

"  Item  Whereas  I  have  lived  long  in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph 
•without  Aldersgate  London  and  believe  that  there  are  severall 
poore  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  that  have  charges  of  children 
and  are  not  able  to  place  them  out  or  dispose  of  them  in  some 
good  course  of  living  though  unwilling  to  make  the  same  known 
for  some  helf>  and  relief  unto  them  in  that  behalf  I  do  give  and 
bequeath  unto  the  Churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  of  lawful 
English  money  to  be  paid  them  within  one  year  next  after  my 
decease  and  to  be  put  out  by  them  and  their  successors  for  ever  to 
the  best  profit  that  may  be  made  thereof  and  at  the  end  of  every 
five  years  to  place  out  a  child  of  such  poore  inhabitants  as  is  before 
expressed  with  the  benefit  which  shall  in  that  time  be  raised 
thereby." 

The  Churchwardens  executed  a  Deed  of  Release  to  Mr.  Acton's 
executors,  which  is  as  follows  : — 

"  Whereas  James  Acton  late  of  Aldersgate  Street  London  did 
by  his  last  Will  and  Testament  give  and  bequeath  unto  the 
Churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  the  sum  of 
fifty  pounds  to  be  by  them  put  out  for  the  best  profit  that  may  be 
made  thereof  and  at  the  end  of  every  five  years  to  place  out  a 
child  of  some  poor  inhabitant  of  the  said  parish  with  the  benefit 
which  slifill  in  that  time  be  raised  thereby  as  by  the  said  Will 
more  fully  appears     Now  know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  we 
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Henry  Smith  and  John  "Wilson  inhabitants  and  Churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish  have  the  day  of  the  date  of  these  presents  had  and 
received  of  William  Brand  Esq.  John  Ayleworth  and  Henry  Byne 
Grentlemen  executors  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  the  said 
James  Acton  by  the  hands  of  the  said  John  Ayleworth  the  said 
sum  of  fifty  pounds  of  lawful  money  of  England  in  full  of  the 
said  legacy  and  in  consideration  thereof  we  do  by  these  presents 
for  us  and  our  successors  acquit  release  and  discharge  the  said 
William  Brand  John  Ayleworth  and  Henry  Byne  and  every  of 
them  their  and  every  of  their  executors  and  administrators  of  and 
from  the  said  legacy  sum  and  sums  of  money  and  all  other 
demands  by  virtue  of  the  said  Will  of  the  said  James  Acton  In 
witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and  seals  this 
29th  day  of  May  1668.

Ul)on  searching  the  Vestry  Minutes  for  the  year  1668  I  find  that 
the  above  documents  are  entered  there  also. 
At  a  Vestry  held  on  the  28th  October,  1668,  I  find  the  following :

"  for  the  best  advantage." 

And  at  a  Vestry  held  on  the  1st  February,  1668,   the  following 
minute  apjyears  : 

"  Be   it  remembered  that  Mr.  Henry  Smith  Churchwarden 
"  received   Fifty  pounds    of  Mr.  James  Acton's   money  and 
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"  also   Fifty   pounds    more  of   Fines   for    Offices  which  the 
"  several  Common  Councilmen  received  and  payed 

"  All  which  monej-s  was  put  OTit  to  the  best  advantage  by 
"  Mr.  Thos.  Wearye  January  28th  1668-9  as  appears  by  a 
"  Bond  dated  the  same  day  and  year  above  written 

"  Which  Bond  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  Church- 
"  warden  by  the  Vestrymen  February  1st  1668-9 

"  Witness  JAMES  CLIFFOED." 

Upon  searching  the  Vestry  Minutes  still  further,  I  find  that  at  a 
Vestry  held  on  the  6th  day  of  August,  1673,  the  foil  on- in  g  : 

"  It  is  this  day  likewise  ordered  that  Mr.  Littlebury, 
"  Churchwarden,  doe  pay  unto  Widd.  Turner  the  sum  of  £15 
"  for  ye  putting  forth  apprentice  of  Adam  Fenner  being  the 
"  guift  of  Mr.  James  Acton  for  ye  putting  forth  of  a  boy  once 
"  in  5  years  the  said  Adam  being  the  first  disj)osed  of  by  the 
"  said  Guift." 

In  the  Churchioardens'  account  for  the  year  1673-4  I  find  no  entry 
as  to  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Acton'' s  gift,  but  this  entry  appears  :

At  another  Vestry  held  on  the  18th  day  of  October,  1678,  the 
following  minute  appears  : 

"  Ordered  that  Gooddy  Greene's  sonne  be  put  forth 
"  Apprentice  out  of  the  profit  and  interest  of  the  £50  Gift  by 
"  Mr  James  Acton  deceased  according  to  the  Will  of  the 
*'  Donor." 

On  searching  the  Churchvardens'  accounts  for  that  and  subsequent 
years,  I  find  no  mention  of  the  above  Order  of  Vestry  having  been 
carried  out,  neither  can  I  di.um-er  any  further  trace  of  the  gift  after 
that  date. 

The  value  of  the  Gift  at  the  date  of  bequest  iras  £50,  but  I  hare 
no  means  of  ascertaining  the  value  at  March  1865. 

This  Gift  is  not  distributed  at  the  present  time. 
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MR.   ROBERT    LOGGINS'    GIFT. 


In  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Eobert  Loggins  is  contained 
a  clause  in  these  words  following,  viz  : 

"  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  the  sum  of  £50  to  the  use  of  St. 
Buttolph  without  Aldersgate  London  to  the  intent  that  the 
Churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  shall 
from  time  to  time  for  ever  dispose  and  employ  the  increase  and 
produce  of  the  said  £50  towards  the  relief  of  thirty  of  the  most 
poorest  and  indigent  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  which  I  would 
have  done  as  followeth,  viz.  That  each  and  everyone  of  the  said 
thirty  poore  have  one  twopenny  loaf  of  bread  a  piece  and  the 
residue  in  money  to  be  apportioned  and  distributed  in  such  manner 
as  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  said  poor  in  the  judgment  and 
opinion  of  the  said  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  poor  (for 
the  time  being)  or  any  three  of  them  shall  be  and  approve  yet  so 
that  no  one  of  them  shall  have  less  than  one  shilling  for  his  or  her 
dole  or  proportion  And  my  Will  is  that  the  bread  be  set  upon 
some  shelfe  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  said  Church  to  be 
erected  and  sett  up  by  my  executors  for  the  better  prevention  of 
any  fallacy  or  wrong  to  the  said  poor  and  the  same  to  be  distributed 
yearly  and  every  year  for  ever  on  the  nine-and-twentieth  day  of 
May  being  the  day  of  the  birth  and  happy  return  of  our  most 
gracious  King  Charles  the  Second  after  his  expulsion  and  many 
years  absence  out  of  this  Kiagdom." 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  above  is   extracted  from  an  old  Record  Book  in  the  Church, 
and  on  examining  the  Churchwardens''  (Messrs.  Nicholas  Purse  and 
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Thomas  Williams)  accounts  for  the  year  1670  and  1671,  this  item 
apjjears  :

Which  was  accordingly  done,  and  in  the  Churchwardens^  accounts 
for  the  year  1672  the  following  entry  appears  :

/  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  what  the  £150  so  put  into  Mr. 
Portman^ s  hands  consisted  of,  hut  entries  as  to  the  receipt  of  the 
interest  similar  to  the  above  are  made  in  the  accounts  each  year  until 
the  year  1678,  in  which  year,  on  the  30th  May,  at  a  Vestry  Meeting 
then  held,  it  is  ordered  as  follows  :

"  chequer  for  the  money  due  from  Mr.  Portman  to  this  parish 
"  according  to  Counsell  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees  hereafter

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Which  Order  ap2Jears  to  have  been  com^ilied  with,  and  the  interest 
regularly  received  up  to  the  year  1690. 

On  the p)ayment  side  of  the  various  accounts  from  1672  to  1690, 
both  inclusive,  the  sum  o/£3  is  stated  to  have  been  distributed  to  the 
poor  as  Mr.  Loggins'  gift,  but  it  does  not  appear  in  ichat  manner,  or 
where  received  from. 

There  are  no  accounts  entered  from  1690  to  1714,  and  I  find  no 
further  trace  of  this  gift  being  distributed  as  such.

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MR.  JOHN    MYNN'S  GIFT. 


In  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Mr.  John  Mynn  late  citizen 
and  Grocer  of  London  deceased  bearing  date  the  18th  day  of 
October  Anno  Domini  1670  (amongst  other  things)  is  contained 
as  followeth :  "I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  poor  of  St.  Buttolph 
without  Aldersgate  London  the  sum  of  £50  in  money  to  be  laid 
out  by  the  Vestrymen  of  the  said  parish  for  the  best  advantage 
and  benejfit  of  the  poor  thereof  in  such  manner  as  the  same  Vestry- 
men shall  in  their  discretion  seem  meet." 

Which  said  sum  of  £50  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John 
Fish,  Churchwarden,  A.D.  1676. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


The  above  extract  appears  in  a  very  old  hook  in  the  Church,  and 
upon  searching  the  old  Vestry  Minute  Book,  at  a  Vestry  held  on  the 
IZth  November,  1676,  the  following  Order  is  entered  :

The  value  of  the  Gift  at  the  date  of  bequest  was  £50  What  its 
value  teas  at  March  1865  /  have  no  means  of  ascertaining. 
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MR.  WILLIAM  THORNBURY'S  GIFT. 


In  searcliiiig  through  the  old  Yestry  Minutes  for  the  year  1679, 
at  a  Yestry  Meeting  held  on  the  3rd  day  of  September  in  that 
year,  the  following  Order  appears,  viz. 

"  Ordered  that  the  Upper  Churchwardens  doe  receive  the 
**  Guift  of  Mr.  Thombury  deceased  being  £25  And  that

And  upon  searching  the  Churchwardens'  Accounts  for  the  year 
1679-80  the  following  entry  appears  :

And  in  the  Accounts  for  the  year  1680-81  the  sum  of  £5 
appears  to  have  been  distributed  to  the  poor  as  Mr.  William 
Thombury' s  Grift,  but  it  does  not  say  in  what  manner ;  and  I 
find,  in  the  years  1682-3  the  sum  of  £1  :  5  :  0  is  distributed  as  Mr. 
Thornbury's  Gift :  from  this  time  I  find  no  further  trace  of  this 
Gift. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

This  Gift  teas  not  distributed  after  the  year  1683,  hut  I  have  no 
means  of  ascertaining  the  reason  of  the  same  being  discontinued.

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MR.   NICHOLAS    GODWIN'S    GIFT. 


In  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  the  above  Donor,  dated  the 
6th  December,  1695,  is  the  following,  viz. : 

"  Item  My  Will  is  that  my  personall  estate  after  my  debts  and 
funeral  charges  shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  to  be  divided  into  three 
equal  parts  or  shares  according  to  the  custom  of  the  City  of  Lon-

and  out  of  the  other  third  part  in  my  owne  disjoosall  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  said  City  I  give  and  bequeath  the  legacie 
following  viz.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sister  Jane  Applegate 
Two  hundred  pounds  Item  I  give  unto  the  Churchwardens  of  the 
the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate  London  for  the  time

And  upon  further  trust  that  when  all  but  four  of  the  said  Trustees 
shall  be  dead  the  survivors  of  them  shall  convey  the  said  lands  soe 
to  be  purchased  as  aforesaid  to  twelve  other  good  aud  sufficient 
parishioners  of  the  said  parish  to  be  chosen  by  a  Vestry  and  their 
heirs  in  trust  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  soe  from  time  to  time 
for  ever  and  my  Will  is  that  the  charges  of  the  conveyance  upon 
the  purchase  and  first  settlement  of  the  said  land  upon  Trustees  to 
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the  uses  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  out  of  my  estate  and  that  until 
such  purchase  shall  be  made  my  Will  is  that  the  said  bread  shall 
be  distributed  by  and  out  of  the  interest  of  the  said  fifty  pounds. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

This  Gift  appears  to  have  been  bequeathed  in  the  year  1695. 

On  carefully  searching  the  Vestry  Minutes,  at  a  Vestry  held  on  the 
9th  day  of  March,  1702,  I  find  the  following  order,  viz. : 

"  Ordered  that  the  12d.  per  week  for  bread  being  the  guift 
"  of  Mr.  Nicholas  Oodwin  be  from  henceforth  for  ever  paid 
"  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  freehold  part  of  the 
"  above  said  premises  lett  to  Captain  William  Smith  as 
"  above  said." 

There  being  no  Churchwardens^  accounts  from  the  year  1690  to 
1714,  and  nothing  further  appearing  on  the  Minutes,  I  have  no  other 
means  of  ascertaining  anything  more  relating  to  the  Gift. 

The  property  above  mentioned  to  be  let  to  Captain  Smith ,  and  which 
is  charged  with  this  Gift,  is  still  in  our  possession,  and  is  now  known  as 
129,  Aldersgate  Street.

Its  value  at  the  date  of  bequest  was  £2  :  lOs.  per  annum,  and 
being  a  charge  upon  the  above  propeiiy  I  presume  it  would  be  of  the 
same  value  at  March  1865.

"  poore  of  this  parish  30s.  to  be  distributed  at  the  discrea- 
"  tion  of  the  Mynister  and  Churchwardens  yearly." 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

The  above   Gifts  being  at  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  respective 
Donors,  ceased  icith  their  lives. 

I  have  no  means  whatever  of  giving  the  dates  of  these  Gifts,  or  how 
they  were  appropriated. 
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WILLIAM    SWAYNE'S    GIFT. 


In  front  of  the  Yestry  Minutes  before  alluded  to  the  following 
extract  appears,  viz.  : 

"  William  Swayne  late  of  this  parish  gentleman  deceased 
"  gave  unto  the  poore  of  the  same  £20  to  the  end  tliat  there 
"  might  be  distributed  amongst  them  yearly  for  ever  upon 
"  All  Saints  Day  268.  8d. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

There  is  no  date  to  fhis  Gift,  nor  can  I  find  any  further  trace  of  it. 
It  is  not  distributed  now. 
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MR.  HENRY  LEAKE'S  GIFT. 


In   front   of  the   old  Yestry  Minutes    (1601),    tlie   following 
appears : 

*'  Heney  Leake  late  of  the  parish,  of  St.  Olave  in  the 
"  Borough  of  Southwark  in  the  County  of  Surrey  deceased 
"  gave  unto  parishes  within  the  liberties  of  London  (whereof 
•'  this  parish  is  one)  payable  in  or  about  tho  month  of 
"  Aprill  to  the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  to  the 
"use  of  the  poore  yearely  every  yeare  the  some  of  6s.  or 
"  69.  8d.  at  the  discretion  of  the  Churchwardens  of  St. 
"  Olaves  who  pay  the  same." 


OBSERVATIONS. 

In  searching  through  the  old  Becords  I  find  this  entry,  viz. 

"Henry  Leake  appointed  6s.  or  6s.  8d. 
"  to  be  paid  by  the  Churchwardens  of  the 
"  parish  of  St.  Olave's  in  Southwarke  to 
"the  Churchwardens  of  this  parish  in  |>  Vis.  Vllld." 
"  or  about  the  month  of  April,  in  every 
"  year  for  the  use  of  the  poore  of  this 
"  parish. 

Also  the  foUoicing  note  : 

"  Note — A  demand  has  been  made  of  the  arrears  due  to 
"  this  parish  on  account  of  the  above  Gift  but  the  parish  of 
"  St.   Olave  refuse  to  pay    anything  till  the  title   of   this 
•     "  parish  to  the  above  claim  is  properly  ascertained. 

"  By  nifPs  History  of  Gifts  to  this  parish  Henry  Leake 
*•■  died  in  the  year  1715." 
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There  evidently  is  an  error  in  this  last  paragrajjh,  as  upon  re- 
ference to  the  Churchwardens'  accounts  for  the  year  1637  this  Gift  is 
mentioned  as  having  been  distributed. 

There  are  no  accounts  for  1640-41. 

In  the  accounts  for  1642  I  find  the  folloning  entry  as  a  receipt : 
"  Mr.  Henry  Leake  paid  by  the  Church- 


"  wardens  of  St.  Olave's  Southwark.  ' 

I  find  no  other  mention  of  this  Gift  vnfil  the  year  1648,  tche^i 
lis.  lOd.  appears  to  have  been  received  and  distributed,  after  which  I 
find  no  further  trace  of  the  Gift, 

I  have  searched  diligently  for  a  long  tijne  at  Doctors'  Commons  for 
the  Will,  first  in  the  General  Boohs,  then  in  the  Surrey  Calendars, 
and  last  of  all  in  Books  for  the  Consistory  Court  of  London, 
from  1600  to  1800,  and  have  seen  a  great  many  Wills  of  p)ersons  of 
the  name  of  Henry  Leahe,  but  not  been  so  fortunate  as  to  find  the 
right  one. 

It  ivill  be  seen  above  that  in  one  place  he  is  said  to  hare  appointed 
the  Gift.  If  this  is  so  it  might  have  been  done  by  Deed,  and  I  should 
then  have  no  means  of  tracing  it. 

I  am  still  continuing  my  searches  as  to  this  Gift. 

Its  value  at  bequest  or  appointment  icou Id  appear  to  be  Qs.  per  year, 
but  its  value  at  March  1865  I  a?n  at  present  unable  to  state.

The  Perpetual  Anniiity  of 
KING     EDWARD     THE     SIXTH. 


In  the  front  part  of  the  Vestry  Minutes  commencing  (1601)  I 
also  find  the  following,  viz. : 

"  King  Edward  the  Sixth  of  famous  memorie  gave  unto 
**  this  parish  one  annuitie  of  seaven  pounds  per  annum  for 
"  ever  payable  out  of  his  High  Court  of  Exchequer  at  the 
"feasts  of  Easter  and  St.  Michaell  the  Archangell  by  even 
"  portions. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


There  is  no  date  to  the  above  entry,  hut  on  going  through  the  old 
Churchwardens'  Accounts,  I  find  in  the  year  1637,  heing  the  first 
account,  and  also  in  the  following  two  years,  an  entry  similar  to  this, 
viz. :

"  the  Sixth. 
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I  find  no  further  trace  in  the  accounts  of  the  Gift  being  received, 
it  thus  appears  that  it  was  paid  for  three  years,  and  then  stopped ; 
why  it  was  discontinued  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining. 

On  searching  further  through  the  old  Deeds  I  find  the  following 
Grant,  viz.  ; 

"  8tli  Nov.  1554  f  Philip  and  Mary  by  Letters  Patent 
"  Ist  &2ncl  Pliilip  s  confirm  a  Eeeord  in  the  Exchequer 
"  and  Mary  (  whereby  the  Barons  had  allowed  a 
"  Claim  made  by  the  Churchwardens  of  St.  Botoli^h  of  a 
"  yearly  pension  of  £7  payable  at  Easter  and  Michaelmas 
"  for  the  maintenance  of  the  priest  there." 

This  (less  the  fees  j)ayahle  upon  the  receipt  of  the  same)  is  still 
received  by  the  Vicar,  and  I  am  of  ojjinion  that  it  is  a  confirmation 
of  the  1st  Grant. 

I  have  made  enquiries  at  the  Treasury  Offices,  but  can  obtain  no 
information  there. 

Its  value  at  the  date  of  grant  was  £7,  and  p)resuming  that  it  is 
the  one  noio  received,  the  value  would  be  the  same  (less  the  fees,)  at 
March  1865. 
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MRS.  ELIZABETH  HIBBEN'S   GIFT. 


Also  in  front  of  thie  old  Yestry  Minutes,  the  foUowing  entry 
appears,  viz. : 

"  EuzABETH  HiBBENS  late  of  London  wido"^e  by  her  last 
"  Will  and  Testament  gave  to  the  poore  of  this  parish  to  be 
"  bestoTved  on  a  purchase  the  sum  of  £100  with  which  and 
"other  monies  certain  lands  and  tenements  were  purchased 
"  by  this  parish  in  Doelittle  Lane  and  Knight  Eyder  Street 
"which  are  of  the  yearely  value  of  £12  :  6  :  8  per  annum 
"whereof  is  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas  £5." 


OBSEEVATIONS. 


It  does  not  say  in  what  manner  it  is  to  he  distributed,  nor  give  the 
date  of  the  Will,  hut  it  must  have  been  prior  to  1637,  as  the  Gift  is 
there  mentioned,  see piage  98. 

It  aj^iears  hy  the  Churchwardens^  accounts  that  this  u-as  charged 
upon  and  distributed  out  of  the  rent  of  the  above  premises  from 
1637  to  1649  both  inclusive  as  Mrs  Hibhen's  Gift,  but  it  does  not 
say  in  what  manner.  After  this  time  I  find  no  further  trace  of 
the  Gift  as  such.  See  observations  on  Anderson* s  and  Glasshrooke' s 
Gifts. 

These  premises,  now  knoicn  as  Knight  Ryder  Court,  are  still  in  the 
possession  of  the  pari^h^  and  let  to  three  tenants  at  the  yearly  rents  of 
£19,  £21,  and  £12,  making  together  the  yearly  sum  of  £52. 

The  value  at  the  date  of  bequest  was  £5  per  annum,  and  being  a 
charge  on  the  above  premises,  I  presume  that  it  would  he  of  the  same 
value  at  March  1865. 

It  is  not  distributed  now. 
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LADY  RAMSEY'S   GIFT. 


Dame  Marj  Ramsey  by  Will  dated  8th  July  1601,  bequeathed 
£2,000  to  the  Mayor,  Commonality,  and  Citizens  of  London,  to  be 
laid  out  by  the  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital  in  the  purchase  of 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £100, 
to  be  assured  to  the  said  Mayor,  Commonality,  and  Citizens  of 
London;  and  out  of  the  rents  thereof  she  directed  that  £2  yearly 
should  be  paid  to  two  preachers,  £1  to  each,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Treasurer  and  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital  to  preach  in 
Christ's  Church  yearly  two  sermons,  one  on  St.  Stephen's  day, 
and  the  other  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent :  and  10s.  yearly  to  the 
person  who  should  have  the  keeping  of  her  monument  in  Christ's 
Church ;  and  also  to  the  Churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  to  be 
disposed  according  to  the  necessity  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
the  sum  of  £2 :  10s.  at  their  discretion,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
said  yearly  value  or  revenue  of  £100  to  be  yearly  paid  by  way  of 
distribution  to  such  and  so  many  of  such  four  parishes  in  London 
as  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  Govenors  should  be  thought  meet, 
the  account  thereof  to  be  kept  by  itself,  because  the  distribution 
thereof  might  the  better  appear. 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

The  value  of  the  above  Gift  at  the  date  of  hequest  and  March  1865 
would  appear  to  he  £1  per  annum,  and  every  third  year  we  receive 
the  sum  of  £3  from  Christ's  Hospital  as  our  portion,  hut  it  is 
entirely  at  the  option  of  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 

The  last  payment  of  £3  was  received  in  1868. 

It  is  distributed  in  money  to  the  poor,  the  forty  prayer  people 
being  generally  the  recipients.

BARNARD  HYDE'S  GIFT. 


By  Indenture  bearing  date  12tli  December  1630,  made  between 
Barnard  Hyde  of  London,  Esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
Master,  "Wardens,  and  Commonality  of  the  Salters'  Company  of 
the  other  part.  The  said  Master,  "Wardens,  and  Commonality,  in 
consideration  that  the  said  Barnard  Hyde  had  delivered  to  them 
certain  sums  of  money,  and  had  given  and  released  to  them  his 
share  of  the  lands  in  the  Irish  Plantation,  covenanted  witli  him 
that  they  would  within  ten  years  then  next  purchase  lands  of  the 
yearly  value  of  £62  at  the  least,  and  would  bestow  the  rents 
thereof  as  follows  :  £30  yearly  to  a  godly  and  learned  preacher 
to  be  chosen  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Barnard  Hyde  by  the 
said  Company,  who  should  be  a  Master  of  Arts  of  five  years 
standing  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  and  steadfast  in  the  religion  of 
the  Church  of  England,  to  preach  a  lecture  or  sermon  weekly  for 
ever  on  Tuesday  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  parish  Church  of  St. 
Dunstan  in  the  East ;  £5  to  be  distributed  equally  amongst  ten 
poor  peoj)le  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  yearly  in  writing  recom- 
mended to  the  said  Company  by  the  Parson,  Churchwardens,  and 
Overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  same,  and  in  case  the  said  lecture 
should  not  be  permitted  to  be  continued  in  the  said  Church,  then 
the  said  lecture  and  lecturer  to  be  tendered  to  one  more  or  all  of 
the  several  parishes  of  St.  Mary  at  Hill,  St.  Margaret  Patten,  and 
Allhallows  Barking,  London,  respectively  in  the  order  they  stand 
named,  and  the  said  lecture  to  be  there  preached  till  the  Parson, 
and  the  major  part  of  the  parishioners  of  St.  Dunstan  should 
desire  that  the  same  should  be  performed  in  the  Church  of  that 
parish  which  the  said  Barnard  Hyde  chiefly  desired.  And  the 
said  £5  per  annum  before  given  to  the  poor  of  St.  Dunstan  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  the  said  lecture  should 
be  performed  during  that  time  and  no  longer.  And  if  the  said 
weekly  lecture  should  be  by  authority  suppressed  or  discontinued 
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so  as  not  to  be  performed  in  some  one  of  the  parishes  before 
specified,  then  the  said  yearly  payment  of  £30  during  the  time 
that  the  said  lecture  should  be  discontinued,  upon  reasonable 
request,  to  be  paid  to  the  right  kin  of  the  said  Barnard  Hyde  ;  but 
nevertheless,  the  said  £5  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  St.  Dunstan 
to  be  yearly  paid  and  continued  to  them  without  intermission  in 
manner  aforesaid.  £5  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas'  Day  to 
ten  poor  men  free  of  the  Salters'  Company  in  such  portions  as  the 
said  Master  and  Wardens  should  think  fit,  having  respect  to 
every  one's  necessity.  Twenty  shillings  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the 
Churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Little  Ilford  in  Essex  upon  being 
demanded  at  Salters'  Hall,  to  be  distributed  to  such  four  poor 
persons  dwelling  in  that  parish  as  they  should  think  most  fitting  by 
equal  portions.  £13  :  10s.  to  be  distributed  yearly  to  fifty-four 
poor  widows  or  maids  of  the  following  parishes,  to  each  5s.  to  help 
to  buy  them  clothes  or  other  necessaries ;  the  distribution  thereof 
to  be  made  the  first  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Dunstan  in  the 
East,  Allhallows  Barking,  and  St.  Botolph  without  Aldgate,  to 
eighteen  jioor  widows  or  maids  in  each  of  those  parishes.  The  2nd 
year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  AVhitechapel,  St.  Botolph  Bishops- 
gate,  and  St.  Leonord  Shoreditch.  The  3rd  year  in  the  parishes 
of  Allhallows  in  the  "Wall,  St.  Stephen  Coleman  Street,  and  St. 
Alphage.  The  4th  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Giles  Cripplegate, 
Bi .  0!lave  Silver  Street,  and,  instead  of  a  third  parish,  to  eighteen 
Salters'  widows  or  daughters,  such  as  the  Master  and  Wardens  of 
the  said  Company  should  make  choice  of  not  being  pensioners  to 
the  said  Company.  The  5th  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Botolph 
Aldersgate,  St.  Sepulchre's,  and  St.  Andrew's  Holborn.  The  6th 
year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Bride,  St.  Anne  Blackfriars,  and  St 
Andrew  Wardrobe.  The  7th  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary 
Somerset,  St.  Michael  Queenhithe,  and  All  Hallows  the  Great 
Thames  Street.  The  8th  year  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen  Bermondsey,  St.  George's  Southwark,  and  St.  Thomas, 
but  not  to  any  pensioners  of  that  Hospital.  The  9th  year  to  the 
parishes  of  St.  Olave  Southwark,  St.  Saviour  Southwark,  and  St. 
Mary  at  Hill.     The  10th  year  in  the  .parishes  of  St.  Katherine 
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Coleman  Street,  St.  Katherine  Creecliurcli,  and  St.  Margaret 
Pattens ;  and  so  every  10th  year  the  distribution  to  come  about 
again  to  the  same  parishes  respectively.  The  said  poor  widows  or 
maids  to  be  yearly  recommended  by  the  Parson,  Churchwardens, 
and  Overseers  of  the  several  parishes  aforesaid,  in  writing,  within 
three  days  after  notice  should  be  given  to  them  by  the  beadle  of 
the  said  Company,  which  notice  the  Company  agreed  should  be 
given  ten  days  before  Christmas-day  yearly ;  and  the  several 
Churchwardens  and  Overseers  to  dispose  of  the  said  money  in  the 
presence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  said  Company.  And 
if  there  should  be  any  Salters'  widows  or  daughters  in  any  of  the 
same  jDarishes  known  to  the  Parson,  Churchwardens,  and  Over- 
seers, or  to  the.  said  Master,  Wardens,  or  Commonality,  to  be  poor 
or  in  want  of  relief,  they  were  to  be  preferred  before  others,  as 
the  Master  and  Wardens  should  direct.  Three  pounds  to  be 
retained  by  the  Master,  Wardens,  and  officers  of  the  said  Company, 
for  their  trouble  in  certain  specified  shares,  and  the  residue  of  the 
profits  of  the'said  lands  to  be  yearly  disposed  of  at  some  loving 
meeting  or  otherwise,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Company  as  the  said 
Master  and  Wardens  for  the  time  being  should  think  fitting.  And 
they  also  covenanted  that  as  to  £200  parcel  of  the  said  money 
delivered  to  them,  they  would  from  time  to  time  deliver  the  same 
to  such  four  young  men,  free  of  the  said  Company,  as  would  be 
suitors  for  the  same,  upon  sufficient  security,  by  £50  a-piece  for 
two  years  gratis ;  the  same  parties  not  to  have  the  same  sum 
again  under  two  years  after  the  payment  of  them  in  respectively. 


OBSERYATIONS. 


In  1637  £1020  fcas  laid  out  hy  the  8aUers'  Company  in  the  }-)ur- 
chase  of  ftco  houses  on  the  u-est  side  of  Gracechureh  Street,  and  hy  a 
declaration  of  Trust  dated  1639  from  the  trustees  to  whom  these 
premises  were  conveyed,  they  acknowledged  that  they  held  them  up)on 
the  trusts  of  Barnard  Hyde's  deed. 
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The  annual  sum  of  £13 :  10s.  is  distributed  amongst  fifty-four 
poor  maids  and  widoics  of  the  parishes  specified  in  the  above-mentioned 
Deed  in  rotation.  Notice  is  given  by  the  beadle  of  the  Company  to  the 
three  parishes  whose  turn  it  is  to  receive  the  Gift ;  a  list  of  eighteen 
poor  maids  and  widows  is  sent  by  the  Minister  and  Churchcardens  of 
each  parish,  and  receipts  from,  them  are  entered  in  a  book  kept  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Company. 

The  first  payment  to  this  parish  was  due  in  1630.  There  being  no 
Churchu-ardens''  accounts  till  1637,  I  have  no  information  as  to  its 
receipt. 

It  became  due  again  iyi  1645,  but  there  are  no  accounts  entered  for 
that  year. 

7«  1655,  the  next  time  of  payment,  I  find  the  same  received  and 
distributed. 

The  last  receipt  of  this  Gift  was  in  the  year  1865. 

It  is  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  Will. 

The  value  of  the  Gift  at  the  date  of  bequest  and  March  1865  was 
9s.  per  annum,  payable  every  tenth  year,  and  is  duly  received  from 
the  Salter s'  Company. 
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Mr.  JOHN  CARTER'S  GIFT. 


Jolm  Carter,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  lOtb  of  April,  1780,  gave 
to  the  Churchwardens  of  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  £100 
3  per  cent  Consols,  to  visit  his  tombstone  in  the  Church  at 
Edmonton,  on  the  27th  June  yearly,  and  see  that  the  inscription 
was  continued  thereon,  the  dividend  to  be  divided  as  follows  :

This  Stock  note  stands  in  the  names  of  Mr.  R.  J.  Chaplin,  Deputy 
of  the  Ward,  and  Mr.  John  Beynolds. 

The  amount  of  the  yearly  dividends  is  duly  received,  out  of  which 
4s.  is  paid  annually  to  the  Clerk  and  Sexton  of  Edmonton. 

The  sum  of  £\,  applicable  for  the  purchase  of  bread,  is  distributed 
by  the  Churchwardens  to  the  poor  at  the  parish  Church  on  Sundays, 
and  the  terms  of  the  Will  duly  complied  with. 

Its  value  at  the  date  of  bequest  and  March  1865  was  £S  per 
annum. 
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MR.    THOMAS    TURNER'S   GIFT. 


Mr.  Thomas  Turner,  by  his  Will,  gave  to  the  Churchwardens 
of  this  parish  the  annual  sum  of  15s,  in  consideration  of  their 
visiting  his  tomb  at  Walthamstowe  once  a  year,  and  seeing  the 
same  is  kept  in  good  order. 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

This  sum  is  regularly  received    hj   the  Churchtrardens  on  their 
inspection  of  the  tomb. 

Its  ralue  at  the  date  of  bequest,  and  March  1865,  teas   15s.  per 
annum. 
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Additional  Gift  of  LADY  ANNE   PACKINGTON. 


This  Gift  was  given  by  the  above  lady,  and  the  Clothworkers' 
Company  covenanted  with  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster  to 
pay  the  sum  of  £4  :  13  :  4  yearly,  as  appears  by  the  following  Deed, 
viz.  : 

By  an  Indenture  dated  23rd  November  1570  the  Clothworkers' 
Company  covenanted  with  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster  to 
pay  to  the  Churchwardens  of  Saint  Botolph  Aldersgate  for  the 
time  being,  and  to  their  successors,  £4:13:4  yearly  in  the  Hall 
of  the  Company,  to  the  intent  that  £4:6:8  part  thereof  should  be 
by  the  said  Churchwardens  and  their  successors  yearly  for  ever 
distributed  and  paid  in  manner  therein  mentioned,  viz.  in.  payment 
weekly  on  every  Sunday  in  the  year  perpetually  to  five  poor 
people  of  the  said  parish  at  4d.  each,  which  would  amount  to  £4 : 6 : 8 
per  annum,  and  the  residue  being  6s.  8d.  per  annum,  the  said  Church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  were  to  have  for  their 
own  use,  for  their  pains  had  and  taken  in  and  about  the  receipt  and 
distribution  of  the  said  money  so  long  as  they  should  distribute  to 
the  said  poor  people  the  said  money  weekly  on  every  Sunday  in 
manner  and  form  aforesaid. 

The  Company  also  thereby  further  covenanted  with  the  said  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  that  if  the  said  sum  of  £4 : 1 3 : 4  or  any 
part  thereof  should  be  unpaid  to  the  said  Churchwardens,  or  their  suc- 
cessors, for  twenty-eight  days  after  the  days  of  payment  therein  named 
being  by  them  or  any  of  them  lawfully  asked  at  the  said  Hall,  then  and 
so  often  the  said  Company  and  their  successors  should  pay  to  the  said 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  and  to  the  said  Churchwardens 
and  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  for  every  default  and  by  way 
of  penalty  6s.  8d.  to  be  retained  by  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Wesminster  for  their  own  use  in  consideration  of  their  pains  to  be 
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had  and  taken  from  time  to  time  in  and  about  the  performance  of 
the  covenants  payments  and  distributions  expressed  in  the  above 
mentioned  Deed.  This  Deed  also  contains  a  proviso  covenant  and 
agreement  between  the  said  parties  thereto  (the  Company  being  one 
of  such  parties)  that  in  case  default  shall  be  made  by  the  said  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Westminster  and  the  said  Churchwardens,  or  by 
their  successors,  in  the  distribution  of  the  said  money  in  part  or  in 
all  contrary  to  the  form  aforesaid  the  default  proceeding  or  happen- 
ing through  the  wilfulness  or  negligence  of  the  said  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Westminster  and^Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  or 
their  successors,  or  any  of  them,  the  said  yearly  payment  of  £4 :  13 : 4 
shall  cease  and  no  longer  be  paid  to  them  nor  to  any  of  them  And 
from  thenceforth  the  said  Company  covenanted  with  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St.  Paul  and  their  successors  to  pay  them  the  said  last 
mentioned  sum  of  £4 :  13 : 4  yearly  within  the  Hall  of  the  said 
Company,  to  the  intent  that  the  Dean  &c.  of  St.  Paul  and  their  suc- 
cessors should  from  thenceforth  for  ever  distribute  and  pay  to  five 
poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  St,  Botolph  at  the  times  and  pro- 
portions and  in  manner  aforesaid  £4:6:8  yearly,  and  the  residue  of 
the  said  £4  :  13  :  4  viz.  6s.  8d.  was  to  be  retained  by  the  said  Dean 
&c.  of  St.  Paul  to  their  own  use  for  their  pains  to  be  had  and  taken 
in  that  behalf. 

The  Deed  also  contains  a  stipulation  for  payment  by  the  Company 
to  the  Dean  &c.  of  St.  Paul  of  6s.  8d.  for  every  default  in  payment 
by  them  of  the  said  sum  of  £4  :  13  :  4  at  the  time  and  place  before 
mentioned  to  be  retained  by  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul 
for  their  own  use  for  their  pains  in  and  about  the  receiving  and 
distribution  of  the  said  money.  The  Deed  further  contains  a  cove- 
nant to  pay  the  sum  of  6s.  8d.  yearly  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
St.  Paul  for  their  pains  in  seeing  to  the  due  execution  of  the  trust. 

This  Gift  was  not  received  after  Michaehnas  1827,  but  in  1866  the 
matter  teas  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  Charity  Com- 
missioners^ and  a  scheme  was  suggested,  when,  after  due  notice  being 
given  on  the  Church,  the  following  Order  wasjnade  : 
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"  CHARITY  COMMISSION. 

"  In  the  matter  of  Dame  Anne  Pacldngton's  Charity 
in  the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate  in  the 
the  City  of  London. 

"The  Board  of  Charity  Commissioners  for  England  and  "Wales 
having  considered  an  application  in  writing  made  to  them  on  the 
twelfth  day  of  March  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  in 
the  matter  of  the  above  mentioned  Charity  for  the  purposes  of  the 
following  order.     And  it  appearing  to  the  said  Board  that  the  endow- 
ment of  the  said  Charity  consists  of    the  particulars   mentioned   in 
the  Schedule  hereto,  and  that  the  gross  annual  income  of  the  said 
Charity  amounts  to  Nine  pounds  eight  shillings,  and  that  there  are 
not  any  legally  constituted  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity.     And  that 
it  is  for  the  advantage  of  the  said  Charity  that  such  Trustees  should 
be  appointed,  and  that  a  scheme  should  be  established  for  the  future 
regulation  of  the  said  Charity.     And  upon  notice  of  the  intention  of 
the  said  Board  to  make  the  Order  hereinafter  contained  having  been 
given  by  the  afiixing  of  the  same  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
said  Board  to  the  principal  outer  door  of  the   Parish  Church  of 
Saint  Botolph  Without  Aldersgate  aforesaid,  on  the  tenth  day  of 
May  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  being  more  than 
one  calendar  month  previously  to  the  date  hereof,  and  no  notice  of 
any  sufficient  objection  to  the  said  proposed  Order  or  suggestion  for 
the  variation  thereof  having  been  received  by  the  said  Board.     Do 
hereby  order  that  the  Incumbent  and  Churchwardens  of  the  aforesaid 
Parish  of  Saint  Botolph  Without  Aldersgate,   and  their  respective 
successors  for  the  time  being,  in  right  and  during  tenure  of  their 
said  respective  offices  be  appointed  to  be  the  Trustees  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  said  Charity. 

"  And  the  said  Board  do  further  order,  by  way  of  scheme  for  the 
future  regulation  of  the  said  Charity,  that  the  clear  annual  income 
thereof  which  shall  remain  after  the  payment  thereout  of  the  yearly 
sum  of  Six  shillings  and  eightpence  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the 
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Cathedral  Church  of  Saint  Paul's  London,  in  pursuance  of  the 
terms  of  the  foundation  of  the  Charity,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
benefit  of  the  most  deserving  and  necessitous  inhabitants  of  the 
aforesaid  Parish  of  Saint  Botolph  Without  Aldersgate  to  be  selected 
for  this  purpose  by  the  said  Trustees,  by  providing  them  with  clothes, 
bedding,  fuel,  medical  or  other  aid  in  sickness,  food  or  other  articles 
in  kind,  or  with  pecuniary  aid  in  special  cases,  as  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Trustees  to  be  most  advantageous  to  them,  and  that  either 
directly,  or  by  aiding  the  funds  of  any  provident  or  friendly  As- 
sociations to  which  they  shall  belong,  or  any  public  Institutions  of 
which  respectively  it  shall  be  the  object  to  provide  them  with  like 
benefits,  and  so  that  no  funds  of  the  Charity  shall  be  applied  directly 
or  indirectly  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  rates  of  the  said  Parish," 

Schedule  refeeeed  to  in  the  above  Order. 

The  sum  of  £313  :  6 : 8  Consolidated  £3  per  cent.  Annuities, 
which  is  held  by  "  The  Official  Trustees  of  Charitable  Funds  "  in 
trust  for  the  said  Charity.

The  sum  of  £313  :  6 :  8  noio  stands  in  the  £3  per  cent  annuities  in 
the  names  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  and  the  Dividend  is  payable 
to  and  received  by  the  Churchwardens,  and  distributed  in  conformity 
with  the  above  Order. 

The  value  at  the  date  of  bequest  was  £4  :  13  :  4  per  annum,  and 
at  the  present  time  it  is  £9  :  8s.  per  annum. 
The  value  at  March  1865  was  uncertain. 
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MR.  H.  O.  CURETON'S  GIFT. 


Mr.  Harry  Osborn  Cureton,  by  his  "Will  dated  19tli  July 
1858,  gave  as  follows  : — 

"  I  give  to  the  Minister,  Churcli wardens,  and  Overseers  of  the 
"  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  in  the  City  of  London,  for 
"  the  time  bemg,  the  sum  of  £2000  Three  per  cent.  Consols  to 
"  be  placed  in  the  Government  Stock  or  Stocks,  and  it  is  my  will, 
"  that  the  interest  shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  coals  every 
"  winter,  to  be  given  to  poor  housekeepers,  and  also  to  lodgers ; 
"  but  in  each  case  they  must  have  lived  for  two  years  in  this 
"  parish  at  the  least  before  they  apply  for  the  same,  and  they 
"  must  be  of  sober  and  good  habits.  It  is,  however,  my  wish,  that 
"  out  of  the  interest  the  minister  shall  have  the  sum  of  40s.  for  his 
"  trouble  in  making  it  known  in  the  church,  two  or  three  Sundays 
"  before  the  coals  are  delivered,  so  that  proper  persons  may  apply, 
"  and  that  the  Churchwardens  and  the  Overseers,  for  the  time 
"  being,  shall  have  the  sum  of  £5  out  of  the  said  interest,  for  their 
"  trouble  in  seeing  to  the  proper  distribution  of  my  gift." 


OBSERVATIONS. 

£200  Consols,  part  of  the  above  mentioned  legacy,  was  paid  for 
legacy  duty,  leaving  the  sum  o/^lSOO,  which  is  invested  as  directed 
by  the  Will  and  the  1  iridends  regularly  received. 

The  above  gift  is  annually  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish 
in  coals  in  accordance  with  the  Will  of  the  donor.

OBSERVATIONS. 


These  premises  are  described  in  the  Trust  Deed  as  128  and  129 
Aldersgate  Street,  and  were  formerly  known  as  the  Church-house. 

They  were  acquired  at  various  times ;  part  appears  to  have  come 
to  the  possession  of  the  parish  in  1384  by  a  grant  from  John  de 
Thornton  to  William  Clophull  and  fife  other  Trustees,  hut  in  1547, 
by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Edicard  the  6th,  intituled  "  An  Act  whereby  certain  chantries, 
colleges,  free  chapels,  and  the  possessions  of  the  same,  be  given  to  the 
King's  Majesty.''  This,  with  the  rest  of  the  parish  property,  fell 
into  the  King's  hands. 

On  the  ZQth  March,   1591,    Queen  Elizabeth  grants  to   William 
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Tipjjer  and  Robert  Dawe  these  preinises  who  convey  them  to  Trustees 
for  the  Parish;  and  they  have,  with  the  other  property  of  the 
Parish y  continued  since  to  he  conveyed  to  new  Trustees. 

On  12th  February,  1613,  King  James  granted  a  Commission  to 
enquire  of  all  lands  and  hereditaments  belonging  to  the  Crown  not 
charged  before  the  Auditor  of  the  Exchequer,  with  a  schedule  of  the 
said  lands  annexed  thereto. 

And  by  an  Inquisition,  the  Jurors  (amongst  other  things)  found 
the  yearly  value  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments  belonging  to  this 
Parish  to  be  £1  2s.  lOd.,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  Crown  as 
follows  : —

Part  were  purchased  by  the  Parishioners  with  the  money  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  property  given  by  Mr.  Tamicorth,  and  other 
monies ;  and  upon  which  premises  his  Gift,  £33  6s.  Sd.  per  annum, 
is  charged.  They  came  into  the  p)ossession  of  the  Parish  on  1st 
November,  1658.     See  TamwortlCs  Gift.

The  first  lease  is  dated  19th  July,  1638,  and  was  assigned  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Parish  on  ^Oth  April,  1658,  and  has  been 
renewed  from  time  to  time.     The  jjresent  one  will  expire  in  1881 
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The  value  at  March,  1865,  was  £340  per  annum,  and  are    let

After  payment  of  the  ground  rent  to  New  College,  Oxford,  of 
£8  8s.  Od.,  and  Tamworth's  Gift  of  £33  6s.  Sd.  per  annum ;  the 
residue  is  applied  to  the  rejMtrs  of  the  Church  and  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  Parish. 

These  properties  are  noio  so  amalgamated,  and  the  descriptions  so 
varied,  that  I  cannot  give  the  value  of  each  at  the  date  of  acquisition. 
They  were  formerly  as  a  whole  styled  "  the  Church  House,"  and 
in  1659  were  let  to  a  Mr.  Hills  at  £60  |jer  annum. 
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Tenements  in  Aldersgate  Street,  formerly  the  in- 
heritance of  AUeyne  Johnson.

If  his  wife  Margaret  did  not  accept  of  his  personal  estate  for  her  part, 
according  to  his  bequest,  and  the  custom  of  London,  he  bequeathed  his 
said  house,  at  his  decease,  to  the  said  parson  and  his  successors  for  ever, 
upon  the  condition  aforesaid.

Michaelmas,  1st  Mary)  the  rector  and  wardens  (in  a  cause  between  the 
King  and  Queen  against  said  rector  and  wardens)  pleaded  to  be  discharged 
from  the  payment  of  such  arrears,  except  from  the  payment  of  the 
7s.  8d.  yearly,  which  had  been  appointed  for  obits,  &c.,  whereupon  the 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer  decreed  they  should  only  pay  7s.  8d.  yearly  for 
ever  to  the  Crown  out  of  the  rents  of  the  said  tenements.

By  a  Commission  from  King  James,  out  of  the  Exchequer,  upon  the 
statute  of  1st  Edward  6th  of  Chantries,  to  enquire  of  lands,  &c.,  not 
charged  before  the  Auditor  of  the  Exchequer.  Upon  the  Inquisition 
thereon  taken  the  jurors  found  that  the  premises  formerly  of  AUeyn 
Johnson  (among  others)  were  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  King,  by 
right  of  his  Crown,  and  that  the  yearly  value  was  3s.,  to  be  paid  yearly 
to  the  Crown.

The  said  Edmund  Duffield  and  John  Babbington  grant  these  pre- 
mises (among  others)  to  William  Willford  and  Nicholas  Wilson,  and 
their  heirs.

The  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  exhibit  their  Bill  in  Chancery  against 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  and  their  tenants,  concerning  the 
rents  of  these  and  other  premises,  which  the  Dean  and  Chapter  had 
retained  for  some  years,  and  on  1 1th  November  following,  It  was  decreed 
that  the  rents  to  grow  due  during  the  lease  thereof  should  be  paid  to 
the  churchwardens  and  their  successors,  and  that  the  arrears  should  be 
forthwith  paid  by  the  lessee  and  his  assigns  to  the  Plaintiffs. 

1649.  The  lands  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster  being  to 
be  sold  by  virtue  of  an  Act  for  Sale  of  the  Lands  of  Deans  and  Chapters, 
these  houses  were  surveyed  as  belonging  to  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter. 
And  thereupon  the  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  Without  Aldersgate  put 
in  their  claim  to  these  lands,  which  was  opposed  by  one  Helen  Merchant, 
who  pretended  an  interest  in  them  by  virtue  of  a  lease  from  the  Dean 
and  Chapter,  And  on  21st  February,  1649,  it  was  ordered  by  the 
trustees  for  the  sale  of  Deans'  and  Chapters'  Land,  That  the  business 
should  be  referred  to  Mr.  Recorder  Steele,  and  Mr.  Martin,  the  counsel 
of  the  said  trustees.  And  they  were  d»eired  to  state  and  report  the 
matter,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Recorder  and  Mr.  Martin  certified : 

1.  That  the  tenement  in  question  was  the  right  of  the  said  parish 

by  the  demise  of  Allan  Johnson,  to  the  rector  of  that  parish  and 
his  successors,  whereby  he  became  seized  to  the  use  of  the  parish 
by  the  custom  of  London,  and  accordingly  joined  with  the  church- 
wardens in  making  several  leases  rendering  rent  to  the  use  of  the 
parish,  which  the  churchwardens  received.  And  ^the  last  lease 
made  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  as  rector,  together  with  the  church- 
wardens, was  33  Elizabeth,  for  sixty  years,  not  yet  elapsed,  the 
title  of  Merchant  being  under  Conyers,  a  lessee  from  the  Dean  and 
Chapter;  and  the  parish,  by  reason  of  some  difference  with  the 
parish,  took  a  new  lease,  9  James,  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
alone,  which  gave  rise  first  to  this  difference. 

2.  That  supposing  the  Will  of  Allan  Johnson  to  be  a  superstitious  use, 

Dufheld  and  Babbington  became  seized  thereof  by  the  patent,  and 
their  title  was  since  come  to  the  parish. 
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3.  That  by  a  Decree  in  Chancery,  1619,  not  yet  reversed,  an  order  was 
only  made  to  interrupt  the  payment  of  the  rents. 

They  were  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  title  of  the  said  parish  was 
not  impeached  by  anything  alleged  on  behalf  of  the  said  Merchant. 

After  the  making  of  this  Certificate,  the  parishioners  made  their  entry 
in  the  said  houses,  and  sealed  a  lease  of  ejectment,  and  obtained  judg- 
ment against  the  ejectors  in  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court. 

15th  May,  1656. 

The  Commissioners  for  removing  obstructions  in  the  sale  of  Deans' 
and  Chapters'  Lands  ordered  and  adjudged : 

"  That  the  right  title  and  interest  of  the  churchwardens  and 
parishioners  claimed  by  them  to  the  said  three  tenements  be 
allowed  of  unto  them,  the  said  churchwardens,  and  their  succes- 
sors, churchwardens  and  parishioners  of  the  said  parish ;  and  that 
they  do  hold,  and  ought  so  to  hold,  and  enjoy  the  same,  and 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  for  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid. 
And  that  no  sale  be  or  ought  to  be  made  of  the  said  messuages 
and  their  appurtenances,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth.  And  that  the  Surveyor  General  for  Sale  of  Deans' 
and  Chapters'  Lands  do  therefore  enter  and  record,  upon  the  survey 
of  the  premises,  the  claim  and  interest  of  the  said  churchwardens 
and  parishioners  to  the  premises  allowed  of  hereby  accordingly." 


OBSERVATIONS. 

These  premises  toere  formerly  known  as  ^^  Alley ne  Johnson^ s 
Houses,''^  and  appear  to  have  first  come  into  possession  of  the  parish 
upon  the  death  of  Margaret  Johnson  in  1510.  As  there  are  no 
Churchwardens^  accounts  until  1637,  I  cannot  state  the  value  at  the 
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date   of  acquisition,  except  that  by  the  Inquisition   of  King   James 
before  set  forth  ;  it  appears  to  have  been  £1    13s.  4(1.  per  annum. 

It  is  noio  let  to  Mr.  George  Elhcood,  who  holds  the  same  under  tico 
leases,  one  of  which  is  for  61  years  from  24th  June  1860,  and 
expires  24th  June,  1921,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  £40 ;  the  other  for 
71  years  commencing  from  24th  June  1860,  and  expiring  24th  June, 
1931,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  £176 

The  value  at  March  1865  icas  £216  per  annum,  which  is  applied 
for  the  rejmrs  of  the  Church,  and  general  purposes  of  the  parish. 
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TRINITY    HALL. 


This  property  appears  to  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  parish  in 
the  year  1561,  as  the  following  Deeds  set  forth. 

4.th  July,  1561.    3rd  of  Elizabeth. 

By  Deed  Poll  thus  dated  Richard  Emerson,  being  reUgiously  moved, 
and  for  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  him  paid,  did  give  gi-ant  and  confirm 
unto  John  Melsham  and  seventeen  other  Citizens  of  the  City  of  London 
and  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate 
London 

"  All  that  his  messuage  house  and  tenement  called  the  Trinity  Hall 
otherwise  the  common  Hall  of  the  Fraternity  or  Guild  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  founded  in  the  Church  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate 
London  aforesaid  dissolved  and  the  kitchen  and  buttery  to  the  same 
belonging  and  then  occupied  with  the  same  And  also  free  ingress 
and  regress  in  and  to  the  said  messuage  and  tenement  by  the  way 
then  leading  from  Aldersgate  Street  aforesaid  to  the  stairs  of  the 
HaU  of  the  said  messuage  by  the  gate  called  the  gate  leading  to  the 
Trinity  HaU,  with  all  the  lights  to  the  said  messuage  kitchen  and 
buttery  then  being  and  as  they  were  occupied  by  the  parishioners  of 
the  said  parish. 

(Except  certain  chambers  built  over  the  kitchen  aforesaid  and  the 
lower  part  of  the  said  Hall  then  late  in  the  tenure  or  occupation  of 
Thomas  Earnham  Gent,  with  the  buildings  to  the  said  chambers 
belonging  and  appertaining  which  he  had  of  the  grant  of  William 
Harvie,  who  had  them  of  the  grant  of  King  Edward  the  VI.

Bt  Indenture  between  the  said  Richard  Emerson  of  the  one  part, 
and  John  Melsham  and  John  Long  of  the  other  part,  The  said  Richard 
Emerson,  in  consideration  of  £45,  did  bargain  and  sell,  give  and  grant, 
to  said  Melsham  and  Long 

The  before  mentioned  premises  (except  as  before  excepted) 
and  all  right.  &c..  And  all  deeds  which  he  covenanted  to  deliver 
before  Michaelmas  then  next, 

To  hold  to  the  said  John  Melsham  and  John  Long,  their  heirs  and

Covenant  from  Richard  Emerson,  that  he  was  lawfully  seized  and  had

BOND  FOR  PERFORMANCE  OF  COVENANT. 

2nd  June,  1582.     2^th  Elizabeth. 

By  deed  poll  thus  dated,  William  Fyssher,  Richard  Everingham,  John 
Fustenaunce,  Dunstan  Bilby,  John  Fyssher,  and  Henry  Binforth,  citizens 
of  the  City  of  London,  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  church  of  St. 
Botolph  Without  Aldersgate,  after  reciting  a  grant  of  Richard  Emerson 
to  Melsham  and  Long,  of  4th  July,  1561,  of  Trinity  Hall,  (except  the 
lower  part  thereof)  continues  as  follows,  viz. : — 

"  The  which  grant  and  feoffment  was  so  had  and  made  as  is 
"  aforesaid  for  and  to  the  intent  that  the  same  messuage  tenement 
"  house  and  other  the  premises  might  be  had  and  used  as  a  common 
"  hall  and  place  for  the  assemblies  of  the  churchwardens  and  other 
"  officers  and  parishioners  of  and  within  the  same  parish  for  the 
"  more  commodious  meetings  and  assembhes  when  and  as  often  as 
"  they  for  their  common  causes  should  have  occasion  so  to  meet  or 
"  assemble," 
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And  reciting  that  the  said  John  Melsham  and  JohnLong  had  ordered 
that  when  all  the  said  feoffees  save  seven  or  six  should  die,  the  survivors 
should  renew  the  feoffment  of  the  said  messuage,  house,  and  tenement, 
to  other  eleven  or  twelve  persons  of  the  same  parish,  to  be  named  always 
by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  by  twelve  of  the  most  dis- 
creet and  honest  persons  of  the  same  parish  which  had  been  church- 
wardens there,  to  the  intent  that  the  freehold  and  inheritance  of  the 
same  might  for  ever  remain  in  a  competent  number  of  feoffees,  inhabi- 
tants of  the  same  parish,  and  to  be  used  so  as  aforesaid,  As  by  a  writing 
thereof  in  a  table  or  frame  hung  up  in  the  church  for  a  perpetual 
memory  of  the  premises.     Dated  8th  July,  3rd  Elizabeth,  1561. 

The  said  WilUam  Fisher,  and  others,  did  grant,  bargain,  sell,  enfeoff, 
deliver,  and  confirm  to  John  Sotherton  and  twenty-three  other  parish- 
ioners of  the  said  parish 

"  The  said  premises  (except  as  before  excepted)  To  hold  to  them 
their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever 

"  To   be   holden   of  the    Chief  Lords  of  the  fee,  with  General 
warrantry 

"  Livery  of  Seisen  endorsed." 

The  following  Deed  conveys  to  the  trustees  of  the  parish  that  part  of 
the  Trinity  Hall  which  is  excepted  in  the  former  deeds. 

'20th  November,   1655. 

By  Indenture  between  the  Mayor  and  Commonality  and  Citizens  of 
of  the  City  of  London,  Governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues  and  goods 
of  the  hospitals  of  Edward  the  6th,  of  Christ's  Bridewell,  and  St. 
Thomas  the  Apostle,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Micklethwayte  and 
twenty-two  other  parishioners  of  the  other  part. 

It  is  witnessed  that  for  ending  all  differences  between  the  parties, 
touching  the  right  and  title  of  the  cellar  and  room  aftermentioned.  And 
in  consideration  of  £25,  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonality  did  bargain 
and  sell  to  the  said  John  Micklethwayte,  and  others 

One  room  now  used  for  a  kitchen,  containing  in  length  from  north  to 
south  fifteen  feet  of  assize  (little  more  or  less),  and  in  breadth  from  east 
to  west  10  feet  of  assize  (little  more  or  less.) 
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One  parlour  on  the  east  side  of  the  said  kitchen,  on  the  same  floor, 
containing  in  length  from  north  to  south  sixteen  feet  of  assize  and  four 
inches  (little  more  or  less),  and  in  breadth  from  east  to  west  fifteen  feet 
of  assize  (little  more  or  less),  lying  and  being  under  Trinity  Hall,  or  the 
Quest  House  in  Trinity  Court,  in  Aldersgate  Street,  London,  belonging 
to  the  said  parish. 

One  cellar  under  the  said  parlour,  containing  in  length  from  north 
to  south  fourteen  feet  of  assize  (little  more  or  less),  and  from  east  to 
west  twelve  feet  of  assize  (little  more  or  less.) 

And  one  yard  paved  with  freestone,  containing  from  north  to  south 
eleven  feet  of  assize  and  four  inches,  and  from  east  to  west  eight  feet  of 
assize  (little  more  or  less.)  Together  with  all  ways  and  passages  out  of 
the  said  court  into  and  from  the  said  bargained  premises,  and  every  part 
thereof,  with  all  other  ways,  passages,  staircases,  and  easements  into  and 
from  the  said  Quest  House,  or  any  room  or  rooms  belonging  to  the  same, 
with  all  their  and  every  of  their  appurtenances.  All  which  said  pre- 
mises, are  situate,  lying  and  being  in  Aldersgate  Street  and  Trinity  Court 
aforesaid,  in  the  parish  aforesaid,  and  are  in  the  several  tenures  and  occu- 
pations of  John  Wright  and  Thomas  Carter,  or  one  of  them,  their  or 
one  of  their  assignee  or  assigns. 

Together  with  all  deeds,  writings,  evidences,  escripts,  counterparts  of 
leases,  rentals,  surveys,  and  muniments  touching  or  concerning  only  the 
said  bargained  premises,  or  only  any  part  or  parcel  thereof,  and  true 
copies  of  all  such  other  writings  as  concern  the  same,  with  any  other 
which  are  in  the  custody  of  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonality  and  Citizens 
Governors  aforesaid 

Except  and  always  reserved  out  of  this  present  grant,  bargain,  sale, 
and  re-lease,  unto  and  for  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonality  and  Citizens 
of  London  aforesaid,  their  successors  and  assigns  for  ever,  'All  that 
watercourse  and  pipe  of  lead  coming  from  the  same,  and  now  belonging 
or  appertaining  with  the  messuage  or  tenement  of  the  said  Mayor,  &c., 
adjoining  on  the  east  side  of  the  yard,  liereby  granted  and  now  in  the 
tenure  or  occupation  of  Sarah  Austin,  widow,  or  her  assigns,  and  which 
falleth  into  the  said  paved  yard,  and  which  now  are  used  and  enjoyed 
with  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  by  the  tenants  or  occupiers  thereof, 
with  free  liberty  of  ingress,  regress,  and  egress  to  and  for  the  said  Mayor 
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and  Commonality  and  Citizens  of  London  aforesaid,  their  tenants,  work- 
men and  assigns  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  seasonable  and  convenient 
times  for  ever  hereafter  to  come  into  the  said  paved  yard  to  amend  the 
watercourse  and  pipe  coming  from  the  said  messuage  through  the  said 
paved  yard,  they  the  said  Mayor,  &c.,  their  successors  and  assigns  from 
time^to  time,  and  at  all  times  from  henceforth  for  ever,  well  and  suffi- 
ciently keeping  and  repairing  the  said  watercourse  and  pipe  so  as  it  may 
be  no  nuisance  or  damage  to  the  said  bargained  premises. 

To  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever. 

Covenant  for  peaceable  enjoyment. 

Power  to  WnhamjParry  to  enter  the  premises  and  dehver  possession 
thereof  to  said  feoffees.  Power  for  the  Mayor,  &e.,  to  enjoy  the  lights 
in  the  paved  alley. 

Seisen  endorsed. 

This,  with  other  properties  belonging  to  the  parish,  have  been  from 
time  to  time  conveyed  by  similar  deeds  of  feoffment  (trust  deeds)  to  new 
feoffees  (trustees)by  the  survivors. 

The  last  trust  deed  dated  17th  November,  1865,  is  fully  set  forth  at 
p.  128. 


OBSEEVATIONS. 

The  property  conveyed  by  the  first  Deed  appears  to  have  heen 
originally  let  on  lease  to  the  Farriers'  Company  in  1612  at  £4  ^;er 
annum,  and  the  premises  comprised  in  the  2nd  Deed  to  have  been  first 
let  also  at  £4  per  annum. 

These  p'operties  are  still  in  the  possession  of  the  j)nrish,  and  are 
now  known  as  165,  166,  and  167,  Aldersgate  Street. 

No.  165  is  nou-  held  on  two  leases  by  the  City  of  London  Literary 
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and  Scientific  Institution,  but  in  the  occujootion  of  the  Yowxg  Men^s 
Christian  Association  for  the  term  of  61  years  from  29th  September 
1837,  at  the  rents  of  £10  and  £20.  It  appears  in  the  Church- 
wardens^ accounts  as  "  Executors  of  G.  Stacei/." 

Nos.  166  and  167  are  let  on  lease  to  Thomas  Jones,  deceased,  for 
the  term  of  61  years  from  3Iichaelmas  1837,  at  a  yearly  rent  o/"£80, 
which  2}remises  are  now  occupied  by  Messrs.  Goiigh  ^  Nettleship. 

The  values  at  the  respective  dates  of  acquisition  was  £4  and  £4  2Jcr 
annum,  and  at  March  1865  the  value  of  the  whole  teas  £110  p>er 
annutn,  which  is  appropriated  for  the  repair  and  Tieeping  up  of  the 
church,  and  the  general  pmrposes  of  the  parish. 
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THE  MINISTER'S  HOUSE. 


The  upper  part  of  this  house  consisted  of  rooms  and  lodgings 
for  two  priests,  and  the  lower  part  thereof  was  a  Charnel  House. 

This  house  also  fell  to  the  Crown  by  the  Statute  of  Chantries,  and 
was  conveyed,  with  the  Church-house  and  other  premises,  to  the 
parish  by  William  Tipper  and  Robert  Dawe  in  1594. 

This  tenement  is  described  in  the  Commission  granted  by  King 
James  in  the  year  1613  for  concealed  lands,  to  be  situate,  lying,  and 
being  in  the  Churchyard,  and  then  or  then  late  in  the  tenure  of 
Simon  Kingsland  or  his  assigns,  and  was  granted  by  said  King 
James  to  Edmund  Duffield  and  John  Babbington  in  1614,  and  by 
them  in  the  same  year  conveyed  to  William  Wilford  and  Nicholas 
Wilson  in  trust  for  the  parish,  paying  yearly  therefore  to  the 
Crown  16d.  » 

It  is  comprised  in  all  the  feoffments  made  since  that  time  with 
the  Church-house,  &c. 

This  house  was  new  built,  at  the  charge  of  the  parish,  in  the  year 
1628,  and  let  to  the  then  minister  of  this  parish  for  his  habitation, 
and  for  some  time  after  was  occupied  by  the  Minister  for  the  time 
being  by  leases  for  seven  years. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

These  premises  are  situate  in  Little  Britain,  and,  as  far  as  I  can 
trace,  appear  to  he  noxo  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Fowler,  under  a 
lease  of  21  years  commencing  25th  March,  1860,  and  expiring  25th 
March,  1881,  at  a  yearly  rental  of  £42,  and  are  fully  set  forth 
fifthly  and  sixthly  in  the  Trust  Deed, 

It  apjjears  by  the  above  to  hare  (after  the  Act  of  Edicard  the  Wi 
before  mentioned)  first  belonged  to  the  2Mrish  in  the  year  1594. 

I  cannot  state  the  value  at  acquisition,  but  at  March  1865  it  teas 
£4:2  per  annum,  tchich  is  applied  to  the  rejjairs  of  the  Church  and 
general  purposes  of  the  parish. 
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Maidenhead  Alley,  otherwise  Lamb  Alley. 


26th  September,  1392.  16th  Richard  2nd. 
King  Richabd  2nd,  in  consideration  of  100s.  paid  by  John  de  Thorn- 
ton, grants  license  to  said  John  de  Thornton  to  give  in  mortmain  a 
messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  Without 
Aldersgate,  To  hold  to  the  parson  of  the  church  of  St.  Botolph,  and 
his  successors  for  ever,  for  maintaining  certain  charges  in  the  church 
aforesaid,  according  to  the  ordinance  of  the  said  parson. 

27th  September,  1392. 
The  said  John  de  Thornton  grants  to  the  parson  of  the  church  of  St. 
Botolph  Without  Aldersgate,  The  said  house  in  Aldersgate  Street,  To 
hold  to  him  and  his  successors,  for  certain  charges  to  be  maintained,  for 
ever,  according  to  his  ordinance,  and  according  to  the  form  of  the 
charter  granted  thereof  by  King  Richard  2nd. 

"ith  September,  1395.     19th  Richard  2nd. 

Ralph  de  Kestenen,  parson  of  the  church  of  St.  Botolph,  re- 
citing the  King's  license  to  John  de  Thornton,  and  that  he  had  full 
seisin  of  the  said  house.  Ordains  for  him  and  his  successors,  that  the  rents 
thereof  be  paid  by  the  parson  to  the  wardens  of  the  said  church  for  the 
time  being,  in  aid  and  support  of  the  fabrick  and  ornaments  and  other 
necessaries  of  St.  Botolph  aforesaid  for  ever. 

1547.  These  premises  likewise  fell  in  the  King's  hands  by  virtue  of 
the  Statute  of  Chantries. 

This  house  or  ground  was  conveyed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  church- 
house.

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A  piece  of  Ground  and  Tenement  in  Lamb  Alley, 
adjoining  the  other  tenement  in  the  said  Alley, 
purchased  by  the  parish  for  the  use  of  a  work- 
house.

OBSERVATIONS. 
It  u-ould  appear  front  fhe  above  that  these  premises  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  parish  at  various  times,  the  first-mentioned  part  in 
the  year  1392,  and,  icith  other  pyropertij,  fell  into  the  Kinxf  s  hands  by 
virtue  of  the  Statute  of  Chantries,  but  teas,  as  above,  again  granted 
to  the  parish.

Matthew  Kempster  by  his  Will,  dated  31st  August  1624 
devised  to  the  Company  of  Tallow-chandlers,  and  their  successors, 
four  messuages,  situate  near  Dowgate,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  John 
in  Walhrook,  in  the  City  of  London,  upon  trust  therewith, 
among  other  charges,  to  pay  the  following  yearly  rents  :

To  the  poor  of  the  Company,  £1. 

The  Company  are  in  possession,  under  this  gift,  of  three 
houses  on  the  east  side  of  Dowgate-hill,  let  to  James  Eichardson, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  £100,  and  pay  to  the  Churchwardens  of 
St.  Botolph  Aldersgate,  the  sum  of  £1  yearly.

The   sum  of  £1  annually   receivable  from  the  Tallou- -chandlers' 
Company,  is  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor. 
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Mr.  RICHARD  OSMOTHERLAW'S  GIFT 


EicHARD  OsMOTHERLAW,  by  Will,  dated  the  7th  May,  1612, 
gave  to  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  Merchant  Taylors,  after  the 
death  of  his  wife,  all  the  residue  of  his  rents  and  profits 
whatsoever  issuing  out  of  his  freehold  lands  and  tenements  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  to  hold  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  for  ever,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  following 
annuities,  amongst  others,  at  the  feast  of  St.  Philip  and  Jacob, 
viz.  : 

To  five  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph, 
Aldersgate,  20d.  a  week,  for  ever,  equally  amongst  them,  such 
poor  people  to  be  nominated  by  the  vestry  of  the  said  parish,  and 
the  money  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  same 
parish. 

To  a  godly  preacher,  for  a  sermon  to  be  made  in  remembrance 
of  the  testator  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  yearly,  for  ever,  in  the 
said  parish  church,  6s.  8d. 

To  the  churchwardens  aforesaid  for  the  time  being  for  ever,  48. 
equally  between  them,  for  their  pains  in  distributing  the  money 
to  the  five  poor  people. 
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To  the  clerk  and  sexton  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  16d. 
a-piece  yearly,  for  ever. 

The  property  derived  under  the  above  Will  consists  of  five  houses, 
two  in  Aldersgate-street  and  three  in  Little  Britain. 

The  sums  given  as  above  to  the  poor,  the  preacher,  the  church- 
wardens, clert,  and  sexton  of  St.  Botolph,  would  amount  to  £5  per 
annum  ;  and  the  company  have  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  St. 
Botolph  Aldersgate,  the  sum  of  £4  per  annum  only,  to  answer 
those  bequests  as  far  as  the  same  would  extend,  according  to  their 
reduced  proportions,  £1  being  deducted  from  the  said  £5  rent- 
charge  for  the  land-tax. 


OBSERVATIONS 

The  sum  of  £,^  has  been  received  yearly  from  the  Merchant  Taylors^ 
Company,  who  in  the  terms  of  an  order  of  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
dated  the  ISth  of  November  1873,  transferred  to  the  official  trustees 
of  Charitable  funds  the  sum  of  £167  consols,  the  dividend  on  which 
(£5  per  annum)  receivable  from  the  official  trustee!,  is,  less  the  payment 
above  directed,  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor. 
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
